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WESTFIELD  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 


This  institution  was  established  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  in 
September,  1839.  With  a  single  exception,  it  is  the  oldest  normal  school  in 
America.  Up  to  the  present  time,  three  thousand  one  hundred  and  eleven  have 
been  admitted  to  the  school.  Since  1855,  the  date  of  the  first  formal  graduations, 
one  thousand  and  thirty-five  have  received  diplomas  upon  the  completion  of  the 
prescribed  course  of  study. 

CONDITIONS    OF    MEMBERSHIP. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  school  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age  (if 
males,  seventeen) ;  must  present  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character ;  must 
pledge  themselves  to  complete  the  course,  if  possible,  and  afterwards  to  teach  in 
the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts;1  and  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  reading,  spelling,  writing,  arithmetic,  geography,  English  grammar,  and  the 
history  of  the  United  States.  To  illustrate  the  scope  of  the  examinations,  the 
questions  used  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  are  given  at  the  end  of  this  circular. 
Higher  attainments  and  a  more  mature  age  than  those  prescribed  render  the 
training  of  the  school  much  more  profitable. 

AIMS    AND    METHODS    OF    STUDY    AND    TRAINING. 

The  ends  to  be  secured  by  a  course  of  study  and  practice  in  the  normal 
schools  are  a  knowledge  of  the  principles  and  methods  of  teaching,  skill  in  the 
art  of  teaching,  and  the  general  development  of  the  mental  powers. 

All  the  studies  are  conducted  upon  the  topical  plan,  and  with  especial  refer- 
ence to  the  best  ways  of  teaching  them.  From  the  first,  the  pupils  frequently 
occupy  the  place  of  teacher  of  their  classmates,  and  are  subjected  to  their 
criticisms,  as  well  as  to  those  of  their  regular  leachers. 

THE  DESIGN  OF  THE  SCHOOL,  AND  COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

The  Hoard  of  Education,  bj  a  vote  passed  May  6,  [880,  stated  the  design 
and  the  course  of  Studies  for  the  Slate  normal  schools  as  follows: — 

" The  design  of  the  normal  school  is  strictly  professional;  that  is,  to  prepare 
in  the  best  possible  manner  the  pupils  for  the  work  of  organizing,  governing, 
and  teaching  the  public  schools  of  the  Commonwealth. 

1  Persons  intending  to  teach  in  other  States,  or  in  private  schools,  are  admitted  on  payment  of 
fifteen  dollars  a  ierm  for  tuition. 
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"To  this  end,  there  must  be  the  most  thorough  knowledge, — first,  of  the 
branches  of  learning  required  to  be  taught  in  the  schools;  second,  of  the  best 
methods  of  teaching  those  branches;    and,  third,  of  right  mental  training. 

"  The  time  of  one  course  extends  through  a  period  of  two  years,  of  the  other 
through  a  period  of  four  years,  and  is  divided  into  terms  of  twenty  weeks  each, 
with  daily  sessions  of  not  less  than  five  hours,  five  days  each  week." 


STUDIES. 

Two-Years'  Course. —  Arithmetic,  algebra,  geometry,  book-keeping. 

Physics,  astronomy,  chemistry,  physiology,  botany,  zoology,  mineralogy, 
geology,  geography. 

Language,  reading,  orthography,  etymology,  grammar,  rhetoric,  literature, 
composition. 

Penmanship,  drawing,  vocal  music,  gymnastics. 

Psychology,  science  and  art  of  education,  school  organization,  history  of 
education. 

Civil  polity  of  Massachusetts  and  of  the  United  States,  history,  school  laws  of 
Massachusetts. 

Four- Years'  Course.  —  In  addition  to  the  studies  named  above,  the  four 
years'  course  includes  advanced  algebra  and  geometry,  trignometry  and 
surveying. 

Advanced  chemistry,  physics,  and  botany. 

Drawing,  English  literature,  general  history. 

Latin  and  French  required;  German  and  Greek  as  the  Principal  and  Visitors 
of  the  school  shall  decide. 

The  above  is  an  enumeration  of  the  studies.  The  order  of  the  studies  in  the 
course  is  determined  by  the  Principal  of  each  school,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Visitors  of  that  school. 

The  present  order  and  scope  of  studies  in  the  two-years'  course  in  the  West- 
field  School  may  be  gathered  from  the  following  brief  outline  : — 

First  Term. — Arithmetic. — Notation,  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  and 
division  of  integral  numbers,  common  fractional  numbers,  decimals,  and  com- 
pound denominate  numbers,  elementary  course,  practical  work.  Geometry. — 
First  four  books  of  Loomis's  Geometry,  or  their  equivalent.  Physiology. — General 
outline  of  subject;  anatomy,  physiology,  and  hygiene  of  digestive  organs,  includ- 
ing classification  of  food- stuffs,  and  methods  of  preparing  food;  anatomy,  physi- 
ology, and  hygiene  of  circulatory  and  respiratory  organs;  animal  heat,  —  its 
nature,  source,  distribution,  regulation,  etc. ;  clothing, — use,  qualities  desirable 
in,  qualities  of  common  materials,  how  to  dress  hygienically,  etc.  Anatomy  is 
taught  from  anatomical  preparations  of  organs  of  the  human  body,  and  physi- 
ology, as  far  as  possible,  by  observing  organs  of  other  animals  in  action. 
Physics. — Physical  properties  of  matter;  definition  and  enumeration  of  forces; 
effects  of  gravitation,  including  pressures  of  liquids  and  gases,  with  consequences 
and  applications;    electricity,  especial  attention  being  given  to  elementary  phe-

nomena  and  to  practical  applications:  machines,  or  means  of  applying  force. 
In  this  subject  everything  is  taught  experimentally,  pupils  being  required,  as  far 
possible,  to  perform  all  important  experiments  for  themselves.  Vocal  Music. — 
Rhythmics,  melodies,  dynamics,  sight- singing,  elementary  course.  Composition. — 
Capitals,  punctuation,  letter-writing,  business-forms,  language-lessons.  Drawing. 
— Freehand  drawing  on  blackboard,  from  dictation,  of  combinations  of  straight 
lines  and  curved ;  drawing  on  paper  from  dictation ;  drawing  from  memory ; 
elementary  designs. 

Second  Term. — Arithmetic. — Metric  system  taught  by  apparatus;  percent- 
age, and  its  application  in  commission,  taxes,  interest,  banking,  etc.;  extraction 
of  roots,  with  applications  ;  mensuration  ;  examples  and  problems  in  all  subjects 
taught,  to  apply  knowledge.  Pupils  are  encouraged  to  seek  information  at  the 
post-office,  at  lawyers'  offices,  banks,  stores,  and  the  teachers'  desks,  and  thus  to 
become  familiar  with  the  practical  applications  of  arithmetic  in  the  affairs  of  every- 
day life.  Grammar. —  Outline  of  subject;  parts  of  expressions  taught  and 
named;  words  studied  with  reference  to  classification,  properties,  and  construc- 
tion; parsing  and  analysis  of  sentences.  Geography. —  Scientific  study  of  the 
form,  size,  and  motions  of  the  earth;  configuration  and  relief  of  the  land-masses; 
atmospheric  and  oceanic  movements;  climate;  plant  and  animal  life,  and 
especially  man,  including  distribution  of  races,  and  all  conditions  affecting  this 
distribution;  religion,  government,  and  whatever  effects  the  civilization  of  the 
races.  Algebra. — Usual  topics  preceding  quadratics.  Drawing. — Work  of  first 
term  continued,  drawing  from  the  flat,  geometrical  drawing,  perspective,  model 
drawing,  design.  Drawing  is  required  fox.  only  one  year;  but  many  continue  the 
study  for  an  additional  term  or  two.  For  those  who  do  this,  the  subjects  arc: 
model  and  cast  drawing;  shading  of  objects,  models,  and  cists,  in  charcoal  and 
stump;  applied  design;  and  freehand  drawing  from  enlarged  flats,  ('('///posi- 
tion.— Paragraphing,  compositions  on  subjects  assigned,  criticism  in  class  and  by 
class,  spelling. 


THIRD  TERM. —  Geography  (six  weeks). —  Philosophic  study  of  topics  taken  up 
in  second  term.  Rhetoric. — Study  of  figurative  language  and  qualities  of  style, 
with  practical  applications,  followed  by  several  weeks  of  composition-writing  and 
criticism;  study  of  the  mind  and  its  qualities,  such  as  wit,  humor,  etc.,  the  sensi- 
bilities, especially  taste  (under  this,  literary  taste,  sources  of  pleasure,  and  how- 
to  cultivate  such  a  taste).  English  Literature. —  History  of  language;  life,  style, 
and  study  of  selections  from  the  following  authors,  with  some  variations  from 
term  to  term;  Wicklifle,  Chaucer,  Cranmcr,  Spenser,  Bacon,  Shakspeare,  Milton, 
Johnson,  Whittier,  Hawthorne,  Lowell,  Longfellow;  reading  (in  addition)  of 
"  Idyls  of  the  King,"  "Ivanhoe,"  "  Henry  VIII.,"  "Merchant  of  Venice,"  "  Julius 
Caesar,"  one  book  of  "Paradise  Lost,"  Macaulay's  "  Essays  on  Johnson,"  "Snow- 
bound," "Among  the  Hills,"  "  Vision  of  St.  Launfal,"  "  Commemoration  ( >de," 
"The  Old  Manse,"  "  Evangeline,"  "Courtship  of  Miles  Standish."  L'/ti ted  States 
History. — Periods  oT  discoveries;  explorations;  settlements  and  colonies,  with 
the  included  wars;  Revolution;  Constitution;  Civil  War,  and  events  following; 
collateral  reading. 


Fourth  Term. — Astronomy. — Methods  of  describing  position  of  heavenly 
bodies;  refraction,  parallax,  and  precession;  classification  of  heavenly  bodies; 
particular  study  of  earth,  sun,  and  moon  ;  tides;  eclipses;  geography  of  celestial 
sphere.  Reading. — Vocal  culture,  sight-reading,  study  of  pieces,  elementary 
course.  Chemistry. — Chemical  physics;  inorganic  chemistry,  with  laboratory 
practice  by  each  pupil.  Theory  and  Art  of  Teaching. — Including  psychology 
in  its  relation  to  principles  and  methods  of  teaching;  school  organization  and 
government;  school  laws  of  Massachusetts;  several  weeks  of  purely  professional 
work  in  common  English  branches,  with  practice  in  teaching  in  public  schools; 
civil  polity. 

Botany  and  geology  are  taught  in  the  summer  term,  zoology  and  mineralogy  in 
the  winter,  all  with  specimens  in  hand,  and  with  field-work. 

FOUR-YEARS^    COURSE. 

This  course  is  intended  to  give  pupils  that  broad  culture  indispensable  to  the 
highest  success  in  schools  of  any  grade,  but  especially  to  fit  them  for  service  as 
teachers  in  High  Schools.  The  studies  are  so  arranged,  that  graduates  from  the 
shorter  course  may  complete  the  four-years'  course  in  two  additional  years,  or,  if 
unable  to  remain  so  long  in  the  school,  they  may  profitably  take  one  or  two 
terms'  work  in  addition  to  the  two-years'  course. 

Graduates  from  this  course  are  in  special  demand  for  the  best  positions. 

EXAMINATIONS    AND    GRADUATIONS. 

Entrance  Examinations  on  the  First  Day  of  each    Term. 

Examinations,  both  oral  and  written,  are  made  each  term  in  every  study ;  and 
the  result  in  each  must  be  satisfactory  to  enable  the  pupil  to  advance  to  the 
studies  next  in  order.  Only  those  pupils  who  have  satisfactorily  passed  all  the 
examinations  in  the  prescribed  course  of  study  receive  the  diploma  of  the 
institution. 

EMPLOYMENT    OF    GRADUATES,    ETC. 

The  demand  for  graduates  of  this  school  is  steadily  and  rapidly  increasing. 
During  the  past  two  years  it  has  been  vastly  greater  than  the  supply.  A  note- 
worthy fact  concerning  this  demand  is  the  large  increase  in  calls  for  teachers  for 
positions  of  high  grade.  Great  encouragement  is  thus  given,  to  the  best  graduates 
of  high  schools  desiring  to  teach,  to  take  a  course  of  professional  training  as  the 
shortest,  as  well  as  in  every  respect  the  best,  way  to  eminence  in  the  profession. 

LIBRARIES.    APPARATUS,    ETC. 

Pupils  have  free  access  to  valuable  libraries  of  works  for  general  reference  and 
reading.  Excellent  apparatus  is  provided  for  the  illustration  of  the  more  impor- 
tant principles  in  the  natural  sciences.     Large  and  growing  cabinets  of  mineral, 
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geological,  and  zoological  specimens,  are  constantly  used  in  teaching  natural 
history. 

A  very  convenient  chemical  laboratory  has  recently  been  fitted  up  for  the  use 
of  pupils.  In  this,  under  competent  supervision,  students  may  perform  for  them- 
selves the  most  important  experiments,  and  thus  acquire  skill  in  manipulation, 
and  a  confidence  obtainable  in  no  other  way. 

The  Art  Room  is  handsomely  fitted  up,  and  provided  with  the  best  kind  of  fur- 
niture and  instruments,  affording  excellent  facilities  for  training  in  the  various 
departments  of  drawing.  A  large  number  of  the  finest  examples  of  casts, 
models,  and  flat  copies,  add  greatly  to  the  beauty  of  this  room,  and  furnish  a  con- 
stant study  of  art  to  the  members  of  the  school. 

DISCIPLINE. 

Pupils  are  treated  with  confidence  from  the  first;  and,  as  far  as  may  be,  the 
government  of  the  school  is  left  in  their  hands.  But  nothing  less  than  regular 
attendance,  good  behavior,  and  hearty  allegiance  to  all  the  interests  of  the  school, 
is  accepted  as  a  condition  of  membership.  The  work  of  the  school  cannot  be 
acceptably  done  by  those  who  do  not  make  it  their  only  occupation  during  their 
connection  with  the  school. 

Parents  are  earnestly  advised  not  to  encourage  any  absence  from  the  school, 
except  in  vacations. 

EXPENSES,  AID,   ETC. 

Tuition  is  free  to  those  complying  with  the  condition  of  teaching  in  the  public 
schools  of  Massachusetts,  wherever  they  may  have  resided  previously.  A  small 
fee  ($2)  is  paid  by  each  pupil  at  the  beginning  of  each  term  for  incidental 
expenses. 

Text-books  required  are  furnished  from  the  School  Library  without  charge. 

For  cost  of  hoard,  see  under  "  Normal  Hall." 

To  aid  those  students  in  the  school  w  ho  find  it  difficult  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the 
course,  pecuniary  aid  is  furnished  by  the  Stale  in  sums  varying  according  to  the 
distance  of  their  homes  from  Westfield,  though  never  exceeding  M.50  per  week. 
Bui  this  aid  is  not  furnished  for  the  first  term  of  attendance;  and  those  who  fail 
(through  their  own  fault)  to  complete  the  course,  or  to  teach  in  the  public 
schools   of    Massachusetts,    are   required    to    refund    whatever    the)    may    have 

recei\  ed. 

NORMAL    HALL. 

The  State  has  erected  and  furnished  for  the  school  a  very  pleasanl  and  com- 
modious hoarding-hall,  which  is  accurately  represented  in  the  accompanying  cut. 
The  hall  is  under  the  charge  of  the  principal.     Most  of  the  teachers  hoard  with 

the  Students,  and  no    pains  will  be  Spared  to  make  the  hall  a  Jioiii,'  lor   the    pupils. 
A  verj    pleasanl    reading-room    is   provided    for   the  daily    use   of  the   st  u<  kills. 
This  room  is  supplied  with  several  daily  papers,  the  leading  magazines,  and  a 
variety  of  other  publications,  scientific,  educational,  religious,  ami  general. 
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The  price  of  board  is  $75  per  term  of  twenty  weeks,  $80  for  gentlemen.  $40 
must  be  paid  in  advance  by  each  student  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  and  $35 
at  the  middle  of  the  term.  The  object  of  this  payment  in  advance  is  to  secure  the 
purchase  of  supplies  at  wholesale  cash  prices,  thereby  saving  to  each  boarder 
much  more  than  the  interest  of  the  money  advanced.  The  price  of  board  includes 
expense  of  light,  heat,  and  washing. 

The  rates  given  above  are  for  those  who  have  room-mates,  and  whose  attend- 
ance is  not  less  than  ten  weeks.  Those  who  desire  to  room  alone  can  generally 
be  accommodated  at  an  additional  charge  of  50  cents  per  week.  Those  who  for 
any  reason  are  members  of  the  school  for  less  than  half  of  any  term,  are  charged 
$4  per  week.  Visitors  can  have  good  accommodations  at  $1  per  day  or  $5  per 
week.  Former  members  of  the  school  will  be  allowed  a  discount  of  10  per  cent, 
from  prices  charged  other  visitors. 

Each  boarder  is  required  to  bring  bedding,  towels,  napkins,  a  napkin-ring,  and 
two  clothes-bags.  Each  pupil  will  want  ordinarily  four  pillow-cases,  three 
sheets,  and  two  blankets,  or  their  equivalent.  Ladies  should  provide  themselves 
with  slippers  for  in-door  wear.  All  articles  sent  to  the  laundry  shottld  be  distinctly 
marked  with  the  owner's  name. 
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GENERAL   REMARKS. 


The  Normal  School  is  always  open  to  the  public.  Parents  and 
guardians  of  its  pupils  are  especially  invited  to  visit  the  school  often, 
and  learn  by  personal  inspection  what  it  attempts  to  do  for  its 
members. 

A  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  teachers  and  school  com- 
mittees to  visit  the  school  at  their  convenience.  They  will  be 
welcome  for  a  day,  a  week,  or  a  month.  The  school  is  not  in 
session  Mondays,  but  Saturdays  instead.

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WESTFIELD  NORMAL  SCHOOL 


This  institution  was  established  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  in 
September,  1839.  With  a  single  exception,  it  is  the  oldest  normal  school  in 
America.  Up  to  the  present  time,  three  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety  have 
been  admitted  to  the  school.  Since  1855,  the  date  of  the  first  formal  graduations, 
one  thousand  and  fifty-nine  have  received  diplomas  upon  the  completion  of  the 
prescribed  course  of  study. 

CONDITIONS  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  school  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  gge 
(if  males,  seventeen);  must  present  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character;  must 
pledge  themselves  to  complete  the  course,  if  possible,  and  afterwards  to  teach  in 
the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts;*  and  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  reading,  spelling,  writing,'  arithmetic,  geography,  English  grammar,  and  the 
history  of  the  United  States.  To  illustrate  the  scope  of  the  examinations,  the 
questions  used  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  are  given  at  the  end  of  this  circular. 
Higher  attainments  and  a  more  mature  age  than  those  prescribed  render  the 
training  of  the  school  much  more  profitable. 

AIMS  AND  METHODS  OF  STUDY  AND  TRAINING. 

The  ends  to  be  secured  by  a  course  of  study  and  practice  in  the  normal  schools 
are  a  knowledge  of  the  principles  and  methods  of  teaching,  skill  in  the  art  of 
teaching,  and  the  general  development  of  the  mental  powers. 

All  the  studies  are  conducted  upon  the  topical  plan,  and  with  special  reference 
to  the  best  ways  of  teaching  them.  From  the  first,  the  pupils  frequently  occupy 
the  place  of  teacher  of  their  classmates,  and  are  subjected  to  their  criticisms,  as 
well  as  to  those  of  their  regular  teachers. 

THE  DESIGN  OF  THE  SCHOOL,  AND  COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

The  Board  of  Education,  by  a  vote  passed  May  6,  1880,  stated  the  design  and 
the  course  of  studies  for  the  State  normal  schools  as  follows : — 

"  The  design  of  the  normal  school  is  strictly  professional ;  that  is,  to  prepare  in 

*  Persons  intending  to  teach  in  other  States,  or  in  private  schools,  are  admitted  on  payment  of 
fifteen  dollars  a  term  for  tuition. 
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the  best  possible  manner  the  pupils  for  the  work  of  organizing,  governing,  and 
teaching  the  public  schools  of  the  Commonwealth. 

"To  this  end,  there  must  be  the  most  thorough  knowledge,  first,  of  the 
branches  of  learning  required  to  be  taught  in  the  schools;  second,  of  the  best 
methods  of  teaching  those  branches;   and,  third,  of  right  mental  training. 

"  The  time  of  one  course  extends  through  a  period  of  two  years,  of  the  other 
through  a  period  of  four  years,  and  is  divided  into  terms  of  twenty  weeks  each, 
with  daily  sessions  of  not  less  than  five  hours,  five  days  each  week." 

STUDIES. 
Two-Years'  Course. 

Arithmetic,  algebra,  geometry,  book-keeping. 

Physics,  astronomy,  chemistry,  physiology,  botany,  zoology,  mineralogy,  geol- 
ogy* geography. 

Language,  reading,  orthography,  etymology,  grammar,  rhetoric,  literature, 
composition. 

Penmanship,  drawing,  vocal  music,  gymnastics. 

Psychology,  science  and  art  of  education,  school  organization,  history  of 
education. 

Civil  polity  of  Massachusetts  and  of  the  United  States,  history,  school  laws  of 
Massachusetts. 

Four- Years'  Cours]  . 

In  addition  to  the  studies  named  above,  the  four  years'  course  includes 
advanced  algebra  and  geometry,  trigonometry  and  surveying. 

Advanced  chemistry,  physics,  and  botany. 

Drawing,  English  literature,  general  history. 

Latin  and  French  required;  German  and  Creek  as  the  Principal  and  Visitors 
of  the  school  shall  decide. 

The  above  is  an  enumeration  of  the  studies.  The  order  of  the  studies  in  the 
course  is  determined  by  the  Principal  of  each  school,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Visitors  of  thai  school. 

The  present  order  and  scope  of  studies  in  the   two-years'  course  in  the  West 
held  School  may  be  gathered  from  the  following  brief  outline: — 

F^irst  Term. 

Arithmetic— -Notation,  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  and  division  of 
integral  numbers,  common  fractional  numbers,  decimals,  and  compound  denomi- 
nate numbers,  elementary  course,  practical  work. 

Geometry. —  Firsl  four  books  of  Loomis's  Geometry,  or  their  equivalent. 

Physiology. — General  outline  of  subject;  anatomy,  physiology,  and  hygiene  of 
digestive  organs,  including  classification  of  food-stuffs,  and  methods  of  preparing 
food;  anatomy,  physiology,  and  hygiene  Of  circulatory  and  respiratory  organs; 
animal  heat — its  nature,  source,  distribution,  regulation,  etc.;  clothing, — use, 
qualities  desirable  in,  qualities  of  common  materials,  how  to  dress  hygienically, 
etc.      Anatomy  is  taught  from   anatomical    preparations  of  organs  of  the   human 
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body;    and  physiology,  as  far  as  possible,  by  observing  organs  of  other   animals 
in  action. 

Physics. — Physical  properties  of  matter;  definition  and  enumeration  of  forces; 
effects  of  gravitation,  including  pressures  of  liquids  and  gases,  with  consequences 
and  applications ;  electricity,  special  attention  being  given  to  elementary  phe- 
nomena and  to  practical  applications  ;  machines  or  means  of  applying  force.  In 
this  subject  everything  is  taught  experimentally,  pupils  being  required,  as  far 
possible,  to  perform  all  important  experiments  for  themselves. 

Vocal  Music. — Rhythmics,  melodies,  dynamics,  sight-singing,  elementary 
course. 

Composition. — Capitals,  punctuation,  letter-writing,  business-forms,  language- 
lessons. 

Drawing. — Freehand  drawing  on  blackboard,  from  dictation,  of  combinations, 
of  straight  lines  and  curved ;  drawing  on  paper  from  dictation ;  drawing  from 
memory;   elementary  designs. 

Second  Term. 

Arithmetic. — Metric  system  taught  by  apparatus;  percentage,  and  its  applica- 
tion in  commission,  taxes,  interest,  banking,  etc. ;  extraction  of  roots,  with 
applications;  mensuration;  examples  and  problems  in  all  subjects  taught,  to 
apply  knowledge.  Pupils  are  encouraged  to  seek  information  at  the  post-office, 
at  lawyers'  offices,  banks,  stores,  and  the  teachers'  desks,  and  thus  to  become 
familiar  with  the  practical  applications  of  arithmetic  in  the  affairs  of  every-day 
life. 

Grammar. — Outline  of  subject;  parts  of  expressions  taught  and  named;  words 
studied  with  reference  to  classification,  properties,  and  construction;  parsing 
and  analysis  of  sentences. 

Geography. — Scientific  study  of  the  form,  size,  and  motions  of  the  earth  ;  con- 
figuration and  relief  of  the  land-masses;  atmospheric  and  oceanic  movements; 
climate;  plant  and  animal  life,  and  especially  man,  including  distribution  of 
races,  and  all  conditions  affecting  this  distribution;  religion,  government,  and 
whatever  effects  the  civilization  of  the  races. 

Algebra. — Usual  topics  preceding  quadratics. 

Drawing.  —  Work  of  first  term  continued,  drawing  from  the  flat,  geometrical 
drawing,  perspective,  model  drawing,  design.  Drawing  is  required Tor  only  one 
year ;  but  many  continue  the  study  for  an  additional  term  or  two.  For  those 
who  do  this,  the  subjects  are:  model  and  cast  drawing;  shading  of  objects, 
models,  and  casts,  in  charcoal  and  stump;  applied  design;  and  freehand  draw- 
ing from  enlarged  flats. 

Composition. — Paragraphing,  compositions  on  subjects  assigned,  criticism  in  ' 
class  and  by  class,  spelling. 

Third  Term. 

Geography  (six  weeks). — Philosophic  study  of  topics  taken  up  in  second 
term. 

Rhetoric. — Study  of  figurative  language  and  qualities  of  style,  with  practical 
applications,   followed  by  several  weeks   of  composition  writing  and  criticism  ; 
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study  of  the  mind  and  its  qualities,  such  as  wit,  humor,  etc.,  the  sensibilities, 
especially  taste  (under  this,  literary  taste,  sources  of  pleasure,  and  how  to  cul- 
vate  such  a  taste.) 

English  Literature. — History  of  language ;  life,  style,  and  study  of  selections 
from  the  following  authors,  with  some  variations  from  term  to  term;  Wickliffe, 
Chaucer,  Cranmer,  Spenser,  Bacon,  Shakspeare,  Milton,  Johnson,  Whittier, 
Hawthorne,  Lowell,  Longfellow;  reading  (in  addition)  of  "  Idyls  of  the  King," 
"  Ivanhoe,"  "Henry  VIII.,"  "Merchant  of  Venice,"  "Julius  Qesar,"  one 
book  of  "Paradise  Lost,"  Macaulay's  "Essays  on  Johnson,"  "Snowbound," 
"Among  the  Hills,"  'Vision  of  Sir  Launfal,"  "Commemoration  ode,"  "The 
Old  Manse,"  "  Evangeline,"  "  Courtship  of  Miles  Standish." 

United  States  History. — Periods  of  discoveries  ;  explorations  ;  settlements  and 
colonies,  with  ■  the  included  wars;  Revolution,  Constitution;  Civil  War,  and 
events  following  ;   collateral  reading. 

Fourth  Term. 

Astronomy. — Methods  of  describing  position  of  heavenly  bodies;  refraction, 
parallax,  and  precession  ;  classification  of  heavenly  bodies;  particular  study  of 
earth,  sun,  and  moon;    tides;   eclipses;  geography  of  celestial  sphere. 

Reading. — Vocal  culture,  sight-reading,  study  of  pieces,  elementary  course. 

Chemistry. — Chemical  physics ;  inorganic  chemistry,  with  laboratory  practice 
by  each  pupil. 

Theory  and  Art  of  Teaching. — Including  psychology  in  its  relation  to  prin- 
ciples and  methods  of  teaching ;  school  organization  and  government ;  school 
laws  of  Massachusetts;  several  weeks  of  purely  professional  work  in  common 
English  branches,  with  practice  in  teaching  in  public  schools ;  civil  polity. 

Botany  and  geology  are  taught  in  the  summer  term,  zoology  and  mineralogy  in 
the  winter,  all  with  specimens  in  hand,  and  with  field  work. 

FOUR-YEARS'  COURSE. 

This  course  is  intended  to  give  pupils  that  broad  culture  indispensable  to  the 
highest  success  in  schools  of  any  grade,  but  especially  to  fit  them  for  service  as 
teachers  in  I  ligh  Schools.  The  studies  are  so  arranged,  that  graduates  from  the 
shorter  course  may  complete  the  four-years'  in  two  additional  years,  or,  if  unable 
to  remain  so  long  in  the  school,  they  may  profitably  take  one  or  two  terms' 
work  in  addition  to  the  two-years'  course. 

Graduates  from  this  course  arc  in  special  demand  for  the  best  positions. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADUATIONS. 

Entrance  Examinations  on  the  First  Day  of  each  Term. 

Examinations,  both  oral  and  written,  are  made  each  term  in  every  study;  and 
the  result  in  each  must  be  satisfactory  to  enable  the  pupil  to  advance  to  the 
studies  next  in  order.  ( )nly  those  pupils  who  have  satisfactorily  passed  all  the 
examinations  in  the  prescribed  course  of  study  receive  the  diploma  of  the  insti- 
tution. 
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EMPLOYMENT  OF  GRADUATES,  ETC- 
The  demand  for  graduates  of  this  school  is  steadily  and  rapidly  increasing. 
During  the  past  two  years  it  has  been  vastly  greater  than  the  supply.  A  note- 
worthy fact  concerning  this  demand  is  the  large  increase  in  calls  for  teachers  for 
positions  of  high  grade.  Great  encouragement  is  thus  given,  to  the  best  gradu- 
ates of  high  schools  desiring  to  teach,  to  take  a  course  of  professional  training  as 
the  shortest,  as  well  as  in  every  respect  the  best,  way  to  eminence  in  the  pro- 
fession. 

LIBRARIES,  APPARATUS,  ETC 

Pupils  have  free  access  to  valuable  libraries  of  works  for  general  reference  and 
reading.  Excellent  apparatus  is  provided  for  the  illustration  of  the  more  impor- 
tant principles  in  the  natural  sciences.  Large  and  growing  cabinets  of  mineral, 
geological,  and  zoological  specimens  are  constantly  used  in  teaching  natural 
history. 

A  very  convenient  chemical  laboratory  has  recently  been  fitted  up  for  the  use 
of  pupils.  In  this,  under  competent  supervision,  students  may  perform  for 
themselves  the  most  important  experiments,  and  thus  acquire  skill  in  manipula- 
tion, and  a  confidence  obtainable  in  no  other  way. 

The  Art  Room  is  handsomely  fitted  up,  and  provided  with  the  best  kind  of  furni- 
ture and  instruments,  affording  excellent  facilities  for  training  in  the  various 
departments  of  drawing.  A  large  number  of  the  finest  examples  of  casts,  models, 
and  fiat  copies,  add  greatly  to  the  beauty  of  this  room,  and  furnish  a  constant 
study  of  art  to  the  members  of  the  school. 

DISCIPLINE. 

Pupils  are  treated  with  confidence  from  the  first,  and,  as  far  as  may  be,  the 
government  of  the  school  is  left  in  their  hands.  But  nothing  less  than  regular 
attendance,  good  behavior,  and  hearty  allegiance  to  all  the  interests  of  the 
school,  is  accepted  as  a  condition  of  membership.  The  work  of  the  school  can- 
not be  acceptably  done  by  those  who  do  not  make  it  their  only  occupation  during 
their  connection  with  the  school. 

Parents  are  earnestly  advised  not  to  encourage  any  absence  from  the  school, 
except  in  vacations. 

EXPENSES,  AID,  ETC 

Tuition  is  free  to  those  complying  with  the  condition  of  teaching  in  the  public 
schools  of  Massachusetts,  wherever  they  may  have  resided  previously.  A 
small  fee  ($2)  is  paid  by  each  pupil  at  the  beginning  of  each  term  for  incidental 
expenses. 

Text-books  required  are  furnished  from  the  School  Library  without  charge. 

For  cost  of  board,  see  under  "  Normal  Hall." 

To  aid  those  students  in  the  school  who  find  it  difficult  to  meet  the  expenses 
of  the  course,  pecuniary  aid  is  furnished  by  the  State  in  sums  varying  according 
to  the  distance  of  their  homes  from  Westfield,  though  never  exceeding  $1.50  per 
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week.  But  this  aid  is  not  furnished  for  the  first  term  of  attendance;  and  those 
who  fail  (through  their  own  fault  J  to  complete  the  course,  or  to  teach  in  the 
public  schools  of  Massachusetts,  are  required  to  refund  whatever  they  may  have 
received. 

NORMAL    HALL. 

The  State  has  erected  and  furnished  for  the  school  a  very  pleasant  and  com- 
modious boarding-hall,  which  is  accurately  represented  in  the  accompanying 
cut.  The  hall  is  under  the  charge  of  the  principal.  Most  of  the  teachers  board 
with  the  students,  and  no  pains  will  be  spared  to  make  the  hall  a  home  for  the 
pupils. 

Pupils  from  abroad  are  required  to  board  in  this  Hall,  except  as  they  may 
board  with  relatives  or  work  for  their  board  in  private  families. 

A  very  pleasant  reading-room  is  provided  for  the  daily  use  of  the  students. 
This  room  is  supplied  with  several  daily  papers,  the  leading  magazines,  and  a 
variety  of  other  publications,  scientific,  educational,  religious,  and  general. 

The  price  of  board  is  $75  per  term  of  twenty  weeks,  $80  for  gentlemen.  $40 
must  be  paid  in  advance  by  each  student  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  and  $35 
at  the  middle  of  the  term.  The  object  of  this  payment  in  advance  is  to  secure 
the  purchase  of  supplies  at  wholesale  cash  prices,  thereby  saving  to  each  boarder 
much  more  than  the  interest  of  the  money  advanced.  The  price  of  board  in- 
cludes expense  of  light,  heat,   and  washing. 

The  rates  given  above  are  for  those  who  have  room-mates,  and  whose  attend- 
ance is  not  less  than  ten  weeks.  Those  who  desire  to  room  alone  can  generally 
be  accommodated  at  an  additional  charge  of  50  cents  per  week.  Those  who  for 
any  reason  are  members  of  the  school  for  less  than  half  of  any  term,  are 
charged  $4  per  week.  Visitors  can  have  good  accommodations  at  $1  per  day  or 
$5  per  week.  Former  members  of  the  school  will  be  allowed  a  discount  of  10 
per  cent,  from  prices  charged  other  visitors. 

Each  boarder  is  required  to  bring  bedding,  towels,  napkins,  a  napkin-ring,  and 
two  clothes-bags.  Each  pupil  will  want  ordinarily  four  pillow-cases,  three  sheets 
and  two  blankets,  or  their  equivalent.  Ladies  should  provide  themselves  with 
slippers  for  in-door  wear.  All  articles  sent  to  the  laundry  should  be  distinctly 
marked  with  the  owner's  name 
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GENERAL    REMARKS. 


The  Normal  School  is  always  open  to  the  public.  Parents  and 
guardians  of  its  pupils  are  especially  invited  to  visit  the  school  often, 
and  learn  by  personal  inspection  what  it  attempts  to  do  for  its 
members. 

A  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  teachers  and  school  com- 
mittees to  visit  the  school  at  their  convenience.  They  will  be 
welcome  for  a  day.  a  week,  or  a  month.

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WESTFIELD  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 


This  institution  was  established  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  in  Sep- 
tember, 1839.  With  a  single  exception,  it  is  the  oldest  normal  school  in  America. 
Up  to  the  present  time,  three  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventeen  have  been 
admitted  to  the  school.  Since  1855,  the  date  of  the  first  formal  graduations,  one 
thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  have  received  diplomas  upon  the  com- 
pletion of  the  prescribed  course  of  study. 

CONDITIONS  OF   MEMBERSHIP. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  school  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age  (if 
males,  seventeen);  must  present  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character;  must 
pledge  themselves  to  complete  the  course,  if  possible,  and  afterwards  to  teach  in 
the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts;*  and  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  reading,  spelling,  writing,  arithmetic,  geography,  English  grammar  and  the 
history  of  the  United  States.  To  illustrate  the  scope  of  the  examinations,  the 
questions  used  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  are  given  at  the  end  of  this  circular. 
Higher  attainments  and  a  more  mature  age  than  those  prescribed  render  the 
training  of  the  school  much  more  profitable. 

AIMS   AND   METHODS   OF   STUDY    AND   TRAINING. 

The  ends  to  be  secured  by  a  course  of  study  and  practice  in  the  normal  schools 
are  a  knowledge  of  the  principles  and  methods  of  teaching,  skill  in  the  art  of 
teaching,  and  the  general  development  of  the  mental  powers. 

All  the  studies  are  conducted  upon  the  topical  plan,  and  with  special  reference 
to  the  best  ways  of  teaching  them.  From  the  first  the  pupils  frequently  occupy 
the  place  of  teacher  of  their  classmates,  and  are  subjected  to  their  criticisms,  as 
well  as  to  those  of  their  regular  teachers. 

THE  DESIGN  OF  THE  SCHOOL  AND  COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

The  Board  of  Education,  by  a  vote  passed  May  6,  1880,  stated  the  design  and 
the  course  of  studies  for  the  State  normal  schools  as  follows:  — 

"The  design  of  the  normal  school  is  strictly  professional;  that  is,  to  prepare 
in  the  best  possible  manner  the  pupils  for  the  work  of  organizing,  governing 
and  teaching  the  public  schools  of  the  Commonwealth. 

*  Persons  intending  to  teach  in  other  States,  or  in  private  schools,  are  admitted  on  payment  of 
fifteen  dollars  a  term  for  tuition. 
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"To  this  end,  there  must  be  the  most  thorough  knowledge,  first,  of  the 
branches  of  learning  required  to  be  taught  in  the  schools ;  second,  of  the  best 
methods  of  teaching  those  branches;   and,  third,  of  right  mental  training. 

"  The  time  of  one  course  extends  through  a  period  of  two  years,  of  the  other 
through  a  period  of  four  years,  and  is  divided  into  terms  of  twenty  weeks  each, 
with  daily  sessions  of  not  less  than  five  hours,  five  days  each  week." 

STUDIES. 
Two-Years'  Course. 

Arithmetic,  algebra,  geometry,  book-keeping. 

Physics,  astronomy,  chemistry,  physiology,  botany,  zoology,  mineralogy,  geol- 
ogy, geography. 

Language,  reading,  orthography,  etymology,  grammar,  rhetoric,  literature, 
composition. 

Penmanship,  drawing,  vocal  music,  gymnastics. 

Psychology,  science  and  art  of  education,  school  organization  and  history  of 
education. 

Civil  polity  of  Massachusetts  and  of  the  United  States,  history,  school  laws  of 
Massachusetts. 

Four- Years'  Course. 

In  addition  to  the  studies  named  above,  the  four-years'  course  includes 
advanced  algebra  and  geometry,  trigonometry  and  surveying. 

Advanced  chemistry,  physics  and  botany. 

Drawing,  English  literature,  general  history. 

Latin  and  French  required ;  German  and  Greek  as  the  Principal  and  Visitors 
of  the  school  shall  decide. 

The  above  is  an  enumeration  of  the  studies.  The  order  of  the  studies  in  the 
course  is  determined  by  the  Principal  of  each  school,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Visitors  of  that  school. 

The  present  order  and  scope  of  studies  in  the  two-years'  course  in  the  West- 
field  School  may  be  gathered  from  the  following  brief  outline :  — 

First  Term. 

Arithmetic.  — Notation,  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  and  division  of 
integral  numbers,  common  fractional  numbers,  decimals,  and  compound  denom- 
inate numbers,  elementary  course,  practical  work. 

Geometry.  —  First  four  books  of  Loomis's  Geometry,  or  their  equivalent. 

Physiology.  —  General  outline  of  subject;  anatomy,  physiology  and  hygiene  of 
digestive  organs,  including  classification  of  food-stuffs,  and  methods  of  preparing 
food;  anatomy,  physiology,  and  hygiene  of  circulatory  and  respiratory  organs; 
animal  heat  —  its  nature,  source,  distribution,  regulation,  etc.;  clothing, — use, 
qualities  desirable  in,  qualities  of  common  materials,  how  to  dress  hygienically, 
etc.  Anatomy  is  taught  from  anatomical  preparations  of  organs  of  the  human 
body;  and  physiology,  as  far  as  possible,  by  observing  organs  of  other  animals 
in  action. 

Physics.  —  Physical  properties  of  matter ;  definition  and  enumeration  of  forces; 
effects  of  gravitation,  including  pressures  of  liquids  and  gases,  with  consequences 
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and  applications ;  electricity,  special  attention  being  given  to  elementary  phe- 
nomena and  to  practical  applications  ;  machines  or  means  of  applying  force.  In 
this  subject  everything  is  taught  experimentally,  pupils  being  required,  as  far  as 
possible,  to  perform  all  important  experiments  for  themselves. 

Vocal  Music.  —  Rhythmics,  melodies,  dynamics,  sight-singing,  elementary 
course. 

Composition.  — Capitals,  punctuation,  letter-writing,  business-forms,  language- 
lessons. 

Drawing.  —  Freehand  drawing  on  blackboard,  from  dictation,  of  combina- 
tions, of  straight  lines  and  curved;  drawing  on  paper  from  dictation;  drawing 
from  memory;   elementary  designs. 

Second  Term. 

Arithmetic.  —  Metric  system  taught  by  apparatus;  percentage,  and  its  appli- 
cation in  commission,  taxes,  interest,  banking,  etc. ;  extraction  of  roots,  with 
applications;  mensuration;  examples  and  problems  in  all  subjects  taught,  to 
apply  knowledge.  Pupils  are  encouraged  to  seek  information  at  the  post-office, 
at  lawyers'  offices,  banks,  stores,  and  the  teachers'  desks,  and  thus  to  become 
familiar  with  the  practical  applications  of  arithmetic  in  the  affairs  of  every-day 
life.      • 

Gra?nmar. — Outline  of  subject;  parts  of  expressions  taught  and  named; 
words  studied  with  reference  to  classification,  properties,  and  construction ; 
parsing  and  analysis  of  sentences. 

Geography.  —  Scientific  study  of  the  form,  size,  and  motions  of  the  earth  ;  con- 
figuration and  relief  of  the  land-masses;  atmospheric  and  oceanic  movements; 
climate;  plant  and  animal  life,  and  especially  man,  including  distribution  of 
races,  and  all  conditions  affecting  this  distribution;  religion,  government,  and 
whatever  affects  the  civilization  of  the  races. 

Algebra.  —  Usual  topics  preceding  quadratics. 

Drawing.  —  Work  of  first  term  continued,  drawing  from  the  fiat,  geometrical 
drawing,  perspective,  model  drawing,  design.  Drawing  is  required  for  only  one 
year ;  but  many  continue  the  study  for  an  additional  term  or  two.  For  those 
who  do  this,  the  subjects  are:  model  and  cast  drawing;  shading  of  objects, 
models,  and  casts,  in  charcoal  and  stump;  applied  design;  and  freehand  draw- 
ing from  enlarged  flats. 

Composition.  —  Paragraphing,  compositions  on  subjects  assigned,  criticism  in 
class  and  by  class,  spelling. 

Third  Term. 

Geography  (six  weeks).  —  Philosophic  study  of  topics  taken  up  in  second 
term. 

Rhetoric.  —  Study  of  figurative  language  and  qualities  of  style,  with  practical 
applications,  followed  by  several  weeks  of  composition  writing  and  criticism; 
study  of  the  mind  and  its  qualities,  such  as  wit,  humor,  etc.,  the  sensibilities, 
especially  taste  (under  this,  literary  taste,  sources  of  pleasure,  and  how  to  culti- 
vate such  a  taste). 

English  Literature.  —  1  listory  of  language;  life,  style,  and  study  of  selections 
from  the  following  authors,  with  some  variations  from  term  to  term  :  Wicklifle, 
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Chaucer,  Cranmer,  Spenser,  Bacon,  Shakspeare,  Milton,  Johnson,  Whittier, 
Hawthorne,  Lowell,  Longfellow;  reading  (in  addition)  of"  Idyls  of  the  King," 
"  Ivanhoe,"  "Henry  VIII.,"  "Merchant  of  Venice,"  "Julius  Caesar,"  one 
book  of  "Paradise  Lost,"  Macaulay's  "  Essays  on  Johnson,"  "  Snowbound," 
"Among  the  Hills,"  "Vision  of  Sir  Launfal,"  "  Commemoration  Ode,"  "The 
Old  Manse,"  "  Evangeline,"  "  Courtship  of  Miles  Standish." 

United  States  History. — Periods  of  discoveries;  explorations;  settlements 
and  colonies,  with  the  included  wars;  Revolution,  Constitution;  Civil  War,  and 
events  following ;  collateral  reading. 

Fourth  Term. 

Astronomy.  — Methods  of  describing  position  of  heavenly  bodies;  refraction, 
parallax,  and  precession;  classification  of  heavenly  bodies;  particular  study  of 
earth,  sun,  and  moon;   tides;    eclipses;   geography  of  celestial  sphere. 

Reading. — Vocal  culture,  sight-reading,  study  of  pieces,  elementary  course. 

Chemistry.  —  Chemical  physics;  inorganic  chemistry,  with  laboratory  practice 
by  each  pupil. 

Theory  and  Art  of  Teaching.  —  Including  psychology  in  its  relation  to  prin- 
ciples and  methods  of  teaching;  school  organization  and  government;  school 
laws  of  Massachusetts;  several  weeks  of  purely  professional  work  in  common 
English  branches,  with  practice  in  teaching  in  public  schools;    civil  polity. 

Botany  and  geology  are  taught  in  the  summer  term,  zoology  and  mineralogy  in 
the  winter,  all  with  specimens  in  hand,  and  with  field  work. 

FOUR-YEARS'   COURSE. 

This  course  is  intended  to  give  pupils  that  broad  culture  indispensable  to  the 
highest  success  in  schools  of  any  grade,  but  especially  to  fit  them  for  service  as 
teachers  in  Lligh  Schools.  The  studies  are  so  arranged,  that  graduates  from  the 
shorter  course  may  complete  the  four-years'  in  two  additional  years,  or,  if  unable 
to  remain  so  long  in  the  school,  they  may  profitably  take  one  or  two  terms'  work 
in  addition  to  the  two-years'  course. 

Graduates  from  this  course  are  in  special  demand  for  the  best  positions. 

EXAMINATIONS   AND  GRADUATIONS. 

Entrance  Examinations  on  the  First  Day  of  each  Term. 

Examinations,  both  oral  and  written,  are  made  each  term  in  every  study;  and 
the  result  in  each  must  be  satisfactory  to  enable  the  pupil  to  advance  to  the 
studies  next  in  order.  Only  those  pupils  who  have  satisfactorily  passed  all  the 
examinations  in  the  prescribed  course  of  study  receive  the  diploma  of  the  insti- 
tution. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF   GRADUATES,  ETC. 

The  demand  for  graduates  of  this  school  is  steadily  and  rapidly  increasing. 
During  the  past  two  years  it  has  been  vastly  greater  than  the  supply.  A  note- 
worthy fact  concerning  this  demand  is  the  large  increase  in  calls  for  teachers  for 
positions  of  high  grade.     Great  encouragement  is  thus  given,  to  the  best  gradu- 
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ates  of  high  schools  desiring  to  teach,  to  take  a  course  of  professional  training  as 
the  shortest,  as  well  as  in  every  respect  the  best,  way  to  eminence  in  the  pro- 
fession. 

LIBRARIES,   APPARATUS,   ETC. 

Pupils  have  free  access  to  valuable  libraries  of  works  for  general  reference  and 
reading.  Excellent  apparatus  is  provided  for  the  illustration  of  the  more  impor- 
tant principles  in  the  natural  sciences.  Large  and  growing  cabinets  of  mineral, 
geological,  and  zoological  specimens  are  constantly  used  in  teaching  natural 
history. 

A  very  convenient  chemical  laboratory  has  recently  been  fitted  up  for  the  use 
of  pupils.  In  this,  under  competent  supervision,  students  may  perform  for 
themselves  the  most  important  experiments,  and  thus  acquire  skill  in  manipula- 
tion, and  a  confidence  obtainable  in  no  other  way. 

The  Art  Room  is  handsomely  fitted  up,  and  provided  with  the  best  kind  of 
furniture  and  instruments,  affording  excellent  facilities  for  training  in  the  various 
departments  of  drawing.  A  large  number  of  the  finest  examples  of  casts,  models, 
and  flat  copies,  add  greatly  to  the  beauty  of  this  room,  and  furnish  a  constant 
study  of  art  to  the  members  of  the  school. 

DISCIPLINE. 

Pupils  are  treated  with  confidence  from  the  first,  and,  as  far  as  may  be,  the 
government  of  the  school  is  left  in  their  hands.  But  nothing  less  than  regular 
attendance,  good  behavior,  and  hearty  allegiance  to  all  the  interests  of  the 
school,  is  accepted  as  a  condition  of  membership.  The  work  of  the  school  can- 
not be  acceptably  done  by  those  who  do  not  make  it  their  only  occupation  during 
their  connection  with  the  school. 

Parents  are  earnestly  advised  not  to  encourage  any  absence  from  the  school, 
except  in  vacations. 

EXPENSES,  AID,  ETC. 

Tuition  is  free  to  those  complying  with  the  condition  of  teaching  in  the  public 
schools  of  Massachusetts,  wherever  they  may  have  resided  previously.  A 
small  fee  (#2)  is  paid  by  each  pupil  at  the  beginning  of  each  term  for  incidental 
expenses. 

Text-books  required  are  furnished  from  the  School  Library  without  charge. 

For  cost  of  board,  sec  under  "  Normal  Hall." 

To  aid  those  students  in  the  school  who  find  it  difficult  to  meet  the  expenses 
of  the  course,  pecuniary  aid  is  furnished  by  the  State  in  sums  varying  according 
to  the  distance  of  their  homes  from  Westfield,  though  never  exceeding  $1.50  per 
week.  Hut  this  aid  is  not  furnished  for  the  first  term  of  attendance ;  and  those 
who  fail  (through  their  own  fault)  to  complete  the  course,  or  to  teach  in  the 
public  schools  of  Massachusetts,  are  required  to  refund  whatever  they  may  have 
received. 

NORMAL   HALL. 

The  State  has  erected  and  furnished  for  the  school  a  very  pleasant  and  com- 
modious boarding-hall,  which  is  accurately  represented  in  the  accompanying 
cut.     The  hall  is  under  the  charge  of  the  principal.      Most  of  the  teachers  board 
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with  the  students,  and  no  pains  will  be  spared  to  make  the  hall  a  home  for  the 
pupils. 

Pupils  from  abroad  are  required  to  board  in  this  hall,  except  as  they  may 
board  with  relatives  or  work  for  their  board  in  private  families. 

A  very  pleasant  reading-room  is  provided  for  the  daily  use  of  the  students. 
This  room  is  provided  with  several  daily  papers,  the  leading  magazines,  and  a 
variety  of  other  publications,  scientific,  educational,  religious,  and  general.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year,  generous  contributions  of  money  and  books,  by  teachers  and 
pupils,  have  enabled  us  to  provide  a  small  library  of  choice  works  for  general 
reading  and  for  reference. 

The  price  of  board  is  $75  per  term  of  twenty  weeks,  $80  for  gentlemen.  $40 
must  be  paid  in  advance  by  each  student  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  and  $35 
at  the  middle  of  the  term.  The  object  of  this  payment  in  advance  is  to  secure 
the  purchase  of  supplies  at  wholesale  cash  prices,  thereby  saving  to  each  boarder 
much  more  than  the  interest  of  the  money  advanced.  The  price  of  board  in- 
cludes the  expense  of  light,  heat  and  washing. 

The  rates  given  above  are  for  those  who  have  room-mates,  and  whose  attend- 
ance is  not  less  than  ten  weeks.  Those  who  desire  to  room  alone  can  generally 
be  accommodated  at  an  additional  charge  of  50  cents  per  week.  Those  who  for 
any  reason  are  members  of  the  school  for  less  than  half  of  any  term,  are 
charged  $4  per  week.  Visitors  can  have  good  accommodations  at  $1  per  day  or 
$5  per  week;  dinner,  40c.  ;  supper  or  breakfast,  25c;  lodging,  50c.  Former 
members  of  the  school  will  be  allowed  a  discount  of  10  per  cent,  from  prices 
charged  other  visitors. 

Each  boarder  is  required  to  bring  bedding,  towels,  napkins,  a  napkin-ring,  and 
two  clothes-bags.  Each  pupil  will  want  ordinarily  four  pillow-cases,  three  sheets, 
and  two  blankets,  or  their  equivalent.  Ladies  should  provide  themselves  with 
slippers  for  in-door  wear.  All  articles  sent  to  the  laundry  should  be  distinctly 
marked  with  the  owner's  name.     Initials  will  not  answer. 
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GENERAL  REMARKS. 


The  Normal  School  is  always  open  to  the  public.  Parents  and  guardians  of 
its  pupils  are  especially  invited  to  visit  the  school  often,  and  learn  by  personal 
inspection  what  it  attempts  to  do  for  its  members. 

A  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  teachers  and  school  committees  to  visit  the 
school  at  their  convenience.  They  will  be  welcome  for  a  day,  a  week,  or  a 
month.

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WESTFIELD  NORMAL  SCHOOL 


This  institution  was  established  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  in  Sep- 
tember, 1839.  With  a  single  exception,  it  is  the  oldest  normal  school  in  America. 
Three  thousand  three  hundred  and  ninety-two  have  been  admitted  to  the  school. 
Since  1855,  the  date  of  the  first  formal  graduations,  one  thousand  one  hundred 
and  sixty-six  have  received  diplomas  upon  the  completion  of  the  prescribed 
course  of  study. 

CONDITIONS  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  school  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age  (if 
males,  seventeen) ;  must  present  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character ;  must 
pledge  themselves  to  complete  the  course,  if  possible,  and  afterwards  to  teach  in 
the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts  ;*  and  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  reading,  spelling,  writing,  arithmetic,  geography,  English  grammar  and  the 
history  of  the  United  States.  Higher  attainments  and  a  more  mature  age  than 
those  prescribed  render  the  training  of  the  school  much  more  profitable. 

AIMS  AND  METHODS  OF  STUDY  AND  TRAINING. 

The  ends  to  be  secured  by  a  course  of  study  and  practice  in  this  school  are  a 
knowledge  of  the  principles  and  methods  of  teaching,  skill  in  the  art  of  teaching, 
and  the  general  development  of  the  mental  powers. 

All  the  studies  are  conducted  upon  the  topical  plan,  and  with  special  reference 
to  the  best  ways  of  teaching  them.  From  the  first,  the  pupils  frequently  occupy 
the  place  of  teacher  of  their  classmates,  and  are  subjected  to  their  criticisms,  as 
well  as  to  those  of  their  regular  teachers. 

THE  DESIGN  OF  THE  SCHOOL  AND  COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

The  Board  of  Education,  by  a  vote  passed  May  6,  1880,  stated  the  design  and 
the  courses  of  study  for  the  State  Normal  Schools,  as  follows  :  — 

"  The  design  of  the  normal  school  is  strictly  professional ;  that  is,  to  prepare 
in  the  best  possible  manner  the  pupils  for  the  work  of  organizing,  governing 
and  teaching  the  public  schools  of  the  Commonwealth. 

*  Persons  intending  to  teach  in  other  States,  or  in  private  schools,  are  admitted  on  payment  of 
fifteen  dollars  a  term  for  tuition. 
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"  To  this  end,  there  must  be  the  most  thorough  knowledge,  first,  of  the 
branches  of  learning  required  to  be  taught  in  the  schools  ;  second,  of  the  best 
methods  of  teaching  those  branches  ;  and,  third,  of  right  mental  training. 

"  The  time  of  one  course  extends  through  a  period  of  two  years,  of  the  other 
through  a  period  of  four  years,  and  is  divided  into  terms  of  twenty  weeks  each, 
with  daily  sessions  of  not  less  than  five  hours,  five  days  each  week." 

STUDIES. 
Two-Years'  Course. 

Arithmetic,  algebra,  geometry,  book-keeping. 

Physics,  astronomy,  chemistry,  physiology,  botany,  zoology,  mineralogy,  geol- 
ogy* geography. 

Language,  reading,  orthography,  etymology,  grammar,  rhetoric,  literature, 
composition. 

Penmanship,  drawing,  vocal  music,  gymnastics. 

Psychology,  science  and  art  of  education,  school  organization  and  history  of 
education. 

Civil  polity  of  Massachusetts  and  of  the  United  States,  history,  school  laws  of 

Massachusetts. 

Four-Years'  Course. 

In  addition  to  the  studies  named  above,  the  four-years'  course  includes 
advanced  algebra  and  geometry,  trigonometry  and  surveying. 

Advanced  chemistry,  physics  and  botany. 

Drawing,  English  literature,  general  history. 

Latin  and  French  required;  German  and  Greek  as  the  Principal  and  Visitors 
of  the  school  shall  decide. 

OBJECT  OF   THE   FOUR-YEARS'   COURSE. 

This  course  is  intended  to  give  pupils  that  broad  culture  indispensable  to  the 
highest  success  in  schools  of  any  grade,  but  especially  to  (it  them  for  service  as 
teachers  in  High  Schools.  The  studies  are  so  arranged,  that  graduates  from  the 
shorter  course  may  complete  the  four  years'  course  in  two  additional  years,  or,  if 
unable  to  remain  so  long  in  the  school,  they  may  profitably  take  one  or  two 
terms' work  in  addition  to  the  two-years'  course. 

Graduates  from  this  course  are  in  special  demand  for  the  best  positions. 

TOPICS  OF  THE  TWO-YEARS'  COURSE. 
Ihrst  Term. 
Arithmetic.  —  Notation,  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  and  division  of 
integral  numbers,  common  fractional  numbers,  decimals,  and  compound  denom- 
inate numbers,  elementary  course,  practical  work. 

Geometry.  —  First  three  books  of  Wentworth's  Geometry,  or  their  equivalent. 
Pupils  do  not  use  text-books.  They  are  required  to  work  out  and  teach  most  of 
the  definitions,  theorems,  and  constructions  of  the  course. 
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Physiology.  —  General  outline  of  subject ;  anatomy,  physiology  and  hygiene  of 
digestive  organs,  including  classification  of  food-stuffs,  and  methods  of  preparing 
food ;  anatomy,  physiology,  and  hygiene  of  circulatory  and  respiratory  organs  ; 
animal  heat,  —  its  nature,  source,  distribution,  regulation,  etc. ;  clothing,  —  use, 
qualities  desirable  in,  qualities  of  common  materials,  how  to  dress  hygienically, 
etc.  Anatomy  is  taught  from  anatomical  preparations  of  organs  of  the  human 
body ;  and  physiology,  as  far  as  possible,  by  observing  organs  of  other  animals 
in  action. 

Physics.  —  Physical  properties  of  matter  ;  definition  and  enumeration  of  forces ; 
effects  of  gravitation,  including  pressures  of  liquids  and  gases,  with  consequences 
and  applications;  electricity,  special  attention  being  given  to  elementary  phe- 
nomena and  to  practical  applications  ;  machines  or  means  of  applying  force.  In 
this  subject  everything  is  taught  experimentally,  pupils  being  required,  as  far  as 
possible,  to  perform  all  important  experiments  for  themselves. 

Zoology.*  —  General  characteristics  of  animals  ;  chief  groups  of  animals,  with 
methods  of  determining  relative  rank ;  special  study  of  mammals  and  birds,  etc. 
The  school  has  an  excellent  "  working  cabinet,"  which  is  in  daily  use  in  classes. 

Vocal  Music.  —  Rhythmics,  melodies,  dynamics,  sight-singing,  elementary 
course. 

Composition.  —  Capitals,  punctuation,  letter-writing,  business-forms,  language- 
lessons. 

Drawing.  —  Freehand  drawing  on  blackboard,  from  dictation,  of  combina- 
tions, of  straight  lines  and  curved ;  drawing  on  paper  from  dictation ;  drawing 
from  memory ;  elementary  designs. 

Second  Term. 

Arithmetic.  —  Metric  system  taught  by  apparatus  ;  percentage,  and  its  appli- 
cation in  commission,  taxes,  interest,  banking,  etc. ;  extraction  of  roots,  with 
applications;  mensuration;  examples  and  problems  in  all  subjects  taught,  to 
apply  knowledge.  Pupils  are  encouraged  to  seek  information  at  the  post-office, 
at  lawyers'  offices,  banks,  stores,  and  the  teachers'  desk,  and  thus  to  become 
familiar  with  the  practical  applications  of  arithmetic  in  the  affairs  of  every-day 
life. 

Grammar.  —  Outline  of  subject ;  parts  of  expressions  taught  and  named  ; 
words  studied  with  reference  to  classification,  properties,  and  construction . 
parsing  and  analysis  of  sentences. 

Geography.  —  Scientific  study  of  the  form,  size,  and  motions  of  the  earth  ;  con- 
figuration and  relief  of  the  land-masses ;  atmospheric  and  oceanic  movements ; 
climate  ;  plant  and  animal  life,  and  especially  man,  including  distribution  of 
races,  and  all  conditions  affecting  this  distribution ;  religion,  government,  and 
whatever  affects  the  civilization  of  the  races. 

Algebra.  —  Usual  topics  preceding  quadratics. 

Botany.*  —  Study  of  specimens  in  class-room  and  in  field  for  knowledge  of 
structure,  habits,  etc. ;  bases  of  classification ;  analysis  of  plants  with  artificial  keys. 

*  For  those  who  enter  in  the  fall. 
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Drawing. — Work  of  first  term  continued;  drawing  from  the  flat;  geometrical 
drawing  ;  perspective ;  model  drawing  ;  design.  Drawing  is  required  for  only  one 
year ;  but  many  continue  the  study  for  an  additional  term  or  two.  For  those 
who  do  this,  the  subjects  are:  model  and  cast  drawing;  shading  of  objects, 
models,  and  casts,  in  charcoal  and  stump;  applied  design;  and  freehand  draw- 
ing from  enlarged  flats. 

Composition. —  Paragraphing;  compositions  on  subjects  assigned;  criticism  in 
class  and  by  class  ;  spelling. 

Third  Term. 

Geography  (six  weeks).  —  Philosophic  study  of  topics  taken  up  in  second 
term. 

RJietoric. —  Study  of  figurative  language  and  qualities  of  style,  with  practical 
applications,  followed  by  several  weeks  of  composition  writing  and  criticism; 
study  of  the  mind  and  its  qualities,  such  as  wit,  humor,  etc.,  the  sensibilities, 
especially  taste  (under  this,  literary  taste,  sources  of  pleasure,  and  how  to  culti- 
vate such  a  taste). 

English  Literature.  —  History  of  language ;  study  of  the  life  and  style  of 
the  following  authors,  and  of  selections  from  their  works  :  Wickliffe,  Chaucer, 
Cranmer,  Spencer,  Bacon,  Shakespeare,  Milton,  Johnson,  Whittier,  Hawthorne, 
Lowell,  Longfellow ;  reading  (in  addition)  of  "  Idyls  of  the  King,"  "  Ivanhoe," 
"  Henry  VIII.,"  "  Merchant  of  Venice,"  "Julius  Caesar,"  one  book  of  "  Paradise 
Lost,"  Macaulay's  "  Essays  on  Johnson,"  "  Snowbound,"  "  Among  the  Hills," 
"  Vision  of  Sir  Launfal,"  "  Commemoration  Ode,"  "  The  Old  Manse,"  "  Evan- 
geline," "  Courtship  of  Miles  Standish."  There  are  some  variations  from  term 
to  term. 

United  States  Ilistoty.  —  Periods  of  discoveries  ;  explorations  ;  settlements 
and  colonies,  with  the  included  wars  ;  Revolution,  Constitution  ;  Civil  War,  and 
events  following  ;  collateral  reading. 

Mineralogy.  * —  Study  of  all  common  minerals,  rocks,  and  ores,  for  qualities 

and  uses. 

Fourth  Term. 

Astronomy.  —  Methods  of  describing  position  of  heavenly  bodies;  refraction, 
parallax,  and  precession;  classification  of  heavenly  bodies  ;  particular  study  of 
earth,  sun,  and  moon  ;  tides  ;  eclipses  ;  geography  of  celestial  sphere. 

Reading.  —  Vocal  culture,  sight-reading,  study  of  pieces,  elementary  course. 

Chemistry.  —  Chemical  physics  ;  inorganic  chemistry,  with  laboratory  practice 
by  each  pupil. 

Theory  and  Art  of  Teaching.  —  Including  psychology  in  its  relation  to  prin- 
ciples and  methods  of  teaching  ;  school  organization  and  government ;  school 
laws  of  Massachusetts;  several  weeks  of  purely  professional  work  in  common 
English  branches,  with  practice  in  teaching  in  public  schools;  civil  polity. 

(j'eo/ogy*  —  Study  of  agencies  now  at  work  modifying  the  structure  of  the 
earth ;  historical  geology  ;  special  study  of  local  features. 


*  For  those  who  enter  in  the  fall. 
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TOPICS   OF  THE  FOUR-YEARS'  COURSE. 

Same   as   those    for    the   Two-Years'  Course,   with   the   Following 

Additions  : 

Geometry.  —  Plane  Geometry  completed.  The  method  is  the  same  as  for  the 
two-years'  course. 

Algebra.  —  Pupils  have  constant  drill  in  the  application  of  the  principles,  and 
are  taught  how  to  teach  the  following  topics  to  classes  in  the  upper  grades  of 
school  :  Involution,  evolution,  radicals  and  radical  equations,  imaginary  quan- 
tities, quadratics,  simple  indeterminate  equations,  inequalities,  ratio,  proportion, 
progressive  series,  binomial  theorem,  logarithms  and  logarithmic  tables. 

English  Literature.  —  Pupils  will  select  one  of  the  following  courses  : 

Course  I.  —  Chaucer  —  Prologue  to  the  "  Canterbury  Tales,"  "  The  Knight's 
Tale."  —  Shakespeare—11  Hamlet,"  or  "Macbeth,"  "As  You  Like  It,"  "Lear," 
"Midsummer  Night's  Dream,"  Twelve  Sonnets. —  Milton  —  " L'Allegro,"  " II 
Penseroso,"  "  Comus,"  "  Lycidas,"  "  Paradise  Lost  "  (Books  I.  and  II.),  "  Sam- 
son Agonistes." 

Course  II. — Shakespeare  —  "  Hamlet,"  "As  You  Like  It,"  Twelve  Sonnets, 
Life.  —  Milton  —  "  L'Allegro,"  "  II  Penseroso,"  "  Paradise  Lost  "  (Book  I.),  Six 
Sonnets,  Life.—  Scott—  "  Waverley,"  "  Marmion."  —  Eliot—  "  Romola."  —  Ten- 
nyson—  "Idyls  of  the  King,"  Songs  in  the  "  Princess."

—  Models  in  outline  ;  models  in  crayon  point;  models  in  crayon  or 
charcoal  (stump);  casts  in  charcoal ;  botanical  analysis  and  applied  design  ;  foliage 
from  nature;  historical  ornament;  color;  perspective  (parallel  and  angular) ;  ma- 
chine  drawing ;  building  construction. 

Physics.  —  Light,  heat,  sound,  electricity  and  magnetism,  with  practical 
applications. 

Chemistry.  —  Qualitative  analysis  of  liquids  and  solids  ;  chemical  theories  ; 
preparation  of  chemicals  and  apparatus. 

Botany.  —  Structure,  composition,  growth,  functions  and  classification  of 
plants;  preparation  of  specimens,  etc. 

Physiology.  —  Continuation  of  elementary  course ;  muscular  and  nervous 
systems  ;  special  senses,  etc. 

Zoology. —  Continuation  of  elementary  course;  "economic"  study  of  ani- 
mals ;  dissections ;  classification. 

Latin.  —  Elementary  work ;  translation  of  "  Caesar,"  "  Cicero  "  and  "  Vergil  "  ; 
sight  translation ;  colloquia  ;  scanning  and  prosody  ;  study  of  customs,  men,  times 
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and  style ;  writing  Latin  (the  more  important  rules  of  construction  being  developed 
inductively) ;  methods.     Pupils  are  required  to  teach  in  the  elementary  work. 

French.  —  First  year  :  Sauveur's  "  Petites  Causeries,"  Smith's  "  French  Prin- 
cipia,"  Sauveur's  "  Contes  Merveilleux,"  Conversations  based  on  "  La  vie  de 
Napoleon." 

Second  year :  Otto's  French  Grammar,  Sand's  "  Petite  Fadette,"  "  Tableaux 
de  la  Revolution  Frangaise,"  Fables  de  La  Fontaine,  Conversations  based  on 
"  Contes  Merveilleux." 

German.  —  First. year:  Whitney's  German  by  Practice,  Worman's  Element- 
ary German  Grammar,  Schiller's  "  Wilhelm  Tell." 

Second  Year  :  Conversations  based  on  Andersen's  "  Bilderbuch  ohne  Bilder," 
Otto's  German  Grammar,  Goethe's  "  Hermann  und  Dorothea,"  Goethe's 
"Ausgewahlte  Prosa  "  (Hart's  edition). 

General  History.  —  Ancient  Greece  and  Rome,  with  reference  to  modern  in- 
stitutions. Institutions  and  modes  of  life  of  the  Middle  Ages,  with  reference 
to  the  evolution  of  our  political  and  other  institutions.  Modern  History,  includ- 
ing the  development  of  the  nationalities  of  Western  Europe  and  constitutional 
liberty. 

EXAMINATIONS    AND    GRADUATIONS. 

Entrance  Examinations  on  the  First  Day  of  each  Term. 

Examinations,  both  oral  and  written,  are  made  each  term  in  every  study ;  and 
the  result  in  each  must  be  satisfactory  to  enable  the  pupil  to  advance  to  the 
studies  next  in  order.  Only  those  pupils  who  have  satisfactorily  passed  all  the 
examinations  in  the  prescribed  course  of  study  receive  the  diploma  of  the  insti- 
tution. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  GRADUATES,  ETC. 

The  demand  for  graduates  of  this  school  is  steadily  and  rapidlv  increasing. 
During  the  past  two  years  it  has  been  greater  than  the  supply.  A  noteworthy 
fact  concerning  this  demand  is  the  large  increase  in  calls  for  teachers  for 
positions  of  high  grade.  Great  encouragement  is  thus  given,  to  the  best  gradu- 
ates of  high  schools,  desiring  to  teach,  to  take  a  course  of  professional  training 
as  the  shortest,  as  well  as  in  every  respect  the  best  way  to  eminence  in  the  pro- 
fession. 

LIBRARIES,  APPARATUS,  ETC. 

Pupils  have  free  access  to  valuable  libraries  of  works  for  general  reference  and 
reading.  Excellent  apparatus  is  provided  for  the  illustration  of  the  more  impor- 
tant principles  in  the  natural  sciences.  Large  and  growing  cabinets  of  mineral, 
geological,  and  zoological  specimens  are  constantly  used  in  teaching  natural 
history. 

The  chemical  laboratory  furnishes  opportunity  for  the  inductive  study  of  chem- 
istry. In  this,  under  competent  supervision,  students  may  perform  for  themselves 
the  more  important  experiments,  and  thus  acquire  skill  in  manipulation,  and  a 
confidence  obtainable  in  no  other  way. 
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The  Art  Room  is  well  fitted  up,  affording  excellent  facilities  for  training  in  the 
various  departments  of  drawing.  A  large  number  of  examples  of  casts,  models, 
and  flat  copies  furnish  a  constant  study  of  art  to  the  members  of  the  school. 

DISCIPLINE. 

Pupils  are  treated  with  confidence,  and,  as  far  as  may  be,  the  government  of 
the  school  is  left  in  their  hands.  But  nothing  less  than  regular  attendance,  good 
behavior,  and  hearty  allegiance  to  all  the  interests  of  the  school,  is  accepted  as  a 
condition  of  membership.  The  work  of  the  school  cannot  be  acceptably  done 
by  those  who  do  not  make  it  their  only  occupation  during  their  connection  with 
the  school. 

Parents  are  earnestly  advised  not  to  encourage  any  absence  from  the  school, 
except  in  vacations. 

EXPENSES,  AID,  ETC. 

Tuition  is  free  to  those  complying  with  the  condition  of  teaching  in  the  public 
schools  of  Massachusetts,  wherever  they  may  have  resided  previously.  A  small 
fee  ($2)  is  paid  by  each  pupil  at  the  beginning  of  each  term  for  incidental 
expenses. 

Text-books  required  are  furnished  from  the  School  Library  without  charge. 

For  cost  of  board,  see  under  "  Normal  Hall." 

To  aid  those  students  in  the  school  who  find  it  difficult  to  meet  the  expenses 
of  the  course,  Decuniary  aid  is  furnished  by  the  State  in  sums  varying  according 
to  the  distance  of  their  homes  from  Westfield,  though  never  exceeding  $1.50  per 
week.  This  aid  is  not  furnished  for  the  first  term  of  attendance ;  and  those 
who  fail  (through  their  own  fault)  to  complete  the  course,  or  to  teach  in  the 
public  schools  of  Massachusetts,  are  required  to  refund  whatever  they  may  have 
received. 

NORMAL  HALL.

The  State  has  erected  and  furnished  for  the  school  a  very  pleasant  and  com- 
modious boarding-hall,  which  is  accurately  represented  in  the  accompanying 
cut.  The  hall  is  under  the  charge  of  the  principal.  Most  of  the  teachers  board 
with  the  students,  and  no  pains  will  be  spared  to  make  the  hall  a  home  for  the 
pupils. 

Pupils  from  abroad  are  required  to  board  in  this  hall,  except  as  they  may 
board  with  relatives  or  work  for  their  board  in  private  families. 

A  pleasant  reading-room  is  provided  for  the  daily  use  of  the  students. 
This  room  is  provided  with  daily  papers,  the  leading  magazines,  and  a  variety 
of  other  publications,  scientific,  educational,  religious,  and  general.  During 
the  past  two  years,  generous  contributions  of  money  and  books,  by  teachers  and 
pupils,  have  enabled  us  to  provide  a  small  library  of  choice  works  for  general 
reading  and  for  reference. 
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The  price  of  board  is  $75  per  term  of  twenty  weeks,  $80  for  gentlemen.  $40 
must  be  paid  in  advance  by  each  student  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  and  $35 
at  the  middle  of  the  term.  The  object  of  this  payment  in  advance  is  to  secure 
the  purchase  of  supplies  at  wholesale  cash  prices,  thereby  saving  to  each  boarder 
much  more  than  the  interest  of  the  money  advanced.  The  price  of  board  in- 
cludes the  expense  of  light,  heat,  and  washing. 

The  rates  given  above  are  for  those  who  have  room-mates,  and  whose  attend- 
ance is  not  less  than  ten  weeks.  Those  who  desire  to  room  alone  can  generally 
be  accommodated  at  an  additional  charge  of  50  cents  per  week.  Those  who  for 
any  reason  are  members  of  the  school  for  less  than  half  of  any  term,  are 
charged  $4  per  week.  Visitors  can  have  good  accommodations  at  $1  per  day  or 
$5  per  week;  dinner,  35c. ;  supper  or  breakfast,  25c. ;  lodging,  50c.  Former 
members  of  the  school  will  be  allowed  a  discount  of  10  per  cent,  from  prices 
charged  other  visitors. 

Each  boarder  is  required  to  bring  bedding,  towels,  napkins,  a  napkin  ring,  and 
two  clothes-bags.  Each  pupil  will  want,  ordinarily,  four  pillow-cases,  three  sheets, 
and  two  blankets,  or  their  equivalent.  All  articles  sent  to  the  laundry  should  be 
distinctly  fnarked  with  the  owner's  name.     INITIALS  WILL  NOT  ANSWER.

Parents  and  guardians  of 
its  pupils  are  especially  invited  to  visit  the  school  often,  and  learn  by  personal 
inspection  what  it  attempts  to  do  for  its  members. 

A  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  teachers  and  school  committees  to  visit  the 
school  at  their  convenience.  They  will  be  welcomed  for  a  day,  a  week,  or  a 
month.

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WESTFIELD  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 


This  institution  was  established  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  in  Sep- 
tember, 1839.  With  a  single  exception  it  is  the  oldest  normal  school  in  America. 
Three  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty-five  have  been  admitted  to  the  school. 
Since  1855,  the  date  of  the  first  formal  graduations,  one  thousand  one  hundred 
and  seventy-five  have  received  diplomas  upon  the  completion  of  the  prescribed 
course  of  study. 

CONDITIONS   OF   MEMBERSHIP. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  school  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age  (if 
males,  seventeen);  must  present  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character;  must 
pledge  themselves  to  complete  the  course,  if  possible,  and  afterwards  to  teach  in 
the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts;*  and  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  reading,  spelling,  writing,  arithmetic,  geography,  English  grammar  and  the 
history  of  the  United  States.  Higher  attainments  and  a  more  mature  age  than 
those  prescribed  render  the  training  of  the  school  much  more  profitable. 


AIMS  AND  METHODS    OF  STUDY  AND  TRAINING. 

The  ends  to  be  secured  by  a  course  of  study  and  practice  in  this  school  are  a 
knowledge  of  the  principles  and  methods  of  teaching,  skill  in  the  art  of  teaching, 
and  the  general  development  of  the  mental  powers. 

All  the  studies  are  conducted  upon  the  topical  plan,  and  with  special  reference 
to  the  best  ways  of  teaching  them.  From  the  first,  the  pupils  frequently  occupy 
the  place  of  teacher  of  their  classmates  and  are  subjected  to  their  criticisms  as 
well  as  to  those  of  their  regular  teachers. 


THE  DESIGN  OF  THE  SCHOOL  AND  COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

The  Board  of  Education,  by  a  vote  passed  May  6,  1880,  stated  the  design  and 
the  courses  of  study  for  the  State  Normal  Schools,  as  follows :  — 

"  The  design  of  the  normal  school  is  strictly  professional ;  that  is,  to  prepare 
in  the  best  possible  manner  the  pupils  for  the  work  of  organizing,  governing, 
and  teaching  the  public  schools  of  the  Commonwealth. 

*  Persons  intending  to  teach  in  other  States,  or  in  private  schools,  are  admitted  on  payment  o  f 
fifteen  dollars  a  term  for  tuition. 
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"To  this  end,  there  must  be  the  most  thorough  knowledge,  first,  of  the 
branches  of  learning  required  to  be  taught  in  the  schools;  second,  of  the  best 
methods  of  teaching  those  branches;    and,  third,  of  right  mental  training. 

"The  time  of  one  course  extends  through  a  period  of  two  years,  of  the  other 
through  a  period  of  four  years,  and  is  divided  into  terms  of  twenty  weeks  each, 
with  daily  sessions  of  not  less  than  five  hours,  five  days  each  week." 


STUDIES. 
Two  Years'  Course. 

Arithmetic,  algebra,  geometry,  book-keeping. 

Physics,  astronomy,  chemistry,  physiology,  botany,  zoology,  mineralogy,  geol- 
ogy, geography. 

Language,  reading,  orthography,  etymolugy,  grammar,  rhetoric,  literature, 
composition. 

Penmanship,  drawing,  vocal  music,  gymnastics. 

Psychology,  science  and  art  of  education,  school  organization  and  history  of 
education. 

Civil  polity  of  Massachusetts  and  of  the  United  States,  history,  school  laws  of 
Massachusetts. 

Four  Years'  Course. 

In  addition  to  the  studies  named  above,  the  four  years'  course  includes 
advanced  algebra  and  geometry,  trigonometry  and  surveying. 

Advanced  chemistry,  physics  and  botany. 

Drawing,  English  literature,  general  history. 

Latin  and  French  required;  German  and  Greek  as  the  Principal  and  Visitors 
of  the  school  shall  decide. 

This  course  is  intended  to  give  pupils  that  broad  culture  indispensable  to  the 
highest  success  in  schools  of  any  grade,  but  especially  to  lit  them  for  service  as 
teachers  in  High  Schools.  The  studies  are  so  arranged  that  graduates  from  the 
shorter  course  may  complete  the  four  years'  course  in  two  additional  years,  or,  if 
unable  to  remain  so  long  in  the  school,  they  may  profitably  take  one  or  two 
terms'  work  in  addition  to  the  two  years'  course. 

Graduates  from  this  course-  arc  in  special  demand  for  the  best  positions. 


TOPICS  OF   THE   TWO   YEARS'   COURSE. 
First  Term. 

Arithmetic. — Notation,  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  and  division  of 
integral  numbers,  common  fractional  numbers,  decimals,  and  compound  denom- 
inate numbers,  practical  work. 

Geometry.  —  First  three  books  of  Wentworth's  Geometry,  or  their  equivalent. 
Pupils  do  not  use  text-books.  They  are  required  to  work  out  and  teach  m<>st  of 
the  definitions,  theorems,  and  constructions  of  the  course. 
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Physiology.  —  General  outline  of  subject ;  anatomy,  physiology  and  hygiene  of 
digestive  organs,  including  classification  of  food-stuffs,  and  methods  of  preparing 
food;  anatomy,  physiology,  and  hygiene  of  circulatory  and  respiratory  organs; 
animal  heat,  —  its  nature,  source,  distribution,  regulation,  etc. ;  clothing,  —  use, 
qualities  desirable  in,  qualities  of  common  materials,  how  to  dress  hygienically, 
etc.  Anatomy  is  taught  from  anatomical  preparations  of  organs  of  the  human 
body;  and  physiology,  as  far  as  possible,  by  observing  organs  of  other  animals 
in  action. 

Physics.  —  Physical  properties  of  matter;  definition  and  enumeration  of  forces; 
effects  of  gravitation,  including  pressures  of  liquids  and  gases,  with  consequences 
and  applications;  electricity,  special  attention  being  given  to  elementary  phe- 
nomena and  to  practical  applications;  machines  or  means  of  applying  force.  In 
this  subject  everything  is  taught  experimentally,  pupils  being  required,  as  far  as 
possible,  to  perform  all  important  experiments  for  themselves. 

Zoology*  —  General  characteristics  of  animals;  chief  groups  of  animals,  with 
methods  of  determining  relative  rank;  special  study  of  mammals  and  birds,  etc. 
The  school  has  an  excellent  "  working  cabinet,"  which  is  in  daily  use  in  classes. 

Vocal  A'hisic. —  Rhythmics,  melodies,  dynamics,  sight-singing,  methods. 

Composition. — Capitals,  punctuation,  letter-writing,  business-furms,  language- 
lessons. 

Drawing.  —  Study  and  analysis  of  solids;  clay  modelling;  plane  figures, 
straight  and  curved  lines;  free-hand  drawing  on  blackboard  and  paper  from 
object,  dictation,  and  memory;    elementary  designs;    color. 

Second  Term. 

Arithmetic.  —  Metric  system  taught  by  apparatus ;  percentage,  and  its  appli- 
cation in  commission,  taxes,  interest,  banking,  etc. ;  extraction  of  roots,  with 
applications;  mensuration;  examples  and  problems  in  all  subjects  taught,  to 
apply  knowledge.  Pupils  are  encouraged  to  seek  information  at  the  post-office, 
at  lawyers'  offices,  banks,  stores,  and  the  teachers'  desk,  and  thus  to  become 
familiar  with  the  practical  applications  of  arithmetic  in  the  affairs  of  every-day 
life. 

Grammar. — Outline  of  subject;  parts  of  expressions  taught  and  named; 
words  studied  with  reference  to  classification,  properties,  and  construction; 
parsing  and  analysis  of  sentences. 

Geography.  —  Scientific  study  of  the  form,  size,  and  motions  of  the  earth;  con- 
figuration and  relief  of  the  land-masses;  atmospheric  and  oceanic  movements; 
climate;  plant  and  animal  life,  and  especially  man,  including  distribution  of 
races,  and  all  conditions  affecting  this  distribution;  religion,  government,  and 
whatever  affects  the  civilization  of  the  races. 

Algebra.  —  Usual  topics  preceding  quadratics. 

Botany*  —  Study  of  specimens  in  class-room  and  in  field  for  knowledge  of 
structure,  habits,  etc.;  bases  of  classification;  analysis  of  plant*  with  artificial 
keys. 

Drawing.  — Work  of  first  term  continued;  geometrical  drawing;  working  draw- 
ings ;  surface  developments  (objects  constructed);  freehand  perspective;   botanical 

*  For  those  who  enter  in  the  fall. 
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analysis;  historical  ornament;  design.  Drawing  is  required  for  only  one  year, 
but  many  continue  the  study  for  an  additional  term  or  two.  For  those  who  do 
this,  the  subjects  are:  model  and  cast  drawing  in  outline;  shading  in  crayon 
and  charcoal  (stump);  applied  design;  details  of  human  figure  from  the  flat  and 
casts. 

Composition. — Paragraphing;  compositions  on  subjects  assigned;  criticism  in 
class  and  by  class;   spelling. 

Third  Term. 

Geography  (six  weeks).  — Philosophic  study  of  topics  taken  up  in  second  term. 

Rhetoric.  —  Study  of  figurative  language  and  qualities  of  style,  with  practical 
applications,  followed  by  several  wTeeks  of  composition  writing  and  criticism; 
study  of  the  mind  and  its  qualities,  such  as  wit,  humor,  etc.,  the  sensibilities, 
especially  taste  (under  this,  literary  taste,  sources  of  pleasure,  and  how  to  culti- 
vate such  a  taste). 

English  Literature.  —  History  of  language;  study  of  the  life  and  style  of  the 
following  authors,  and  of  selections  from  their  works:  Wickliffe,  Chaucer, 
Cranmer,  Spencer,  Bacon,  Shakespeare,  Milton,  Johnson,  Whittier,  Hawthorne, 
Lowell,  Longfellow;  reading  (in  addition)  of  "  Idyls  of  the  King."  "  Ivanhoe," 
"Henry  VIII.,"  "  Merchant  of  Venice,"  "Julius  Caesar,"  one  book  of  "  Paradise 
Lost,"  Macaulay's  "Essays  on  Johnson,"  "  Snowbound,"  "  Among  the  Hills," 
"Vision  of  Sir  Launfal,"  "Commemoration  Ode,"  "The  Old  Manse,"  "Evan- 
geline,' "Courtship  of  Miles  Standish."  There  are  some  variations  from  term 
to  term. 

United  States  History.  —  Periods  of  discoveries;  explorations;  settlements 
and  colonies,  with  the  included  wars;  Revolution;  Constitution;  Civil  War  and 
events  following;    collateral  reading. 

Mineralogy.* — Study  of  all  common  minerals,  rocks,  and  ores,  for  qualities 
and  uses. 

Fourth  Term. 

Astronomy.  —  Methods  of  describing  position  of  heavenly  bodies;  refraction, 
parallax,  and  precession;  classification  of  heavenly  bodies;  particular  study  of 
earth,  sun,  and  moon;   tides;  eclipses;   geography  of  celestial  sphere. 

Reading. — Vocal  culture;    sight-reading;    study  of  pieces;    methods. 

Chemistry. — Chemical  physics;  inorganic  chemistry,  with  laboratory  practice 
by  each  pupil. 

Theory  and  Art  of  Teaching.  —  Including  psychology  in  its  relation  to  prin- 
ciples and  methods  of  teaching;  school  organization  and  government;  school 
laws  of  Massachusetts;  several  weeks  of  purely  professional  work  in  common 
English  branches,  with  practice  in  teaching  in  public  schools;    civil  polity. 

Geology*  —  Study  of  agencies  now  at  work  modifying  the  structure  of  the 
earth;   historical  geology;   special  study  of  local  features. 

Drawing.  —  Blackboard  practice  in  elementary  work  for  primary  school,  illus- 
trating reading,  language,  geography,  botany,  zoology,  etc.  Color  (theory  and 
practice).

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TOPICS  OF  THE  FOUR   YEARS'   COURSE. 

Same    as    those    for    the    Two    Years'   Course,    with   the    Following 

Additions  : 

Geometry.  —  Plane  Geometry  completed.  The  method  is  the  same  as  for  the 
two  years'  course. 

Algebra.  — Pupils  have  constant  drill  in  the  application  of  the  principles,  and 
are  taught  how  to  teach  the  following  topics  to  classes  in  the  upper  grades  of 
school :  Involution,  evolution,  radicals  and  radical  equations,  imaginary  quan- 
tities, quadratics,  simple  indeterminate  equations,  inequalities,  ratio,  proportion, 
progressive  series,  binomial  theorem,  logarithms  and  logarithmic  tables 

English  Literature.  —  Pupils  will  select  one  of  the  following  courses  :  — 

Course  I.  —  Chaucer  —  Prologue  to  the  "Canterbury  Tales,"  "The  Knight's 
Tale."  —  Shakespeare — "Hamlet,"  or  "Macbeth,"  "As  You  Like  It,"  "Lear," 
"Midsummer  Night's  Dream,"  Twelve  Sonnets.  —  Milton  —  "  L' Allegro,"  "II 
Penseroso,"  "Comus,"  "Lycidas,"  "Paradise  Lost"  (Books  I.  and  II.),  "Sam- 
son Agonistes." 

Course  II. — Shakespeare  —  "Hamlet,"  "As  You  Like  It,"  Twelve  Sonnets, 
Life. — Milton  —  "  L'  Allegro,"  "II  Penseroso,"  "Paradise  Lost"  (Book  I.),  Six 
Sonnets,  Life.

— Models  in  outline;  models  in  crayon  or  charcoal  (stump);  casts 
in  charcoal;  botanical  analysis  and  applied  design;  foliage  from  nature;  histori- 
cal ornament;  color;  perspective  (parallel  and  angular);  machine  drawing; 
building  construction. 

Pkysics. — Light,  heat,  sound,  electricity  and  magnetism,  with  practical 
applications. 

Chemistry. — Qualitative  analysis  of  liquids  and  solids;  chemical  theories; 
preparation  of  chemicals  and  apparatus. 

Botany.  —  Structure,  composition,  growth,  functions  and  classification  of 
plants  ;  preparation  of  specimens,  etc. 

Physiology. — Continuation  of  elementary  course;  muscular  and  nervous 
systems;  special  senses,  etc. 

Zoology. — Continuation  of  elementary  course;  "economic"  study  of  ani- 
mals;  dissections;   classification. 

Latin.  —  Elementary  work;  translation  of  "  Cesar,"  "  Cicero  "  and  "  Virgil  "; 
sight  translation ;  colloquia;   scanning  and  prosody  ;  study  of  customs,  men,  times 
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and  style;  writing  Latin  (the  more  important  rules  of  construction  being  developed 
inductively)  ;   methods.     Pupils  are  required  to  teach  in  the  elementary  work. 

French. — First  year:  Sauveur's  "  Fetites  Causeries;"  Smith's  "French  Prin- 
cipia:"  Sauveur's  "  Contes  Merveilleux;"  Conversations  based  on  "La  vie  de 
Napoleon." 

Second  year:  Otto's  French  Grammar;  Sand's  "  Petite  Fadette ;""  Tableaux 
de  la  Revolution  Francaise;"  Fables  de  La  Fontaine;  Conversations  based  on 
"  Contes  Merveilleux  " 

German. — First  year:  Whitney's  German  by  Practice;  Worman's  Element- 
ary German  Grammar;   Schiller's  "  Wilhelm  Tell  " 

Second  Year:  Conversations  based  on  Andersen's  "Bilderbuch  ohne  Bilder;" 
Otto's  German  Grammar;  Goethe's  "Hermann  unci  Dorothea;"  Goethe's 
"  Ausgewahlte  Prosa  "  (Hart's  edition). 

General  History.  —  Ancient  Greece  and  Rome,  with  reference  to  modern  in- 
stitutions. Institutions  and  modes  of  life  of  the  Middle  Ages,  with  reference 
to  the  evolution  of  our  political  and  other  institutions.  Modern  History,  includ- 
ing the  development  of  the  nationalities  of  Western  Europe  and  constitutional 
liberty. 

EXAMINATIONS   AND   GRADUATIONS. 
Entrance  Examinations  on  the  hirst  Day  of  each  Term. 

Examinations,  both  oral  and  written,  are  made  each  term  in  every  study,  and 
the  result  in  each  must  be  satisfactory  to  enable  the  pupil  to  advance  to  the 
studies  next  in  order.  Only  those  pupils  who  have  satisfactorily  passed  all  the 
examinations  in  the  prescribed  course  of  study  receive  the  diploma  of  the  insti- 
tution. 

EMPLOYMENT   OF   GRADUATES,  ETC. 

The  demand  for  graduates  of  this  school  is  steadily  and  rapidly  increasing. 
During  the  past  two  years  it  has  been  greater  than  the  supply.      A  noteworthy 

fact  concerning  this  demand  is  (lie  large  increase  in  calls  for  teachers  for 
positions  of  high  grade.  Great  encouragement  is  thus  given  to  the  best  gradu- 
ates of  high  schools,  desiring  to  teach,  to  take  a  course  of  professional  training 
as  the  shortest  as  well  as  in  every  respect  the  lust  way  to  eminence  in  the  pro- 
fession. 

LIBRARIES,  APPARATUS,  ETC. 

Pupils  have  free  access  to  valuable  libraries  of  works  for  general  reference  and 
reading.  Excellent  apparatus  is  provided  for  the  illustration  of  the  more  impor- 
tant principles  in  the  natural  sciences.  Large  and  growing  cabinets  of  mineral, 
geological,  and  zoological  specimens  are  constantly  used  in  teaching  natural 
history. 

The  chemical  laboratory  furnishes  opportunity  for  the  inductive  study  of  chem- 
istry. In  this,  under  competent  supervision,  students  may  perform  for  themselves 
the  more  important  experiments  and  thus  acquire  skill  in  manipulation  and  a 
confidence  obtainable  in  no  other  way. 
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The  Art  Room  is  well  fitted  up,  affording  excellent  facilities  for  training  in  the 
various  departments  of  drawing.  A  large  number  of  examples  of  casts,  models, 
and  flat  copies  furnish  a  constant  study  of  art  to  the  members  of  the  school. 


DISCIPLINE. 

Pupils  are  treated  with  confidence,  and,  as  far  as  may  be,  the  government  of 
the  school  is  left  in  their  hands.  But  nothing  less  than  regular  attendance,  good 
behavior,  and  hearty  allegiance  to  all  the  interests  of  the  school  is  accepted  as  a 
condition  of  membership.  The  work  of  the  school  cannot  be  acceptably  done 
by  those  who  do  not  make  it  their  only  occupation  during  their  connection  with 
the  school. 

Parents  are  earnestly  advised  not  to  encourage  any  absence  from  the  school 
except  in  vacations. 

EXPENSES,  AID,  ETC. 

Tuition  is  free  to  those  complying  with  the  condition  of  teaching  in  the  public 
schools  of  Massachusetts,  wherever  they  may  have  resided  previously.  A  small 
fee  ($2)  is  paid  by  each  pupil  at  the  beginning  of  each  term  for  incidental 
expenses. 

Text-books  required  are  furnished  from  the  School  Library  without  charge. 

For  cost  of  board,  see  under  "Normal  Hall." 

To  aid  those  students  in  the  school  who  find  it  difficult  to  meet  the  expenses 
of  the  course  pecuniary  aid  is  furnished  by  the  State  in  sums  varying  according 
to  the  distance  of  their  homes  from  Westfield,  though  never  exceeding  $1.50  per 
week.  This  aid  is  not  furnished  for  the  first  term  of  attendance;  and  those 
who  fail  (through  their  own  fault)  to  complete  the  course  or  to  teach  in  the 
public  schools  of  Massachusetts  are  required  to  refund  whatever  they  may  have 
received. 

NORMAL  HALL. 
Mrs.  M.  J.  Germaine,  Matron.         George  E.  Squire,  Steward. 

The  State  has  erected  and  furnished  for  the  school  a  very  pleasant  and  com- 
modious boarding-hall  which  is  accurately  represented  in  the  accompanying 
cut.  The  hall  is  under  the  charge  of  the  Principal.  Most  of  the  teachers  board 
with  the  students,  and  no  pains  will  be  spared  to  make  the  hall  a  home  for  the 
pupils. 

Pupils  from  abroad  are  required  to  board  in  this  hall,  except  as  they  may 
board  with  relatives  or  work  for  their  board  in  private  families. 

A  pleasant  reading-room  is  provided  for  the  daily  use  "of  the  students. 
This  room  is  provided  with  daily  papers,  the  leading  magazines,  and  a  variety 
of  other  publications,  scientific,  educational,  religious,  and  general.  Generous 
contributions  of  money  and  books  by  teachers  and  pupils  have  enabled  us  to 
provide  a  small  library  of  choice  works  for  general  reading  and  for  reference. 
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The  price  of  board  is  $75  per  term  of  twenty  weeks,  $80  for  gentlemen.  $40 
must  be  paid  in  advance  by  each  student  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  and  $35 
at  the  middle  of  the  term.  The  object  of  this  payment  in  advance  is  to  secure 
the  purchase  of  supplies  at  wholesale  cash  prices,  thereby  saving  to  each  boarder 
much  more  than  the  interest  of  the  money  advanced.  The  price  of  board  in- 
cludes the  expense  of  lights  heal,  and  washing. 

The  rates  given  above  are  for  those  who  have  room-mates,  and  whose  attend- 
ance is  not  less  than  ten  weeks.  Those  who  desire  to  room  alone  can  generally 
be  accommodated  at  an  additional  charge  of  50  cents  per  week.  Those  who,  for 
any  reason,  during  any  half  term,  are  members  of  the  school  for  less  than  half  a 
term  are  charged  $4  per  week.  Visitors  can  have  good  accommodations  at  $1  per 
day  or  $5  per  week;  dinner,  35c;  supper  or  breakfast,  25c;  lodging,  50c. 
Former  members  of  the  school  will  be  allowed  a  discount  of  10  per  cent,  from 
prices  charged  other  visitors. 

Each  boarder  is  required  to  bring  bedding,  towels,  napkins,  a  napkin  ring,  and 
two  clothes-bags.  Each  pupil  will  want,  ordinarily,  four  pillow-cases,  three  sheets, 
and  two  blankets,  or  their  equivalent.  All  articles  sent  to  the  laundry  should  be 
distinctly  marked  with  the  owner's  name.     INITIALS  will  not  answer. 
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GENERAL   REMARKS. 


The  Normal  School  is  always  open  to  the  public.  Parents  and  guardians  of 
its  pupils  are  especially  invited  to  visit  the  school  often  and  learn  by  personal 
inspection  what  it  attempts  to  do  for  its  members. 

A  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  teachers  and  school  committees  to  visit  the 
school  at  their  convenience.  They  will  be  welcomed  for  a  day,  a  week,  or  a 
month.

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WESTFIELD  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 


This  institution  was  established  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  in  Sep- 
tember, 1839.  With  a  single  exception  it  is  the  oldest  normal  school  in  America. 
Three  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty-three  have  been  admitted  to  the  school. 
Since  1855,  the  date  of  the  first  formal  graduation,  one  thousand  two  hundred  and 
fourteen  have  received  diplomas  upon  the  completion  of  the  prescribed  course  of 
study. 


CONDITIONS  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  school  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age  (if 
males,  seventeen);  must  present  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character;  must 
pledge  themselves  to  complete  the  course,  if  possible,  and  afterwards  to  teach  in 
the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts;*  and  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  reading,  spelling,  writing,  arithmetic,  geography,  English  grammar  and  the 
history  of  the  United  States.  Higher  attainments  and  a  more  mature  age  than 
those  prescribed  render  the  training  of  the  school  much  more  profitable. 

AIMS  AND  METHODS   OF  STUDY  AND  TRAINING. 

The  ends  to  be  secured  by  a  course  of  study  and  practice  in  this  school  are  a 
knowledge  of  the  principles  and  methods  of  teaching,  skill  in  the  art  of  teaching, 
and  the  general  development  of  the  mental  powers. 

All  the  studies  are  conducted  upon  the  topical  plan,  and  with  special  reference 
to  the  best  ways  of  teaching  them.  From  the  first,  the  pupils  frequently  occupy 
the  place  of  teacher  of  their  classmates,  and  are  subjected  to  their  criticisms  as 
well  as  those  of  their  regular  teachers. 

THE  DESIGN  OF  THE  SCHOOL  AND  COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

The  Board  of  Education,  by  a  vote  passed  May  6,  1880,  stated  the  design  and 
the  courses  of  study  for  the  State  normal  schools,  as  follows :  — 

"The  design  of  the  normal  school  is  strictly  professional;  that  is,  to  prepare  in 
the  best  possible  manner  the  pupils  for  the  work  of  organizing,  governing  and 
teaching  the  public  schools  of  the  Commonwealth. 

*  Persons  intending  to  teach  in  other  States,  or  in  private  schools,  are  admitted  on  payment  of 
fifteen  dollars  a  term  for  tuition.

"  To  this  end  there  must  be  the  most  thorough  knowledge,  first,  of  the 
branches  of  learning  required  to  be  taught  in  the  schools;  second,  of  the  best 
methods  of  teaching  those  branches;   and,  third,  of  right  mental  training. 

"The  time  of  one  course  extends  through  a  period  of  two  years,  of  the  other 
through  a  period  of  four  years,  and  is  divided  into  terms  of  twenty  weeks  each, 
with  daily  sessions  of  not  less  than  five  hours,  five  days  each  week." 


STUDIES. 
Two  Years'  Course. 

Arithmetic,  algebra,  geometry,  book-keeping. 

Physics,  astronomy,  chemistry,  physiology,  botany,  zoology,  mineralogy,  geol- 
ogy, geography. 

Language,  reading,  orthography,  etymology,  grammar,  rhetoric,  literature, 
composition. 

Penmanship,  drawing,  vocal  music,  gymnastics. 

Psychology,  science  and  art  of  education,  school  organization  and  history  of 
education. 

Civil  polity  of  Massachusetts  and  of  the  United  States,  history,  school  laws  of 
Massachusetts. 

Four  Years'  Course. 

In  addition  to  the  studies  named  above,  the  four  years'  course  includes 
advanced  algebra  and  geometry,  trigonometry  and  surveying. 

Advanced  chemistry,  physics  and  botany. 

Drawing,  English  literature,  general  history. 

Latin  and  French  required ;  German  and  Greek  as  the  Principal  and  visitors 
of  the  school  shall  decide. 

This  course  is  intended  to  give  pupils  that  broad  culture  indispensable  to  the 
highest  success  in  schools  of  any  grade,  but  especially  to  fit  them  for  service  as 
teachers  in  high  schools.  The  studies  are  so  arranged  that  graduates  from  the 
shorter  course  may  complete  the  four  years'  course  in  two  additional  years,  or,  if 
unable  to  remain  so  long  in  the  school,  they  may  profitably  take  one  or  two  terms' 
work  in  addition  to  the  two  years'  course. 

Graduates  from  this  course  are  in  special  demand  for  the  best  positions. 


TOPICS  OF  THE  TWO  YEARS'  COURSE. 
First  TERM. 

Arithmetic.  —  Notation,  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  and  division  of 
integral  numbers,  common  fractional  numbers,  decimals,  and  compound  denom- 
inate numbers,  metric  system  taught  by  apparatus,  practical  work. 

Geometry.  —  First  three  books  of  Wentworth's  Geometry,  or  their  equivalent. 
Pupils  do  not  use  text-hooks.  They  arc  required  to  work  out  and  teach  most  of 
the  definitions,  theorems  and  constructions  of  the  course. 
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Physiology.  —  General  outline  of  subject;  anatomy,  physiology  and  hygiene  of 
digestive  organs,  including  classification  of  food-stuffs  and  methods  of  preparing 
food;  anatomy,  physiology  and  hygiene  of  circulatory  and  respiratory  organs; 
animal  heat,  —  its  nature,  source,  distribution,  regulation,  etc.;  clothing,  —  use, 
qualities  desirable  in,  qualities  of  common  materials,  how  to  dress  hygienically, 
etc.  Anatomy  is  taught  from  anatomical  preparations  of  organs  of  the  human 
body;  and  physiology,  as  far  as  possible,  by  observing  organs  of  other  animals  in 
action. 

Physics.  —  Physical  properties  of  matter;  definition  and  enumeration  of  forces; 
effects  of  gravitation,  including  pressures  of  liquids  and  gases,  with  consequences 
and  applications;  electricity,  special  attention  being  given  to  elementary  phe- 
nomena and  to  practical  applications;  machines  or  means  of  applying  force.  In 
this  subject  everything  is  taught  experimentally,  pupils  being  required,  as  far  as 
possible,  to  perform  all  important  experiments  for  themselves. 

Zoology.*'  —  General  characteristics  of  animals;  chief  groups  of  animals,  with 
methods  of  determining  relative  rank ;  special  study  of  mammals  and  birds,  etc. 
The  school  has  an  excellent  "  working  cabinet,"  which  is  in  daily  use  in  classes. 

Vocal  Music.  —  Rhythmics,  melodies,  dynamics,  sight-singing,  methods. 

Composition.  —  Capitals,  punctuation,  letter-writing,  business-forms,  language- 
lessons. 

Draining. —  Study  and  analysis  of  solids;  clay  modelling;  plane  figures, 
straight  and  curved  lines;  free-hand  drawing  on  blackboard  and  paper  from 
object,  dictation  and  memory;   elementary  designs;   color. 

Second  Term. 

Arithmetic.  —  Percentage,  and  its  application  in  commission,  taxes,  interest, 
banking,  etc.  ;  extraction  of  roots,  with  applications;  mensuration;  examples  and 
problems  in  all  subjects  taught,  to  apply  knowledge.  Pupils  are  encouraged  to 
seek  information  at  the  post-office,  at  lawyers'  offices,  banks,  stores  and  the 
teachers'  desk,  and  thus  to  become  familiar  with  the  practical  applications  of 
arithmetic  in  the  affairs  of  every-day  life. 

Grammar.  —  Outline  of  subject;  parts  of  expressions  taught  and  named; 
words  studied  with  reference  to  classification,  properties  and  construction;  parsing 
and  analysis  of  sentences. 

Geography.  — Scientific  study  of  the  form,  size  and  motions  of  the  earth;  con- 
figuration and  relief  of  the  land-masses ;  atmospheric  and  oceanic  movements ; 
climate  ;  plant  and  animal  life,  and  especially  man,  including  distribution  of  races, 
and  all  conditions  affecting  this  distribution;  religion,  government,  and  whatever 
affects  the  civilization  of  the  races. 

Algebra.  —  Usual  topics  preceding  quadratics. 

Botany.*  —  Study  of  specimens  in  class-room  and  in  field,  for  knowledge  of 
structure,  habits,  etc.;  bases  of  classification;  analysis  of  plants  with  artificial 
keys. 

Drawing.  —  Work  of  first  term  continued;  geometrical  drawing;  working  draw- 
ings; surface  developments  (objects  constructed);  freehand  perspective;  botanical

analysis;  historical  ornament;  design.  Drawing  is  required  for  only  one  year, 
but  many  continue  the  study  for  an  additional  term  or  two.  For  those  who  do 
this,  the  subjects  are  :  model  and  cast  drawing  in  outline ;  shading  in  crayon  and 
charcoal  (stump);  applied  design;  details  of  human  figure  from  the  flat  and 
casts. 

Composition.  —  Paragraphing ;  compositions  on  subjects  assigned  ;  criticism  in 
class  and  by  class ;  spelling. 

Third  Term. 

Geography  (six  weeks).  —  Philosophic  study  of  topics  taken  up  in  second  term. 

Rhetoric.  —  Study  of  figurative  language  and  qualities  of  style,  with  practical 
applications,  followed  by  several  weeks  of  composition  writing  and  criticism; 
study  of  the  mind  and  its  qualities,  including  wit,  humor,  etc. ;  the  sensibilities, 
especially  taste. 

English  Liter attire.  —  History  of  language;  study  of  the  life  and  style  of  the 
following  authors,  and  of  selections  from  their  works:  Wickliffe,  Chaucer, 
Cranmer,  Spencer,  Bacon,  Shakespeare,  Milton,  Johnson,  Whittier,  Hawthorne, 
Lowell,  Longfellow;  reading  (in  addition)  of  "Idyls  of  the  King,"  "  Ivanhoe," 
"  Henry  VIII. ,"  "  Merchant  of  Venice,"  "Julius  Ca:sar,"  one  book  of  "  Paradise 
Lost,"  Macaulay's  "  Essays  on  Johnson,"  "  Snowbound,"  "  Among  the  Hills," 
"Vision  of  Sir  Launfal,"  "  Commemoration  Ode,"  "  The  Old  Manse,"  "Evan- 
geline," "Courtship  of  Miles  Standish."  There  are  some  variations  from  term  to 
term. 

United  States  Llistory.  — Periods  of  discoveries;  explorations;  settlements  and 
colonies,  with  the  included  wars;  Revolution;  Constitution;  Civil  War  and 
events  following;    collateral  reading. 

Mineralogy  *  —  Study  of  all  common  minerals,  rocks  and  ores,  for  qualities 
and  uses. 

Fourth  Term. 

Astronomy.  —  Methods  of  describing  position  of  heavenly  bodies;  refraction, 
parallax  and  precession;  classification  of  heavenly  bodies;  particular  study  of 
earth,  sun  and  moon  ;   tides;    eclipses;   geography  of  celestial  sphere. 

Reading. — Vocal  culture;   sight-reading;  study  of  pieces;    methods. 

Chemistry.  — Chemical  physics  and  inorganic  chemistry,  with  laboratory  practice 
by  each  pupil. 

Theory  and  Art  of  'Teaching.  —  Psychology  in  its  relation  to  principles  and 
methods  of  teaching;  school  organization  and  government;  school  laws  of 
Massachusetts;  several  weeks  of  purely  professional  work  in  common  English 
branches;    civil  polity. 

Geology.*  —  Study  of  agencies  now  at  work  modifying  the  structure  of  the 
earth;   historical  geology;   special  study  of  local  features. 

Drawing.  —  Blackboard  practice  in  elementary  work  for  primary  school,  illus- 
trating reading,  language,  geography,  botany,  zoology,  etc.  Color  (theory  and 
practice).

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TOPICS  OF  THE  FOUR  YEARS'  COURSE. 

Same  as  those    for    the   Two    Years'    Course,    with    the    Following

the  two  years'  course.

Drawing. — Models  in  outline;  models  in  crayon  or  charcoal  (stump);  casts 
in  charcoal;  botanical  analysis  and  applied  design ;  foliage  from  nature;  historical 
ornament;  color;  perspective  (parallel  and  angular) ;  machine  drawing;  building 
construction. 

Physics. — Sound,  heat,  light,  electricity  and  magnetism,  with  practical 
applications. 

Chemistry. — Qualitative  analysis  of  liquids  and  solids;  chemical  theories; 
preparation  of  chemicals  and  apparatus. 

Botany.  —  Structure,  composition,  growth,  functions  and  classification  of 
plants,  preparation  of  specimens,  etc. 

Physiology.  —  Continuation  of  elementary  course ;  muscular  and  nervous  sys- 
tems, special  senses,  etc. 

Zoology.  —  Continuation  of  elementary  course;  "economic"  study  of  animals; 
dissection;   classification. 

Latin.  —  Elementary  work;  translation  of  "  Caesar,"  "  Cicero  "  and  "  Virgil; " 
sight  translation;  cblloquia;  scanning  and  prosody;  study  of  customs,  men,  times 
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and  style;  writing  Latin  (the  more  important  rules  of  construction  being  devel- 
oped inductively)  ;   methods.     Pupils  are  required  to  teach  in  the  elementary  work. 

French. — First  year:  Sauveur's  "  Petites  Causeries  "  and  "  Contes  Merveil- 
leux, "  with  conversation  and  dictation  exercises;  Lambert  and  Sardou's  Manual; 
Smith's  "French  Principia;"  Roulier's  First  Book  of  French  Composition. 

Second  year:  Bernard's  "  L'art  d'interesser  en  Classe;"  Rougemont's  "La 
France;"  Sand's  "Petite  Fadette;"  Michelet's  "Jeanne  d'Arc;"  Souvestre's 
"Confessions  d'un  Ouvrier;"  "Tableux  de  la  Revolution  Francaise;"  Roulier's 
First  Book  of  French  Composition;  Lambert  and  Sardou's  Manual;  Chardenal's 
French  Exercises;   Blouet's  Class-book  of  French  Composition. 

German. — First  year:  Whitney's  German  by  Practice;  Worman's  Elemen- 
tary German  Grammar;   Schiller's  "  Wilhelm  Tell." 

Second  year  :  Conversations  based  on  Andersen's  "  Bilderbuch  ohne  Bilder;" 
Otto's  German  Grammar;  Goethe's  "  Hermann  und  Dorothea;"  Goethe's 
"  Ausgewahlte  Prosa  "  (Hart's  edition). 

General  History. — Ancient  Greece  and  Rome,  with  reference  to  modern  in- 
stitutions. Institutions  and  modes  of  life  of  the  Middle  Ages,  with  reference 
to  the  evolution  of  our  political  and  other  institutions.  Modern  History,  includ- 
ing the  development  of  the  nationalities  of  Western  Europe  and  constitutional 
liberty. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADUATIONS. 
Entrance  Examinations  on  the  First  Day  of  Each  Term. 
Examinations,  both  oral  and  written,  are  made  each  term  in  every  study,  and 
the  result  in  each  must  be  satisfactory,  to  enable  the  pupil  to  advance  to  the 
studies  next  in  order.  Only  those  pupils  who  have  satisfactorily  passed  all  the 
examinations  in  the  prescribed  course  of  study  receive  the  diploma  of  the  insti- 
tution. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  GRADUATES,  ETC. 

The  demand  for  graduates  of  this  school  is  steadily  and  rapidly  increasing. 
During  the  past  two  years  it  has  been  greater  than  the  supply.  A  noteworthy 
fact  concerning  this  demand  is  the  large  increase  in  calls  for  teachers  for 
positions  of  high  grade.  Great  encouragement  is  thus  given  to  the  best  gradu- 
ates of  high  schools,  desiring  to  teach,  to  take  a  course  of  professional  training 
as  the  shortest  as  well  as  in  every  respect  the  best  way  to  eminence  in  the  pro- 
fession. 

LIBRARIES,  APPARATUS,  ETC. 

Pupils  have  free  access  to  valuable  libraries  of  works  for  general  reference  and 
reading.  Excellent  apparatus  is  provided  for  the  illustration  of  the  more  impor- 
tant principles  in  the  natural  sciences.  Large  and  growing  cabinets  of  mineral, 
geological  and  zoological  specimens  are  constantly  used  in  teaching  natural 
history. 

The  chemical  laboratory  furnishes  opportunity  for  the  inductive  study  of  chem- 
istry. In  this,  under  competent  supervision,  students  may  perform  for  themselves 
the  more  important  experiments,  and  thus  acquire  skill  in  manipulation  and  a  con- 
fidence obtainable  in  no  other  way. 
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The  art  room  is  well  fitted  up,  affording  facilities  for  training  in  the  various 
departments  of  drawing.  A  large  number  of  examples  of  casts,  models  and  flat 
copies,  is  supplied  for  the  use  of  pupils  in  this  department. 

DISCIPLINE. 

Pupils  are  treated  with  confidence,  and,  as  far  as  may  be,  the  government  of 
the  school  is  left  in  their  hands.  But  nothing  less  than  regular  attendance,  good 
behavior,  and  hearty  allegiance  to  all  the  interests  of  the  school,  is  accepted  as  a 
condition  of  membership.  The  work  of  the  school  cannot  be  acceptably  done 
by  those  who  do  not  make  it  their  only  occupation  during  their  connection  with 
the  school. 

Parents  are  earnestly  advised  not  to  encourage  any  absence  from  the  school 
except  in  vacations. 

EXPENSES,  AID,  ETC. 

Tuition  is  free  to  those  complying  with  the  condition  of  teaching  in  the  public 
schools  of  Massachusetts,  wherever  they  may  have  resided  previously.  A  small 
fee  ($2)  is  paid  by  each  pupil  at  the  beginning  of  each  term,  for  incidental 
expenses. 

Text-books  required  are  furnished  from  the  school  library  without  charge. 

For  cost  of  board,  see  under  "  Normal  Hall.  " 

To  aid  those  students  in  the  school  who  find  it  difficult  to  meet  the  expenses 
of  the  course,  pecuniary  aid  is  furnished  by  the  State  in  sums  varying  according 
to  the  distance  of  their  homes  from  Westfield,  though  never  exceeding  $1.50  per 
week.  This  aid  is  not  furnished  for  the  first  term  of  attendance;  and  those 
who  fail  (through  their  own  fault)  to  complete  the  course  or  to  teach  in  the 
public  schools  of  Massachusetts,  are  required  to  refund  whatever  they  may  have 
received. 

NORMAL  HALL.

The  State  has  erected  and  furnished  for  the  school  a  very  pleasant  and  com- 
modious boarding-hall,  which  is  accurately  represented  in  the  accompanying 
cut.  The  hall  is  under  the  charge  of  the  Principal.  Most  of  the  teachers  board 
with  the  students,  and  no  pains  will  be  spared  to  make  the  hall  a  home  for  the 
pupils. 

Pupils  from  abroad  are  required  to  board  in  this  hall,  except  as  they  may 
board  with  relatives  or  work  for  their  board  in  private  families. 

A  pleasant  reading-room  is  provided  for  the  daily  use  of  the  students. 
This  room  is  provided  with  daily  papers,  the  leading  magazines,  and  a  variety 
of  other  publications,  scientific,  educational,  religious  and  general.  Generous 
contributions  of  money  and  books  by  teachers  and  pupils  have  enabled  us  to 
provide  a  small  library  of  choice  works  for  general  reading  and  for  reference. 
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The  price  of  board  is  $75  per  term  of  twenty  weeks,  $80  for  gentlemen;  $40 
must  be  paid  in  advance  by  each  student  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  and  $35 
at  the  middle  of  the  term.  The  object  of  this  payment  in  advance  is  to  secure 
the  purchase  of  supplies  at  wholesale  cash  prices,  thereby  saving  to  each  boarder 
much  more  than  the  interest  of  the  money  advanced.  The  price  of  board  in- 
cludes the  expense  of  light,  heat  and  washing. 

The  rates  given  above  are  for  those  who  have  room-mates,  and  whose  attend- 
ance is  not  less  than  ten  weeks.  Those  who  desire  to  room  alone  can  generally 
be  accommodated  at  an  additional  charge  of  50  cents  per  week.  Those  who,  for 
any  reason,  during  any  half  term,  are  members  of  the  school  for  less  than  half  a 
term,  are  charged  #4  per  week.  Visitors  can  have  good  accommodations  at  $1 
per  day  or  $5  per  week;  dinner,  35c;  supper  or  breakfast,  25c;  lodging,  50c. 
Former  members  of  the  school  will  be  allowed  a  discount  of  10  per  cent,  from 
prices  charged  other  visitors. 

Each  boarder  is  required  to  bring  bedding,  towels,  napkins,  a  napkin  ring  and 
two  clothes-bags.  Each  pupil  will  want,  ordinarily,  four  pillow-cases,  three  sheets 
and  two  blankets,  or  their  equivalent.  All  articles  sent  to  the  laundry  should  be 
distinctly  marked  with  the  owner's  name.     Initials  will  not  answer. 
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GENERAL   REMARKS 


The  Normal  School  is  always  open  to  the  public.  Parents  and  guardians  of 
its  pupils  are  especially  invited  to  visit  the  school  often,  and  learn  by  personal 
inspection  what  it  attempts  to  do  for  its  members. 

A  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  teachers  and  school  committees  to  visit  the 
school  at  their  convenience.  They  will  be  welcome  for  a  day,  a  week  or  a 
month.

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WESTFIELD  NORMAL  SCHOOL, 


In  accordance  with  a  vote  passed  by  the  Board  of  Education  in  Decem- 
ber, 1838,  the  first  normal  schools  in  America  were  established  in  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  in  1839.  This  normal  school  was  opened  at 
Barre,  Sept.  4,  1839.  It  was  transferred  to  Westfield  in  1844.  Three  thou- 
sand six  hundred  and  nineteen  have  been  admitted  to  the  school.  Since 
1855,  the  date  of  the  first  formal  graduation,  one  thousand  two  hundred 
and  twenty-two  have  received  diplomas  upon  the  completion  of  the  pre- 
scribed course  of  study. 

CONDITIONS    OF    MEMBERSHIP. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  school  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of 
age  (if  males,  seventeen)  ;  must  present  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character ; 
must  pledge  themselves  to  complete  the  course,  if  possible,  and  afterwards 
to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts ;  *  and  must  pass  a  satis- 
factory examination  in  reading,  spelling,  writing,  arithmetic,  geography, 
English  grammar  and  the  history  of  the  United  States.  Higher  attain- 
ments and  a  more  mature  age  than  those  prescribed  render  the  training  of 
the  school  much  more  profitable. 

The  examinations  for  admission  are  held  the  first  day  of  each  term, 
beginning  at  9  a.m. 

AIMS   AND    METHODS    OF   STUDY   AND   TRAINING. 

The  ends  to  be  secured  by  a  course  of  study  and  practice  in  this  school 
are  a  knowledge  of  that  which  is  to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools,  the 
development  of  the  mental  powers,  a  knowledge  of  the  principles  and 
methods  of  teaching,  and  skill  in  the  art  of  teaching. 

All  the  studies  are  pursued  on  the  topical  plan,  and  with  special  refer- 
ence to  the  best  ways  of  teaching  them.  Lessons  are  prepared  not  merely 
for  the  purpose  of  gaining  knowledge,  but  for  the  purpose  of  presenting 
models  of  recitation,  and  for  teaching.  Every  pupil  frequently  takes 
charge  of  a  class  and  teaches  topics,  so  that  throughout  the  course  every 
pupil  is  under  actual  training  as  a  teacher. 

*  Persons  intending  to  teach  in  other  States,  or  in  private  schools,  are  admitted  on  pay- 
ment of  fifteen  dollars  a  term  for  tuition. 
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THE    DESIGN    OF   THE    SCHOOL   AND    COURSES    OF   STUDY. 

The  Board  of  Education,  by  a  vote  passed  May  6,  1880,  stated  the  design 
and  the  courses  of  study  for  the  State  normal  schools,  as  follows  :  — 

"  The  design  of  the  normal  school  is  strictly  prof essional ;  that  is,  to  pre- 
pare in  the  best  possible  manner  the  pupils  for  the  work  of  organizing, 
governing  and  teaching  the  public  schools  of  the  Commonwealth. 

"To  this  end  there  must  be  the  most  thorough  'knowledge,  first,  of  the 
branches  of  learning  required  to  be  taught  in  the  schools ;  second,  of  the 
best  methods  of  teaching  those  branches ;  and,  third,  of  right  mental 
training. 

"  The  time  of  one  course  extends  through  a  period  of  two  years,  of  the 
other  through  a  period  of  four  years,  and  is  divided  into  terms  of  twenty 
weeks  each,  with  daily  sessions  of  not  less  than  five  hours,  five  clays 
each  week." 


STUDIES. 

Two  Years'  Course. 

Arithmetic,  algebra,  geometry,  book-keeping. 

Physics,  astronomy,  chemistry,  physiology,  botany,  zoology,  mineralogy, 
geology,  geography. 

Language,  reading,  orthography,  etymology,  grammar,  rhetoric,  litera- 
ture, composition. 

Penmanship,  drawing,  vocal  music,  gymnastics. 

Psychology,  science  and  art  of  education,  school  organization  and  history 
of  education. 

Civil  polity  of  Massachusetts  and  of  the  United  States,  history,  school 
laws  of  Massachusetts. 

Four  Years'  Course. 

In  addition  to  the  studios  named  above,  the  four  years'  course  includes 
advanced  algebra  and  geometry,  trigonometry  and  surveying. 

Advanced  chemistry,  physics  and  botany. 

Drawing,  English  literature,  general  history. 

Latin  and  French  required;  German  and  Greek  as  the  principal  and 
visitors  of  the  school  shall  decide. 

This  course  is  intended  to  give  pupils  that  broad  culture  indispensable 
to  the  highest  success  in  schools  of  any  grade,  but  especially  to  Bit  them 
for  service  as  teachers  in  high  schools.  The  studies  are  so  arranged  that 
graduates  from  the  shorter  course  may  complete  the  four  years'  course  in 
two  additional  years,  or,  if  unable  to  remain  so  long  in  the  school,  they 
may  profitably  take  one  or  two  terms'  work  in  addition  to  the  two  years' 
course. 

Graduates  from  this  course  are  in  special  demand  for  the  best  positions. 
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TOPICS    OF   THE   TWO   YEARS'   COURSE. 

First  Term. 

Arithmetic.  —  Notation,  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  and  division 
of  integral  numbers ;  common  fractional  numbers ;  decimals ;  compound 
denominate  numbers ;  metric  system  taught  by  apparatus ;  practical  work. 

Geometry.  —  First  three  books  of  Wentworth's  Geometry,  or  their  equiva- 
lent. Pupils  do  not  use  text-books.  They  are  required  to  work  out  and 
teach  most  of  the  definitions,  theorems  and  constructions  of  the  course. 

Zoology.* — General  characteristics  of  animals;  chief  groups  of  animals, 
with  methods  of  determining  relative  rank;  special  study  of  mammals, 
birds,  etc.  The  school  has  an  excellent  "working  cabinet"  which  is  in 
daily  use  in  classes. 

Vocal  Music.  —  Rhythmics,  melodies,  dynamics,  sight-singing,  methods. 

Composition.  —  Capitals,  punctuation,  letter  writing,  business  forms,  lan- 
guage lessons. 

United  States  History. — Periods  of  discoveries;  explorations;  settle- 
ments and  colonies,  with  the  included  wars ;  revolution ;  constitution ; 
civil  war  and  events  following ;  collateral  reading. 

Drawing.  —  Study  and  analysis  of  solids;  clay  modelling;  plane  figures; 
straight  and  curved  lines ;  free-hand  drawing  on  blackboard  and  paper  from 
object,  dictation  and  memory ;  elementary  designs ;  color. 

Second  Term. 

Arithmetic.  —  Percentage,  and  its  application  in  commission,  taxes, 
interest,  banking,  etc.;  extraction  of  roots,  with  applications;  mensura- 
tion ;  examples  and  problems  in  all  subjects  taught,  to  apply  knowledge. 
Pupils  are  encouraged  to  seek  information  at  the  post-office,  at  lawyers' 
offices,  banks,  stores  and  the  teacher's  desk,  and  thus  to  become  familiar 
with  the  practical  applications  of  arithmetic  in  the  affairs  of  every-day 
life. 

Grammar.  —  Outline  of  subject ;  parts  of  expressions  taught  and  named ; 
words  studied  with  reference  to  classification,  properties  and  construction; 
parsing  and  analysis  of  sentences. 

Geography.  —  Scientific  study  of  the  form,  size  and  motions  of  the  earth ; 
configuration  and  relief  of  the  land-masses ;  atmospheric  and  oceanic 
movements ;  climate ;  plant  and  animal  life,  and  especially  man,  including 
distribution  of  races,  and  all  conditions  affecting  this  distribution ;  religion, 
government,  and  whatever  affects  the  civilization  of  the  races. 

Algebra.  — Usual  topics  preceding  quadratics. 

Botany.*  —  Study  of  specimens  in  class-room  and  in  field,  for  knowledge 
of  structure,  habits,  etc.;  bases  of  classification;  analysis  of  plants  with 
artificial  keys. 

*  For  those  who  enter  in  the  fall. 
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Drawing.  —  Work  of  first  terra  continued ;  geometrical  drawing ;  work- 
ing drawings  ;  surface  developments  (objects  constructed)  ;  free-hand  per- 
spective ;  botanical  analysis ;  historical  ornament ;  design.  Drawing  is 
required  for  only  one  year,  but  many  continue  the  study  for  an  additional 
term  or  two.  For  those  who  do  this,  the  subjects  are :  model  and  cast 
drawing  in  outline ;  shading  in  crayon  and  charcoal  (stump)  ;  applied 
design ;  details  of  human  figure  from  the  flat  and  casts. 

Composition. — Paragraphing;  compositions  on  subjects  assigned;  criti- 
cism in  class  and  by  class ;  spelling. 


Third  Term. 

Physiology.  —  General  outline  of  subject ;  anatomy,  physiology  and 
hygiene  of  digestive  organs,  including  classification  of  food-stuffs  and 
methods  of  preparing  food ;  anatomy,  physiology  and  lvygiene  of  circula- 
tory and  respiratory  organs ;  animal  heat,  — its  nature,  source,  distribution, 
regulation,  etc. ;  clothing,  —  use,  qualities  desirable  in,  qualities  of  common 
materials,  how  to  dress  hygienically,  etc.  Anatomy  is  taught  from 
anatomical  preparations  of  organs  of  the  human  body ;  and  physiology,  as 
far  as  possible,  by  observing  organs  of  other  animals  in  action. 

Physics. — Physical  properties  of  matter;  definition  and  enumeration  of 
forces;  effects  of  gravitation,  including  pressures  of  liquids  and  gases,  with 
consequences  and  applications  ;  electricity,  special  attention  being  given  to 
elementary  phenomena  and  to  practical  applications ;  machines  or  means  of 
applying  force.  In  this  subject  everything  is  taught  experimentally,  pupils 
being  required,  as  far  as  possible,  to  perforin  all  important  experiments  for 
themselves. 

Geography  (six  weeks).  — Philosophic  study  of  topics  taken  up  in  second 
term. 

Bhetoric. — Study  of  figurative  language  and  qualities  of  style,  with 
practical  applications,  followed  by  several  weeks  of  composition  writing 
and  criticism ;  study  of  the  mind  and  its  qualities,  including  wit,  humor, 
etc.  ;  the  sensibilities,  especially  taste. 

English  Literature.  —  History  of  language  ;  study  of  the  life  and  style  of 
the  following  authors,  and  of  selections  from  their  works:  Wickliffe, 
Chaucer,  Cranmer,  Spencer,  Bacon,  Shakespeare,  Milton,  Johnson,  Whittier, 
Hawthorne,  Lowell,  Longfellow;  reading  (in  addition)  of  "  Idyls  of  the 
King,"  "Ivanhoe,"  "  Henry  VIII,"  "  Merchant  of  Venice,"  "Julius  Caesar," 
one  book  of  "Paradise  Lost,"  Macaulay's  "  Essay  on  Johnson,"  "Snow- 
bound," "Among  the  Hills,"  "Vision  of  Sir  Launfal,"  "  Commemoration 
Ode,"  "The  Old  Manse,"  "Evangeline,"  "Courtship  of  Miles  Standish." 
There  are  some  variations  from  term  to  term. 

Mineralogy*  —  Study  of  all  common  minerals,  rocks  and  ores,  for 
qualities  and  uses. 

*  For  those  wlio  enter  in  the  fall, 
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Fourth  Term. 

Astronomy.  —  Methods  of  describing  position  of  heavenly  bodies ;  refrac- 
tion, parallax  and  precession ;  classification  of  heavenly  bodies ;  particular 
study  of  earth,  sun  and  moon;  tides;  eclipses;  geography  of  celestial 
sphere. 

Beading. — Vocal  culture ;  sight-reading;  study  of  pieces;  methods. 

Chemistry.  —  Chemical  physics  and  inorganic  chemistry,  with  laboratory 
practice  by  each  pupil. 

Theory  and  Art  of  Teaching.  —  Psychology  in  its  relation  to  principles 
and  methods  of  teaching;  school  organization  and  government;  school 
laws  of  Massachusetts ;  several  weeks  of  purely  professional  work  in 
common  English  branches ;  civil  polity. 

Geology.*  —  Study  of  agencies  now  at  work  modifying  the  structure  of 
the  earth ;  historical  geology ;  special  study  of  local  features. 

Drawing.  —  Blackboard  practice  in  elementary  work  for  primary  school, 
illustrating  reading,  language,  geography,  botany,  zoology,  etc.  Color 
(theory  and  practice) . 

TOPICS    OF   THE    FOUR   YEARS'    COURSE. 

Same  as  those  for  the  two  years'  course,  with  the  following  additions  :  — 
Geometry.  —  Plane  geometry  completed.     The  method  is  the  same  as  for 
the  two  years'  course. 

Algebra.  —  Pupils  have  constant  drill  in  the  application  of  the  principles, 
and  are  taught  how  to  teach  the  following  topics  to  classes  in  the  upper 
grades  of  school :  Involution,  evolution,  radicals  and  radical  equations, 
imaginary  quantities,  quadratics,  simple  indeterminate  equations,  inequali- 
ties, ratio,  proportion,  progressive  series,  binominal  theorem,  logarithms 
and  logarithmic  tables. 
English  Literature.  —  Pupils  will  select  one  of  the  following  courses  :  — 
Course  I.  —  Chaucer  —  Prologue  to  the  "Canterbury  Tales,"  "The 
Knight's  Tale." —  Shakespeare  —  "  Hamlet  "  or  "  Macbeth,"  "  As  You  Like 
It,"  "Lear,"  "  Midsummer  Night's  Dream,"  Twelve  Sonnets. — Milton  — 
"  L' Allegro,"  "  II  Penseroso,"  "  Comus,"  "  Lycidas,"  "Paradise  Lost" 
(Books  I.  and  II.),  "  Samson  Agonistes." 

Course  II.  —  Shakespeare — "Hamlet,"  "As  You  Like  It,"  Twelve

Drawing. — Models  in  outline;  models  in  crayon  or  charcoal  (stump); 
casts  in  charcoal ;  botanical  analysis  and  applied  design ;  foliage  from 
nature ;  historical  ornament ;  color ;  perspective  (parallel  and  angular)  ; 
machine  drawing ;  building  construction. 

Physics.  —  Sound,  heat,  light,  electricity  and  magnetism,  with  practical 
applications. 

Chemistry.  —  Qualitative  analysis  of  liquids  and  solids ;  chemical  theories ; 
preparation  of  chemicals  and  apparatus.

EXAMINATIONS    AND    GRADUATIONS. 

Entrance  Examinations  on  the  First  Day  of  each  Term. 

Examinations,  both  oral  and  written,  are  made  each  term  in  every  study, 
and  the  result  in  each  must  be  satisfactory,  to  enable  the  pupil  to  advance 
to  the  studies  next  in  order.  Only  those  pupils  who  have  satisfactorily 
passed  all  the  examinations  in  the  prescribed  course  of  study  receive  the 
diploma  of  the  institution. 
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EMPLOYMENT    OF   GRADUATES,    ETC. 

The  demand  for  graduates  of  this  school  is  steadily  and  rapidly  increas- 
ing. During  the  past  two  years  it  has  been  greater  than  the  supply.  A 
noteworthy  fact  concerning  this  demand  is  the  large  increase  in  calls  for 
teachers  for  positions  of  high  grade.  Great  encouragement  is  thus  given 
to  the  best  graduates  of  high  schools,  desiring  to  teach,  to  take  a  course  of 
professional  training  as  the  shortest  as  well  as  in  every  respect  the  best 
way  to  eminence  in  the  profession. 

LIBRARIES,    APPARATUS,    ETC. 

Pupils  have  free  access  to  valuable  libraries  for  general  reference  and 
reading.  Excellent  apparatus  is  provided  for  the  illustration  of  the  more 
important  principles  in  the  natural  sciences.  Large  and  growing  cabinets 
of  mineral,  geological  and  zoological  specimens  are  constantly  used  in 
teaching  natural  history. 

The  chemical  laboratory  furnishes  opportunity  for  the  inductive  study  of 
chemistry.  In  this,  under  competent  supervision,  students  may  perform 
for  themselves  the  more  important  experiments,  and  thus  acquire  skill  in 
manipulation  and  a  confidence  obtainable  in  no  other  way. 

The  art  room  is  well  fitted  up,  affording  facilities  for  training  in  the 
various  departments  of  drawing.  A  large  number  of  examples  of  casts, 
models  and  flat  copies,  is  supplied  for  the  use  of  pupils  in  this  department. 

LECTURES. 

From  time  to  time  lectures  are  secured  from  prominent  persons  in  this 
and  other  States.  During  the  year  the  following  gentlemen  have  addressed 
the  school :  Pres.  E.  B.  Andrews  of  Brown  University,  Prof.  A.  P.  Peabody 
of  Harvard  Univ.,  Rev.  G.  S.  Dickerman  of  Amherst,  State  Agent  G.  T. 
Fletcher  of  Northampton,  Professor  Raymond  of  Princeton  College, 
Superintendent  Pease  of  Northampton. 

DISCIPLINE. 

Pupils  are  treated  with  confidence,  and,  as  far  as  may  be,  the  govern- 
ment of  the  school  is  left  in  their  hands.  But  nothing  less  than  regular 
attendance,  good  behavior,  and  hearty  allegiance  to  all  the  interests  of  the 
school,  is  accepted  as  a  condition  of  membership.  The  work  of  the  school 
cannot  be  acceptably  done  by  those  who  do  not  make  it  their  only  occupa- 
tion during  their  connection  with  the  school. 

Parents  are  earnestly  advised  not  to  encourage  any  absence  from  the 
school  except  in  vacations. 

EXPENSES,   AID,    ETC. 

Tuition  is  free  to  those  complying  with  the  condition  of  teaching  in  the 
public  schools  of  Massachusetts,  wherever  they  may  have  resided  pre- 
viously. A  small  fee  ($2)  is  paid  by  each  pupil  at  the  beginning  of  each 
term,  for  incidental  expenses. 
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Text-books  required  are  furnished  from  the  school  library  without 
charge. 

For  cost  of  board,  see  under  "  Normal  Hall." 

To  aid  those  students  in  the  school  who  find  it  difficult  to  meet  the  ex- 
penses of  the  course,  pecuniary  aid  is  furnished  by  the  State  in  sums  vary- 
ing according  to  the  distance  of  their  homes  from  Westfield,  though  never 
exceeding  $1.50  per  week.  This  aid  is  not  furnished  for  the  first  term  of 
attendance ;  and  those  who  fail  (through  their  own  fault)  to  complete  the 
course  or  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts,  are  required  to 
refund  whatever  they  may  have  received. 


NORMAL   SCHOOL   SCHOLARSHIPS   AT    HARVARD    UNIVERSITY. 

There  are  eight  scholarships  in  the  scientific  school  at  Harvard  Univer- 
sity, for  the  benefit  of  graduates  of  the  State  normal  schools.  The  annual 
value  of  each  of  these  scholarships  is  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  which 
is  the  price  of  tuition,  so  that  the  holder  of  the  scholarship  gets  his  tuition 
free. 

The  incumbents  are  originally  appointed  for  one  year,  on  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  principals  of  the  schools  from  which  they  have  been  severally 
graduated.  These  appointments  may  be  annually  renewed,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  faculty  of  the  scientific  school. 


NORMAL    HALL.

The  State  has  erected  and  furnished  for  the  school  a  very  pleasant  and 
commodious  boarding-hall,  which  is  accurately  represented  in  the  accom- 
panying cut.  The  hall  is  under  the  charge  of  the  principal.  Several  of 
the  teachers  board  with  the  students,  and  no  pains  will  be  spared  to  make 
the  hall  a  home  for  the  pupils. 

Pupils  from  abroad  are  required  to  board  in  this  hall,  except  as  they  may 
board  with  relatives  or  work  for  their  board  in  private  families. 

A  pleasant  reading-room  is  provided  for  the  daily  use  of  the  students. 
This  room  is  provided  with  daily  papers,  the  leading  magazines,  and  a 
variety  of  other  publications,  scientific,  educational,  religious  and  general. 
Generous  contributions  of  money  and  books  by  teachers  and  pupils  have 
enabled  us  to  provide  a  small  library  of  choice  works  for  general  reading 
and  for  reference. 

Board,  including  fuel,  light,  washing,  and  the  ordinary  repairs  of  the 
building,  is  furnished  at  cost.  The  usual  price  of  board  is  $76  per  term 
of  twenty  weeks  for  ladies,  and  $80  for  gentlemen ;  $40  must  be  paid  in 
advance  by  each  student  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  and  $36  at  the  mid- 
dle of  the  term.  The  object  of  this  payment  in  advance  is  to  secure  the 
purchase  of  supplies  at  wholesale  cash  prices,  thereby  saving  to  each 
boarder  much  more  than  the  interest  of  the  money  advanced. 

The  rales  given  above  are  for  those  who  have  room-mates,  and  whose 
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attendance  is  not  less  than  ten  weeks.  Those  who  desire  to  room  alone 
can  generally  be  accommodated  at  an  additional  charge  of  50  cents  per 
week.  Those  who,  for  any  reason,  during  any  half  term,  are  members  of 
the  school  for  less  than  half  a  term,  are  charged  $4  per  week.  Visitors 
can  have  good  accommodations  at  $1  per  day  or  $5  per  week ;  dinner,  35 
cents;  supper  or  breakfast,  25  cents;  lodging,  50  cents.  Former  members 
of  the  school  will  be  allowed  a  discount  of  10  per  cent,  from  prices  charged 
other  visitors. 

Each  boarder  is  required  to  bring  bedding,  towels,  napkins,  a  napkin 
ring  and  two  clothes-bags.  Each  pupil  will  want,  ordinarily,  four  pillow- 
cases twenty  inches  wide,  three  sheets  and  two  blankets  of  full  size,  or 
their  equivalent.  All  articles  sent  to  the  laundry  must  be  distinctly  marked 
with  the  owner's  name,  to  avoid  extra  charge  for  washing.    Initials  will

EXTRACT    FROM    THE    REPORT    OF   THE    BOARD    OF   VISITORS. 

"During  the  last  year  the  Westfleld  Normal  School  has  enjoyed  a  high 
degree  of  prosperity.  The  whole  number  in  attendance 'during  the  school 
year  that  closed  in  June,  1889,  was  larger  than  daring  any  year  of  the 
preceding  decade." 

"The  principles  formulated  and  the  method  of  teaching  developed  in 
the  Westfleld  school  have  long  ago  passed  beyond  the  experimental  stage. 
They  are  now  endorsed  by  the  best  normal  schools  in  the  land.  It  is  our 
purpose  to  apply  these  principles  and  to  perfect  the  method  so  as  to 
increase  the  value  of  the  professional  work  of  the  school.  When  our 
new  building  is  completed,  we  shall  increase  the  efficiency  of  our  training 
by  furnishing  a  more  convenient  opportunity  for  the  students  of  the 
normal  school  to  observe  the  daily  work  of  schools  of  different  grades. 
The  members  of  the  senior  class  will  also  have  better  opportunities  to 
teach  children  in  the  several  grades ;  but  it  is  proposed  in  no  way  to  limit 
that  constant  training  in  class  teaching  which  has  proved  such  an  effective 
agency  in  fitting  teachers  for  their  work,  and  which  has  enabled  so  many 
of  the  graduates  of  the  Westfleld  school  to  take  charge  of  training  schools 
in  our  own  and  in  other  States. 

"  Those  who  have  graduated  during  the  year,  with  very  few  exceptions, 
have  engaged  in  teaching.  In  fact,  the  demand  for  those  who  can  apply 
the  methods  of  the  Westfleld  school  has  been  such  that  many  of  the  under- 
graduates have  secured  good  positions  as  teachers.  School  committees 
almost  uniformly  speak  of  the  success  of  the  graduates. 

"  The  boarding  hall  furnishes  excellent  accommodations  for  those  pupils 
who  cannot  remain  at  home  while  attending  the  normal  school."

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WESTFIELD  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 


In  accordance  with  a  vote  passed  by  the  Board  of  Education  in  Decem- 
ber, 1838,  the  first  normal  schools  in  America  were  established  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  in  1839.  This  normal  school  was 
opened  at  Barre,  Sept.  4,  1839.  It  was  transferred  to  Westfield  in 
1844.  Three  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty-nine  have  been  admitted 
to  the  school.  Since  1855,  the  date  of  the  first  formal  graduation,  one 
thousand  two  hundred  and  forty-seven  have  received  diplomas  upon  the 
completion  of  the  prescribed  course  of  study. 

NEW   NORMAL  SCHOOL   BUILDING. 

The  new  normal  school  building,  to  be  opened  in  the  autumn,  will  fur- 
nish large  facilities  in  aid  of  the  work  of  the  school  The  physical, 
chemical,  mineral ogical,  geological  and  biological  laboratories  are 
being  fitted  up  in  the  most  approved  manner.  These  laboratories  will 
afford  ample  opportunities  for  class  work  and  for  individual  experi- 
ments and  study. 

The  large  gymnasium  fitted  with  apparatus  for  physical  culture  will, 
it  is  believed,  tend  to  promote  the  health  and  strength  of  the  students, 
and  enable  them  better  to  provide  for  the  physical  development  of  those 
who  may  come  under  their  charge. 

The  provisions  for  the  department  of  art  in  the  new  building  are  very 
satisfactory.  A  room  of  ample  dimensions  has  been  provided  for  Sloyd, 
or  for  such  manual  training  as  the  Board  of  Education  may  authorize. 

TRAINING  SCHOOL. 
The  schools  for  children  occupying  a  j^art  of  the  new  normal  school 
building  will  furnish  special  opportunities  for  observing  the  applica- 
tions of  the  principles  of  teaching  in  schools  of  different  grades.  In 
these  schools  the  normal  students  will  also  receive  that  practical  train- 
ing as  teachers  which  will  supplement  the  training  now  received  in  the 
classes  of  the  normal  school.  By  actual  practice  in  teaching  children 
students  will  be  able  to  test  their  ability  to  teach  before  graduating 
from  the  normal  school. 

CONDITIONS  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 
Applicants  for  admission  to  the  school  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years 
of  age  (if  males,  seventeen)  ;  must  present  a  certificate  of  good  moral 
character ;  must  pledge  themselves  to  complete  the  course,  if  possible, 
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and  afterwards  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts  ;*  and 
must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  reading,  spelling,  writing, 
arithmetic,  geography,  English  grammar  and  the  history  of  the  United 
States.  Higher  attainments  and  a  more  mature  age  than  those  prescribed 
render  the  training  of  the  school  much  more  profitable. 

The  examinations  for  admission  are  held  the  first  day  of  each  term, 
beginning  at  9  a.m. 

AIMS  AND   METHODS  OF  STUDY  AND  TRAINING. 

The  ends  to  be  secured  by  a  course  of  study  and  practice  in  this 
school  are  a  knowledge  of  that  which  is  to  be  taught  in  the  public 
schools,  the  development  of  the  mental  powers,  a  knowledge  of  the 
principles  and  methods  of  teaching,  and  skill  in  the  art  of  teaching. 

All  the  studies  are  pursued  on  the  topical  plan,  and  with  special 
reference  to  the  best  ways  of  teaching  them.  Lessons  are  prepared  not 
merely  for  the  purpose  of  gaining  knowledge,  but  for  the  purpose  of 
presenting  models  of  recitation,  and  for  teaching.  Every  pupil  fre- 
quently takes  charge  of  a  class  and  teaches  topics,  so  that  throughout 
the  course  he  is  under  actual  training  as  a  teacher. 

THE  DESIGN   OF  THE  SCHOOL   AND  COURSES   OF  STUDY. 

The  Board  of  Education,  by  a  vote  passed  May  6,  1880,  stated  the 
design  and  the  courses  of  study  for  the  State  normal  schools,  as 
follows :  — 

"The  design  of  the  normal  school  is  strictly  professional ;  that  is,  to 
prepare  in  the  best  possible  manner  the  pupils  for  the  work  of  organiz- 
ing, governing  and  teaching  the  public  schools  of  the  Commonwealth. 

"To  this  end  there  must  be  the  most  thorough  knowledge, firsts  of 
the  branches  of  learning  required  to  be  taught  in  the  schools;  second, 
of  the  best  methods  of  teaching  those  branches  ;  and,  third,  of  right 
mental  training. 

"  The  time  of  one  course  extends  through  a  period  of  two  years,  of 
the  other  through  a  period  of  four  years,  and  is  divided  into  terms  of 
twenty  weeks  each,  with  daily  sessions  of  not  less  than  live  hours  live 
days  each  week.1' 

STUDIES. 

Two  Years'  Course. 
Arithmetic,  algebra,  geometry,  book-keeping. 

Physics,  astronomy,  chemistry,  physiology,  botany,  zoology,  min- 
eralogy, geology,  geography. 

*  Persona  intending  to  teach  in  other  States,  or  in  private  schools,  are  admitted  on  pay. 
mi m  of  fifteen  dollars  a  term  for  tuition, 
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Language,  reading,  orthography,  etymology,  grammar,  rhetoric,  litera- 
ture, composition. 

Penmanship,  drawing,  vocal  music,  gymnastics. 

Psychology,  science  and  art  of  education,  school  organization  and 
history  of  education. 

Civil  polity  of  Massachusetts  and  of  the  United  States,  history, 
school  laws  of  Massachusetts. 

In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Education  pupils  are 
encouraged  to  add  a  half  year  to  this  course  of  study  provided  six 
months  of  their  entire  time  be  spent  mainly  in  additional  practice  and 
observation. 

Four  Years1  Course. 

In  addition  to  the  studies  named  above,  the  four  years1  course  includes 
advanced  algebra  and  geometry,  trigonometry  and  surveying 

Advanced  chemistry,  physics  and  botany. 

Drawing,  English  literature,  general  history. 

Latin  and  French  required ;  German  and  Greek  as  the  principal  and 
visitors  of  the  school  shall  decide. 

This  course  is  intended  to  give  pupils  that  broad  culture  indispensa- 
ble to  the  highest  success  in  schools  of  any  grade,  but  especially  to  fit 
them  for  service  as  teachers  in  high  schools.  The  studies  are  so 
arranged  that  graduates  from  the  shorter  course  may  complete  the  four 
years1  course  in  two  additional  years. 

Graduates  from  this  course  are  in  special  demand  for  the  best  positions. 

Intermediate  Coursk. 

Pupils  who  cannot  take  the  full  advanced  course  may  profitably  take 
one  or  two  terms  of  this  course  in  addition  to  the  two  years1  course 
Those  who  take  a  year  of  such  work  will  have  it  recognized  on  their 
diplomas.  Pupils  are  urged  to  take  this  additional  year  of  work  which 
will  not  only  give  them  better  preparation  for  teaching  in  the  common 
schools,  but  open  to  them  higher  positions. 


TOPICS  OF  THE  TWO  YEARS'  COURSE. 

First  Term. 

Arithmetic.  —  Notation,  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  and  divi- 
sion of  integral  numbers;  common  fractional  numbers;  decimals; 
compound  denominate  numbers;  metric  system  taught  by  apparatus; 
practical  work. 

Geometry.  —  First  three  books  of  Wentworth's  Geometry,  or  their 
equivalent.     Pupils  do  not  use  text-books.     They  are  required  to  work 
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out  and  teach  most  of  the  definitions,  theorems  and  constructions  of  the 
course. 

Zoology  *  —  General  characteristics  of  animals  ;  chief  groups  of  ani- 
mals, with  methods  of  determining  relative  rank ;  special  study  of 
mammals,  birds,  etc.  The  school  has  an  excellent  "working  cabinet" 
which  is  in  daily  use  in  classes. 

Vocal  Music.  —  Rhythmics,  melodies,  dynamics,  sight-singing,  methods. 

Composition.  —  Capitals,  punctuation,  letter  writing,  business  forms, 
language  lessons. 

United  States  History.  —  Periods  of  discoveries;  explorations;  settle- 
ments and  colonies,  with  the  included  wars  ;  revolution  ;  constitution  ; 
civil  war  and  events  following ;  collateral  reading. 

Drawing.  —  Study  and  analysis  of  solids;  clay  modelling;  plane 
figures ;  straight  and  curved  lines ;  free-hand  drawing  on  blackboard 
and  paper  from  object,  dictation  and  memory :  elementary  designs ; 
color. 

Second  Term. 

Arithmetic — Percentage,  and  its  application  in  commission,  taxes, 
interest,  banking,  etc. ;  extraction  of  roots,  with  applications  ;  mensu ra- 
tion ;  examples  and  problems  in  all  subjects  taught,  to  apply  knowl- 
edge Pupils  are  encouraged  to  seek  information  at  the  post-office,  at 
lawyers'  offices,  banks,  stores  and  the  teacher's  desk,  and  thus  to  become 
familiar  with  the  practical  applications  of  arithmetic  in  the  affairs  of 
every-day  life. 

Grammar.  —  Outline  of  subject;  parts  of  expressions  taught  and 
named;  words  studied  with  reference  to  classification,  properties  and 
construction  ;  parsing  and  analysis  of  sentences 

Geography.  —  Scientific  study  of  the  form,  size  and  motions  of  the 
earth;  configuration  and  relief  of  the  land-masses;  atmospheric  ami 
oceanic  movements;  climate;  plant  and  animal  life,  ami  especially 
man,  including  distribution  of  races,  and  all  conditions  affecting  this  dis- 
tribution ;  religion,  government,  and  whatever  affects  the  civilization  of 
the  races. 

Algebra.  —  Usual  topics  preceding  quadratics 

Botany.* — Study  of  specimens  in  class-room  and  in  field,  for  knowl- 
edge of  structure,  habits,  etc. ;  bases  of  classification  ;  analysis  of  plants 
with  artificial  keys. 

Drawing.  —  Work  of  first  term  continued;  geometrical  drawing; 
working  drawings  ;  surface  developments  (objects  constructed);  free- 
hand perspective;  botanical  analysis;  historical  ornament;  design. 
Drawing  is  required  for  only  one  year,  but  many  continue  the  study  \'<n- 
an  additional  term  or  two.     For  those  who  do  this,  the  subjects  are:

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model  and  cast  drawing  in  outline;  shading  in  crayon  and  charcoal 
(stump)  ;  applied  design  ;  details  of  human  figure  from  the  flat  and 
casts. 

Composition.  —  Paragraphing ;    compositions   on   subjects   assigned  ; 
criticism  in  class  and  by  class ;  spelling. 


Third  Term. 

Physiology.  —  General  outline  of  subject;  anatomy,  physiology  and 
hygiene  of  digestive  organs,  including  classification  of  food-stuffs  and 
methods  of  preparing  food  ;  anatomy,  physiology  and  hygiene  of  circu- 
latory and  respiratory  organs  ;  animal  heat,  —  its  nature,  source,  distri- 
bution, regulation,  etc.;  clothing, — use,  qualities  desirable  in,  qualities 
of  common  materials,  how  to  dress  hygienically,  etc.  Anatomy  is 
taught  from  anatomical  preparations  of  organs  of  the  human  body  ;  and 
physiology,  as  far  as  possible,  by  observing  organs  of  other  animals  in 
action. 

Physics,  —  Physical  properties  of  matter;  definition  and  enumeration 
of  forces ;  effects  of  gravitation,  including  pressures  of  liquids  and 
gases,  with  consequences  and  applications ;  electricity,  special  attention 
being  given  to  elementary  phenomena  and  to  practical  applications; 
machines  or  means  of  applying  force.  In  this  subject  everything  is 
taught  experimentally,  pupils  being  required,  as  far  as  possible,  to  per- 
form all  important  experiments  for  themselves. 

Geography  (six  weeks). — Philosophic  study  of  topics  taken  up  in 
second  term. 

Rhetoric.  —  Study  of  figurative  language  and  qualities  of  style,  with 
practical  applications,  followed  by  several  wreeks  of  composition  writing 
and  criticism  ;  study  of  the  mind  and  its  qualities,  including  wit,  humor, 
etc  ;  the  sensibilities,  especially  taste. 

English  Literature.—  History  of  language;  study  of  the  life  and 
style  of  the  following  authors,  and  of  selections  from  their  works: 
Wickliffe,  Chaucer,  Cranmer,  Spencer,  Bacon,  Shakespeare,  Milton, 
Johnson,  Whittier,  Hawthorne,  Lowell,  Longfellow ;  reading  (in  addi- 
tion) of  "Idyls  of  the  King,"  "Ivanhoe,"  "  Henry  VIII.,"  "Merchant  of 
Venice,"  "Julius  Caesar,"  one  book  of  "Paradise  Lost,"  Macaulay's 
"  Essay  on  Johnson,"  "  Snowbound,"  "  Among  the  Hills,"  "  Vision  of  Sir 
Launfal,"  "  Commemoration  Ode,"  "  The  Old  Manse,"  "  Evangeline," 
"  Courtship  of  Miles  Standish."  There  are  some  variations  from  term 
to  term. 

Mineralogy* — Study  of  all  common  minerals,  rocks  and  ores,  for 
qualities  and  uses. 


*  For  those  who  enter  in  the  fall. 
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Fourth  Term. 

Astronomy.  —  Methods  of  describing  position  of  heavenly  bodies  ; 
refraction,  parallax  and  precession  ;  classification  of  heavenly  bodies ; 
particular  study  of  earth,  sun  and  moon  ;  tides  ;  eclipses  ;  geography  of 
celestial  sphere. 

Reading. —  Vocal  culture;  sight-reading;  study  of  pieces;  methods. 

Chemistry.  —  Chemical  physics  and  inorganic  chemistiy,  with  labora- 
tory practice  by  each  pupil. 

Theory  and  Art  of  Teaching.  —  Psychology  in  its  relation  to  principles 
and  methods  of  teaching ;  school  organization  and  government ;  school 
laws  of  Massachusetts ;  several  weeks  of  purely  professional  work  in 
common  English  branches  ;  civil  polity. 

Geology*  —  Study  of  agencies  now  at  work  modifying  the  structure 
of  the  earth  ;  historical  geology  ;  special  study  of  local  features. 

Drawing.  —  Blackboard  practice  in  elementary  work  for  primary 
school,  illustrating  reading,  language,  geography,  botany,  zoology,  etc. 
Color  (theory  and  practice). 


TOPICS  OF  THE  FOUR  YEARS'  COURSE. 

Same  as  those  for  the  two  years1  course,  with  the  following  addi-

Chemistry.  —  Qualitative  analysis  of  liquids  and  solids ;  chemical 
theories  ;  preparation  of  chemicals  and  apparatus. 

Botany  —  Structure,  composition,  growth,  functions  and  classification 
of  plants,  preparation  of  specimens,  etc. 

Latin  — Elementary  work;  translation  of  "  Caesar,"  "Cicero11  and 
"Vergil;11  sight  translation;  colloquia;  scanning  and  prosody;  stiuty 
of  customs,  men,  times  and  style ;  wTriting  Latin  (the  more  important 
rules  of  construction  being  developed  inductively)  ;  methods.  Pupils 
are  required  to  teach  in  the  work  of  the  course.

General  History.  —  Sketch  of  orieutal  nations.  Ancient  Greece  and 
Rome,  with  reference  to  modern  institutions.  Institutions  and  modes  of 
life  of  the  middle  ages,  with  reference  to  the  evolution  of  our  political 
and  other  institutions.  Modern  history,  including  the  development  of 
the  nationalities  of  western  Europe  and  constitutional  liberty. 
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EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADUATIONS. 

Entrance  Examinations  on  the  First  Day  of  each  Term. 

Examinations,  both  oral  and  written,  are  made  each  term,  and  the 
result  in  each  must  be  satisfactory,  to  enable  the  pupil  to  advance  to  the 
studies  next  in  order.  Diplomas  are  given  to  those  pupils  who  have 
satisfactorily  completed  all  the  studies  of  the  Two  Years1  Course  or  of 
the  Four  Years1  Course.  Pupils  who  take  a  year  of  the  Advanced  Course 
in  addition  to  the  Two  Years1  Course  have  this  fact  specially  recognized 
on  their  diplomas. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  GRADUATES,  ETC. 
The  demand  for  graduates  of  this  school  is  steadily  and  rapidly 
increasing  During  the  past  two  years  it  has  been  greater  than  the 
supply.  A  noteworthy  fact  concerning  this  demand  is  the  large  increase 
in  calls  for  teachers  for  positions  of  high  grade.  Great  encouragement 
is  thus  given  to  the  best  graduates  of  high  schools,  desiring  to  teach,  to 
take  a  course  of  professional  training  as  the  shortest  as  well  as  in  every 
respect  the  best  way  to  eminence  in  the  profession. 

LIBRARIES,  APPARATUS,  ETC. 

Pupils  have  free  access  to  valuable  libraries  for  general  referenee  and 
reading  Excellent  apparatus  is  provided  for  the  illustration  of  the  more 
important  principles  in  the  natural  sciences.  Large  and  growing  cabi- 
nets of  mineral,  geological  and  zoological  specimens  are  constantly  used 
in  teaching  natural  history. 

The  chemical  laboratory  furnishes  opportunity  for  the  inductive  study 
of  chemistry.  In  this,  under  competent  supervision,  students  may  per- 
form for  themselves  the  more  important  experiments  and  thus  acquire 
skill  in  manipulation  and  a  confidence  obtainable  in  no  other  way. 

The  art  room  is  well  fitted  up,  affording  facilities  for  training  in  the 
various  departments  of  drawing.  A  large  number  of  examples  of  easts, 
models  and  Hat  copies  is  supplied  for  the  use  of  pupils  in  this  department. 

LECTURES. 

From  time  to  time  lectures  are  secured  from  prominent  persons  in  this 
and  other  Slates.  During  the  year  the  following  gentlemen  have  i\d- 
(Iressetl  the  school  :  Professor  Bisbee  of  Dartmouth  College,  Rev.  E.  G. 
Porter  of  Lexington,  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and 
its  agents. 

DISCIPLINE. 

Pupils  are  treated  with  confidence,  and.  as  far  as  may  be,  the  govern- 
ment of  the  school  is  left  in  their  hands.  But  nothing  less  than  regular 
attendance,  good    behavior,  and   hearty  allegiance  to  all   the   interests  of 
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the  school  is  accepted  as  a  condition  of  membership.  The  work  of  the 
school  cannot  be  acceptably  done  by  those  who  do  not  make  it  their  only 
occupation  during  their  connection  with  the  school. 

Parents  are  earnestly  advised  not  to  encourage  any  absence  from  the 
school  except  in  vacations. 

EXPENSES,  AID,  ETC. 
Tuition  is  free  to  those  complying  with  the  condition  of  teaching   in 
the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts,  wherever  they  may  have  resided 
previously.     A  small  fee  ($2)  is  paid  by  each  pupil  at  the  beginning  of 
each  term,  for  incidental  expenses. 

Text-books  required  are  furnished  from  the  school  library  without 
charge. 

For  cost  of  board,  see  under  "Normal  Hall." 

To  aid  those  students  in  the  school  who  find  it  difficult  to  meet  the 
expenses  of  the  course,  pecuniary  aid  is  furnished  by  the  State  in  sums 
varying  according  to  the  distance  of  their  homes  from  Westfield,  though 
never  exceeding  $1.50  per  week.  This  aid  is  not  furnished  for  the  first 
term  of  attendance;  and  those  who  fail  (through  their  own  fault)  to 
complete  the  course  or  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts, 
are  required  to  refund  whatever  they  may  have  received. 

NORMAL  SCHOOL  SCHOLARSHIPS  AT   HARVARD   UNIVERSITY. 

There  are  eight  scholarships  in  the  scientific  school  at  Harvard  Uni- 
versity, for  the  benefit  of  graduates  of  normal  schools  The  annual 
value  of  each  of  these  scholarships  is  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
which  is  the  price  of  tuition,  so  that  the  holder  of  the  scholarship  gets 
his  tuition  free. 

The  incumbents  are  originally  appointed  for  one  year,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  principals  of  the  schools  from  which  they  have  been 
severally  graduated.  These  appointments  may  be  annually  renewed, 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  faculty  of  the  scientific  school. 

NORMAL   HALL. 
Mrs.  M.  A.  SrAEKS,  Matron.        Geokge  E.  Squire,  Steward. 

The  State  has  erected  and  furnished  for  the  school  a  very  pleasant 
and  commodious  boarding-hall,  which  is  accurately  represented  in  the 
accompanying  cut.  The  hall  is  under  the  charge  of  the  principal. 
Several  of  the  teachers  board  with  the  students,  and  no  pains  will  be 
spared  to  make  the  hall  a  home  for  the  pupils. 

Pupils  from  abroad  are  required  to  board  in  this  hall,  except  as  they 
may  board  with  relatives  or  work  for  their  board  in  private  families. 

A  pleasant  reading-room  is  provided  for  the  daily  use  of  the  students. 
This  room  is  provided  with  daily  papers,  the  leading  magazines,  and  a 
variety  of  other  publications,  scientific,  educational,  religious  and  gene- 
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ral.  Generous  contributions  of  money  and  books  by  teachers  and  pupils 
have  enabled  us  to  provide  a  small  library  of  choice  works  for  general 
reading  and  for  reference. 

Board,  including  fuel,  light,  washing,  and  the  ordinary  repairs  of  the 
building,  is  furnished  at  cost.  The  usual  price  of  board  is  $75  per  term 
of  twenty  weeks  for  ladies,  and  $80  for  gentlemen  ;  $40  must  be  paid  in 
advance  by  each  student  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  and  $35  at  the 
middle  of  the  term.  The  object  of  this  payment  in  advance  is  to  secure 
the  purchase  of  supplies  at  wholesale  cash  prices,  thereby  saving  to 
each  boarder  much  more  than  the  interest  of  the  money  advanced. 

The  rates  given  above  are  for  those  who  have  room-mates  Those 
who  desire  to  room  alone  can  generally  be  accommodated  at  an  addi- 
tional charge  of  50  cents  per  week.  Ladies  who,  for  any  reason,  during 
any  half  term,  are  members  of  the  school  for  less  than  half  a  term,  are 
charged  $4  per  week  ;  gentlemen,  $4.25.  Ladies  who  do  not  pay  their 
board  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  any  half  term  are  charged  $4  per 
week,  gentlemen  f  4.25  per  week,  for  the  board  in  arrears  Visitors  can 
have  good  accommodations  at  $1  per  day  or  $5  per  week;  dinner,  35 
cents;  supper  or  breakfast,  25  cents  ;  lodging,  50  cents.  Former  mem- 
bers of  the  school  will  be  allowed  a  discount  of  10  per  cent,  from  prices 
charged  other  visitors 

Each  boarder  is  required  to  bring  bedding,  towels,  napkins,  a  napkin 
ring  and  two  clothes-bags.  Each  pupil  will  want,  ordinarily,  four 
pillow  cases  twenty  inches  wide,  three  sheets  and  two  blankets  of  lull 
size,  or  their  equivalent.  All  articles  sent  to  the  laundry  must  be  dis- 
tinctly marked  with  the  owner's  name,  to  avoid  extra  charge  for  washing. 
Initials  will  not  answer. 

EXTRACT   FROM   THE   REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  VISITORS. 

The  appreciation  of  the  school  is  shown  by  the  constanl  and  increasing 
demand  tor  its  graduates.  We  are  unable  to  furnish  but  a  fraction  of 
the  number  of  teachers  asked  for  by  superintendents  and  members  of 
school  committees  desiring  to  introduce  better  methods  into  the  public 
schools  of  the  state.  Really  excellenl  graduates  secure  positions  as 
teachers  more  readily  than  graduates  of  colleges,  and  receive  as  high 
salaries.  We  believe  the  time  is  not  distant*  when  the  majority  of  col- 
lege graduates  intending  to  make  teaching  a  business  will  find  it  for 
their  advantage  pecuniarily,  to  say  nothing  of  higher  motives,  to  pursue 
ft  normal  course  before  teaching.  Both  breadth  of  culture  and  profes- 
sional training  are  requisites  of  \\w  really  good  teacher.  It  has  sometimes 
been  said  that  those  who  have  enjoyed  the  advantages  of  a  college  course 
cannot  be  interested  in  the  minutiae  of  elementary  teaching ;  but  those 
who  have  come  to  us  from  Smith  and  from  Mount  Holy oke  colleges  have 
shown  an  enthusiasm  in  elementary  and  in  professional  work  proportion- 
ate to  their  culture.  , 
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GENERAL  REMARKS, 


The  Normal  School  is  always  open  to  the  public.  Parents  and 
guardians  of  its  pupils  are  especially  invited  to  visit  the  school 
often,  and  learn  by  personal  inspection  what  it  attempts  to  do  for 
its  members. 

A  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  teachers  and  school  commit- 
tees to  visit  the  school  at  their  convenience.  They  will  be  wel- 
come for  a  day,  a  week  or  a  month.

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WESTFIELD  NORMAL  SCHOOL, 


In  accordance  with  a  vote  passed  by  the  Board  of  Education  in 
December,  1838,  the  first  normal  schools  in  America  were  established 
in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  in  1839.  This  normal  school 
was  opened  at  Barre,  Sept  4,  1839.  It  was  transferred  to  Westfield  in 
1844  Three  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty-six  students  have  been 
admitted  to  the  school.  Since  1855,  the  date  of  the  first  formal  gradua- 
tion, one  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy-three  students  have  received 
diplomas  upon  the  completion  of  the  prescribed  course  of  study. 

LOCATION. 

The  school  is  located  in  Westfield,  —  a  beautiful  town  on  the  Boston 
&  Alban  yand  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  (Northampton 
division)  railroads.  Horse-cars  run  from  the  stations  past  the  school 
building.  Students  enjoy  the  fine  walks  under  the  stately  elms  with 
which  Westfield  abounds.  The  bold  scenery  bordering  the  town  on  the 
east  and  on  the  west  invites  to  pleasant  and  healthful  excursions  on  the 
weekly  holiday. 

NEW  NORMAL  SCHOOL  BUILDING. 

The  new  normal  school  building  furnishes  lar^e  facilities  in  aid  of 
the  work  of  the  school.  The  physical,  chemical,  mineralogical,  geologi- 
cal and  biological  laboratories  are  fitted  up  in  the  most  approved  manner. 
These  laboratories  will  afford  ample  opportunities  for  class  work  and 
for  individual  experiments  and  study. 

The  large  gymnasium  will,  it  is  believed,  tend  to  promote  the  health 
and  strength  of  the  students,  and  enable  them  better  to  provide  for  the 
physical  development  of  those  who  may  come  under  their  charge. 

The  provisions  for  the  department  of  art  in  the  new  building  are 
very  satisfactory.  A  room  of  ample  dimensions  has  also  been  provided 
for  Sloyd,  or  for  such  manual  training  as  the  Board  of  Education  may 
authorize. 

The  grounds  adjoining  the  school  building  are  ample  for  lawn  tennis 
and  for  other  games. 

TRAINING  SCHOOL. 

The  schools  for  children,  occupying  a  part  of  the  new  normal  school 
building,  furnish  special  opportunities  for  observing  the  applications 
of  the  principles  of  teaching  in   schools   of  different  grades.     In  these 
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schools  the  normal  students  receive  that  practical  training  as  teachers 
which  supplements  the  training  received  in  the  classes  of  the  normal 
school.  By  actual  practice  in  teaching  children  students  will  be  able 
to  test  their  ability  to  teach  before  graduating  from  the  normal  school. 

CONDITIONS  OP   MEMBERSHIP. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  school  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years 
of  age  (if  males,  seventeen)  ;  must  present  a  certificate  of  good  moral 
character;  must  pledge  themselves  to  complete  the  course,  if  possible, 
and  afterwards  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts ;  *  and 
must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  reading,  spelling,  writing, 
arithmetic,  geography,  English  grammar  and  the  history  of  the  United 
States.  Higher  attainments  and  a  more  mature  age  than  those  pre- 
scribed render  the  training  of  the  school  much  more  profitable. 

After  September,  1893,  applicants  will  be  examined  in  drawing. 

The  examinations  for  admission  are  held  the  first  day  of  each  term, 
beginning  at  9  a.m. 

AIMS  AND   METHODS  OF   STUDY  AND   TRAINING. 

Tne  ends  to  be  secured  by  a  course  of  study  and  practice  in  this 
school  are  a  knowledge  of  that  which  is  to  be  taught  in  the  public 
schools,  the  development  of  the  mental  powers,  a  knowledge  of  the 
principles  and  methods  of  teaching,  and  skill  in  the  art  of  teaching. 

All  the  studies  are  pursued  on  the  topical  plan,  and  with  special 
reference  to  the  best  ways  of  teaching  them.  Lessons  are  prepared 
not  merely  for  the  purpose  of  gaining  knowledge,  but  for  the  purpose 
of  presenting  models  of  recitation,  and  for  teaching.  Every  pupil  fre- 
quently takes  charge  of  a  class  and  teaches  topics,  so  that  throughout 
the  course  he  is  under  actual  training  as  a  teacher. 

THE  DESIGN   OP  THE   SCHOOL  AND   COURSES   OF  STUDY. 
The  Board  of  Education,  by  a  vote  passed  May  6,  1880,  stated  the 
design   and   the    courses   of    study   for  the    State   normal   schools   as 
follows :  — 

"  The  design  of*  the  normal  school  is  strictly  professional ;  that  is,  to 
I  prepare  in  the  best  possible  manner  the  pupils  for  the  work  of  organiz- 
ing, governing  and  teaching  the  public  schools  of  the  Commonwealth. 
"To  this  end  there  must  be  the  most  thorough  knowledge,  first,  of 
;  the  branches  of  learning  required  to  be  taught  in  the  schools ;  second, 
of  the  best  methods  ot   teaching  those  branches;    and,  third,  of  right 
i  mental  training. 

*  Persons  intending  to  teach  in  other  States,  or  in  private  schools,  are  admitted  on  pay- 
ment of  liftcen  dollars  a  term  for  tuition.

"  The  time  of  one  course  extends  through  a  period  of  two  years,  of 
the  other  through  a  period  of  four  years,  and  is  divided  into  terms  of 
twenty  weeks  each,  with  daily  sessions  of  not  less  than  five  hours  five 
days  each  week." 

STUDIES. 
Two  Years1  Course. 

Arithmetic,  algebra,  geometry,  book-keeping. 

Physics,  astronomy,  chemistry,  physiology,  botany,  zoology,  min- 
eralogy, geology,  geography. 

Language,  reading,  orthography,  etymology,  grammar,  rhetoric,  liter- 
ature, composition. 

Penmanship,  drawing,  vocal  music,  gymnastics. 

Psychology,  science  and  art  of  education,  school  organization  and 
history  of  education. 

Civil  polity  of  Massachusetts  and  of  the  United  States,  history, 
school  laws  of  Massachusetts. 

In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Education,  pupils  are 
encouraged  to  add  a  half  year  to  this  course  of  study,  provided  six 
months  of  their  entire  time  be  spent  mainly  in  additional  practice,  and 
observation. 

Four  Years1  Course. 

In  addition  to  the  studies  named  above,  the  four  years1  course  includes 
advanced  algebra  and  geometry,  trigonometry  and  surveying 

Advanced  chemistry,  physics  and  botany. 

Drawing,  English  literature,  general  history. 

Latin  and  French  required;  German  and  Greek  as  the  principal  and 
visitors  shall  decide. 

This  course  is  intended  to  give  pupils  that  broad  culture  indispensa- 
ble to  the  highest  success  in  schools  of  any  grade,  but  especially  to 
fit  them  for  service  as  teachers  in  high  schools.  The  studies  are  so 
arranged  that  graduates  from  the  shorter  course  may  complete  the  four 
years1  course  in  two  additional  years. 

Graduates  from  this  course  are  in  special  demand  for  the  best  positions. 


Intermediate  Course. 

Pupils  who  cannot  take  the  full  advanced  course  may  profitably  take 
one  or  two  terms  of  this  course  in  addition  to  the  two  years'  course. 
Those  who  take  a  year  of  such  work  will  have  it  recognized  on  their 
diplomas.  Pupils  are  urged  to  take  this  additional  year  of  work,  which 
will  not  only  give  them  better  j)reparation  for  teaching  in  the  common 
schools  but  open  to  them  higher  positions. 


PHYSICAL    LABORATORY. 


LECTURE    ROOM-PHYSICAL    SCIENCE. 
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TOPICS  OF  THE  TWO  YEARS'  COURSE. 

First  Term. 

Arithmetic.  —  Notation,  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  and  divi- 
sion of  integral  numbers ;  factors  and  multiples ;  common  fractional 
numbers ;  decimals ;  compound  denominate  numbers ;  metric  system 
taught  by  apparatus  ;  practical  work. 

Geometry.  —  First  three  books  of  Wentworth's  Geometry,  or  their 
equivalent.  Pupils  do  not  use  text-books.  They  are  required  to  work 
out  and  teach  most  of  the  definitions,  theorems  and  constructions  of 
the  course. 

Zoology*  —  General  characteristics  of  animals  ;  resemblances  and  dif- 
ferences; uses  of  animals  ;  special  study  of  some  group  ;  classification. 
The  school  has  a  "working  cabinet"  unexcelled  by  that  of  any  school 
■of  like  rank,  which,  with  fresh  material,  is  in  daily  use  in  classes. 

Vocal  Music.  —  Rhythmics,  melodies,  dynamics,  sight-singing,  methods. 

Composition.  —  Capitals,  punctuation,  letter  writing,  business  forms, 
language  lessons. 

United  States  History.  —  Periods  of  discoveries;  explorations;  settle- 
ments and  colonies,  with  the  included  wars ;  revolution ;  constitution  ; 
civil  war  and  events  following;  collateral  reading. 

Drawing.  —  Color;  form  study  ;  work  in  arrangement;  management 
and  use  of  clay ;  analysis  of  the  subject  of  drawing ;  drawing  on  the 
blackboard  and  paper  in  connection  with  all  the  work ;  illustrative 
sketching  for  other  studies. 

Second  Term. 

Arithmetic.  —  Percentage,  and  its  application  in  commission,  taxes, 
interest,  banking,  etc. ;  extraction  of  roots,  with  applications  ;  mensura- 
tion ;  examples  and  problems  in  all  subjects  taught,  to  apply  knowl- 
edge. Pupils  are  encouraged  to  seek  information  at  the  post-office,  at 
lawyers1  offices,  banks,  stores  and  the  teacher's  desk,  and  thus  to  become 
familiar  with  the  practical  applications  of  arithmetic  in  the  affairs  of 
every-day  life. 

Grammar.  —  Outline  of  subject;  parts  of  expressions  taught  and 
named  ;  words  studied  with  reference  to  classification,  properties  and 
construction  ;  parsing  and  analysis  of  sentences. 

Geography. —  Scientific  stud}r  of  the  form,  size  and  motions  of  the 
earth ;  configuration  and  relief  of  the  land  masses ;  atmospheric  and 
oceanic  movements ;  climate ;  plant  and  animal  life,  and  especially 
man,  including  distribution  of  races  and  all  conditions  affecting  this 
distribution  ;  religion,  government,  and  whatever  affects  the  civilization 
of  the  races.

Algebra. —  Usual  topics  preceding  quadratics. 

Botany*  —  Study  of  plants  for  knowledge  of  structure,  habits  and 
uses ;  classification ;  analysis  of  plants  of  the  region.  Pupils  observe, 
draw,  describe,  experiment,  teach. 

Drawing.  —  A  continuation  of  first-term  work ;  geometric  drawing ;, 
model  and  object  drawing;  historic  ornament;  drawing  from  plant 
form ;  design,  using  plant  form ;  illustrative  sketching.  Drawing  is 
required  for  only  one  year,  but  many  continue  the  study  an  additional 
term  or  two.  For  such  the  subjects  are :  model  and  object  drawing  in 
outline;  drawing  from  the  cast ;  shading  in  charcoal;  further  work  in 
design  ;  details  of  the  human  figure ;  and  work  in  water  color. 

Composition.  —  Paragraphing;  compositions  on  subjects  assigned; 
criticism  in  class  and  by  class  ;  spelling ;   etymology. 

Third  Term. 

Physiology.  —  General  outline  of  subject;  anatomy,  physiology  and 
hygiene  of  digestive  organs,  including  classification  of  food-stuffs  and 
methods  of  preparing  food ;  anatomy,  physiology  and  hygiene  of  circu- 
latory and  respiratory  organs;  animal  heat,  —  its  nature,  source,  distri- 
bution, regulation,  etc.;  clothing,  —  use,  qualities  desirable  in,  qualities 
of  common  materials,  how  to  dress  hygienically,  etc.  Anatomy  is 
taught  from  anatomical  preparations  of  organs  of  the  human  body  ;  and 
physiology,  as  far  as  possible,  by  observing  organs  of  other  animals  in 
action,  and  by  simple  experiments. 

Physics.  —  Matter  and  its  properties  ;  motion,  force,  resistance,  work, 
energy;  definition  and  enumeration  of  forces;  effects  of  cohesion  in 
determining  the  conditions  of  bodies*;  effects  of  gravitation,  including 
pressures  of  liquids  and  gases,  with  consequences  and  applications ; 
transference  of  energy ;  machines ;  electricity,  special  attention  being 
given  to  elementary  phenomena  and  to  practical  applications.  In  this 
subject  everything  is  taught  experimentally,  pupils  being  required,  as 
far  as  possible,  to  perform  all  important  experiments  for  themselves. 

Geography  (six  weeks).  —  Philosophic  study  of  topics  taken  up  in 
second  term. 

Bhetoric. —  Study  of  figurative  language  and  qualities  of  style,  with 
practical  applications,  followed  by  several  weeks  of  composition  writing 
and  criticism  ;  study  of  the  mind  and  its  qualities,  including  wit,  humor, 
etc. ;  the  sensibilities,  especially  taste. 

English  Literature.  —  History  of  the  language;  study  of  the  eigh- 
teenth and  nineteenth  century  authors ;  reading  (in  addition)  "  The 
Merchant  of  Venice  "  and  "Julius  Caesar." 

Mineralogy  *  —  Lessons  to  show  what  a  mineral  is ;  properties,  varie- 
ties and  uses  of  the  more  important  minerals  ;  composition  of  minerals ;

the  common  minerals.  Material  and  apparatus  is  provided  for  each 
pupil. 

Fourth  Term. 

Astronomy.  —  Methods  of  describing  position  of  heavenly  bodies; 
refraction,  parallax  and  precession ;  classification  of  heavenly  bodies ; 
particular  study  of  earth,  sun  and  moon  ;  tides  ;  eclipses  ;  geography  of 
celestial  sphere. 

Reading.  —  Vocal  culture  ;  sight-reading  ;  study  of  pieces  ;  methods. 

Chemistry.  —  Chemical  physics  and  inorganic  chemistry,  with  labora- 
tory practice  by  each  pupil. 

Theory  and  Art  of  Teaching.  —  Psychology  in  its  relation  to  principles 
and  methods  of  teaching  ;  school  organization  and  government ;  school 
laws  of  Massachusetts ;  several  weeks  of  purely  professional  work  in 
common  English  branches  ;  civil  polity. 

Geology.*  —  General  study  of  the  surrounding  region  ;  the  structure  of 
the  earth  and  the  agencies  now  at  work  modifying  the  structure ;  his- 
torical geology  ;  special  study  and  interpretation  of  local  features. 

Drawing.  —  Blackboard  practice  in  elementary  work  for  primary 
school,  illustrating  reading,  language,  geography,  botany,  zoology,  etc. 
Color  (theory  and  practice) . 

TOPICS  OF  THE  FOUR  YEARS'  COURSE. 

Same  as  those  for  the  two  years'  course,  with  the  following  addi- 
tions :  — 

Geometry.  — Plane  geometry  completed.  The  method  is  the  same  as 
for  the  two  years1  course. 

Algebra.  —  Pupils  have  constant  drill  in  the  application  of  the  princi- 
ples, and  are  taught  how  to  teach  the  following  topic-  to  classes  in  the 
tipper  grades  of  school  :  Involution,  evolution,  radicals  and  radical 
aquations,  imaginary  quantities,  quadratics,  simple  indeterminate  equa- 
tions, inequalities,  ratio,  proportion,  progressive  scries,  binominal  theo- 
rem, logarithms  and  logarithmic  tables. 

Trigonometry  and  Snrrcying. —  Functions  of  arcs  and  angles;  use  of 
tables;  trigonometrical  theorems  and  formulas;  solutions  of  triangles; 
measurement  of  heights  and  distances  by  direct  and  indirect  methods; 
running  boundaries  ;  setting  and  plotting  curves  ;  levelling  and  grading  ; 
determination  of  areas;  Held  work,  with  practical  use  of  surveyor's 
compass  and  transit  instrument. 

English  Literature.  —  Shakesjicare  —  "  Hamlet  "  or  "Macbeth"  and 
one  or  two  comedies.  —  Milton  —  "  Paradise  Lost "  (Hooks  I  and  II). — 
Scott  —  "  Marmion."  —  Eliot  —  "  Romola."  —  Tennyson  —  "  Idyls  of  the 

•  Km-  those  who  enter  in  tin-  full. 
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King."  —  Thackeray  —  "  Henry  Esmond."  —  Bulwer  —  "  Last  Days  of 
Pompeii."  In  addition  to  the  above,  selections  from  the  following 
authors  are  read :  Burke,  Washington,  Jefferson,  Webster,  Lincoln,  Lamb, 
Macaulay,  Coleridge,  Shelley,  Keats,  Byron,  Carlyle  and  others.  The 
course  varies  from  year  to  year. 

Drawing.  —  Advanced  work  hi  machine  drawing;  building  construc- 
tion ;  historic  ornament ;  drawing  of  plant  form  ;  design  ;  color  ;  models 
and  casts  in  outline,  and  shaded  in  charcoal. 

P/m/szcs.-- Sound,  heat,  light,  electricity  and  magnetism,  with  practical 
applications ;  special  attention  given  to  electrical  measurements  and  to 
the  dynamo  and  its  uses. 

Chemistry  —  Qualitative  analysis  of  liquids  and  solids ;  chemical 
theories;  preparation  of  chemicals  and  apparatus;  a  few  lessons  in 
quantitative  analysis. 

Botany.  —  A  more  minute  and  detailed  study  of  the  structure  of 
plants,  including  the  lower  groups,  than  is  possible  in  elementary 
course,  with  use  of  microscope  ;  composition  and  food  of  plants  ;  growth 
and  development ;  classification.  Special  work,  varying  with  the  indi- 
vidual, for  jsuch  as  show  requisite  ability  and  have  the  necessary  time  ; 
collateral  reading. 

Latin.  —  Elementary  work  ;  translation  of  "  Caesar,"  "  Cicero,"  "  Ver- 
gil "  (Catullus,  Horace  or  other  authors  as  occasion  may  require)  ; 
sight  translation ;  eolloquia ;  poetical  form ;  study  of  customs,  men, 
times  and  style ;  writing  Latin  (the  more  important  rules  of  construc- 
tion being  developed  inductively) . 

Pupils  receive  training  in  the  "natural  method"  (with  modifications) 
and  in  the  application  of  inductive  principles  to  language  study,  and  they 
are  required  to  make  a  practical  application  of  methods  in  teaching. 
Those  who  come  well  prepared  in  the  authors  read  may  enter  at  once 
on  the  professional  work  ;  they  may  materially  shorten  the  time  required 
for  Latin  and  at  the  same  time  secure  a  wider  acquaintance  with  its 
literature 

French.  —  First  year:  "Methode  Berlitz,  ler  Livre  ;  "  Masson's  "Le 
Reve  de  Noel;"  Masson's  "Une  Vengeance  de  Jeannot  Lapin ; "  Col- 
omb's  "La  Famille  de  Friquet;"  Bercy's  "La  Langue  Francaise;" 
Sauveur's  "  Contes  Merveilleux ;  "  Bernard's  "L'art  d'Interesser  en 
Classe ;  "  Grandgent's  "  Materials  for  French  Composition,  Part  IV.;" 
Marcel's  "  Methode  Rationelle  ;  "  Edgren's  "  French  Grammar." 

Second  year:  Rougemont's  "La  France;"  Lamartine's  "Jeanne 
d'Arc ; "  Sand's  "  La  Mare  au  Diable ;  "  About's  "  Le  Roi  des  Mon- 
tagnes  ;  "  Sauveur's  "  Les  Fables  de  La  Fontaine  ;  "  Grandgent's  "  Mate- 
rials for  French  Composition,  Part  III. ;  "  Marcel's  "  Methode  Ration- 
elle ; "  Edgren's  "  French  Grammar ; "  Languellier  and  Monsanto's 
"  French  Grammar." 

The  natural  method  is  used,  and  the  pupils  themselves  are  required

CLASSICAL   ROOM. 
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LIBRARIES,  APPARATUS,   ETC 

Pupils  have  free  access  to  valuable  libraries  for  general  reference 
and  reading.  Excellent  apparatus  is  provided  for  the  illustration 
of  the  more  important  principles  in  the  natural  sciences.  Large 
and  growing  cabinets  of  mineral,  geological  and  zoological  speci- 
mens are  constantly  used  in  teaching  natural  history. 

The  chemical  laboratory  furnishes  opportunity  for  the  induc- 
tive study  of  chemistry.  In  this,  under  competent  supervision, 
students  may  perform  for  themselves  the  more  important  experi- 
ments and  thus  acquire  skill  in  manipulation  and  a  confidence 
obtainable  in  no  other  way. 

The  art  room  is  well  fitted  up,  affording  facilities  for  training  in 
the  various  departments  of  drawing.  A  large  number  of  exam- 
ples of  casts,  models  and  flat  copies  is  supplied  for  the  use  of 
pupils  in  this  department. 

LECTURES. 

From  time  to  time  lectures  are  secured  from  prominent  persons 
in  this  and  other  States.  During  the  year  the  following  gentlemen 
have  addressed  the  school :  Mr.  Henry  T.  Bailey,  Prof.  T.  H. 
Safford,  Rev.  S.  J.  Dike,  Prof.  George  H.  Palmer,  Prof.  John 
B.  DeMotte,  Rev.  Frederick  Woods  and  members  of  the  Board  of 
Education. 

DISCIPLINE. 

Pupils  are  treated  with  confidence,  and,  as  far  as  may  be,  the 
government  of  the  school  is  left  in  their  hands.  But  nothing  less 
than  regular  attendance,  good  behavior  and  hearty  allegiance  to 
all  the  interests  of  the  school  is  accepted  as  a  condition  of  mem- 
bership. The  work  of  the  school  cannot  be  acceptably  done  by 
those  who  do  not  make  it  their  only  occupation  during  their  con- 
nection with  the  school. 

Parents  are  earnestly  advised  not  to  encourage  any  absence  from 
the  school  except  in  vacations. 

EXPENSES,   AID,   ETC. 

Tuition  is  free  to  those  complying  with  the  condition  of  teaching 
in  the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts,  wherever  they  may  have 
resided  previously.  A  small  fee  ($2)  is  paid  by  each  pupil  at  the 
beginning  of  each  term  for  incidental  expenses. 
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Text-books  required  are  furnished  from  the  school  library  with- 
out charge. 

For  cost  of  board  see  under  "  Normal  Hall." 

To  assist  those  students  in  the  school  who  find  it  difficult  to  meet 
the  expenses  of  the  course  pecuniary  aid  is  furnished  by  the  State 
in  sums  varying  according  to  the  distance  of  their  homes  from 
AVestfield,  though  never  exceeding  $1.50  per  week.  This  aid  is 
not  furnished  for  the  first  term  of  attendance  ;  and  those  who  fail 
(through  their  own  fault)  to  complete  the  course  or  to  teach  in  the 
public  schools  of  Massachusetts  are  required  to  refund  whatever 
they  may  have  received. 

NORMAL  SCHOOL  SCHOLARSHIPS  AT  HARVARD  UNIVERSITY. 

There  are  eight  scholarships  in  the  scientific  school  at  Harvard 
University  for  the  benefit  of  graduates  of  normal  schools.  The 
annual  value  of  each  of  these  scholarships  is  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars,  which  is  the  price  of  tuition,  so  that  the  holder  of 
the  scholarship  gets  his  tuition  free. 

The  incumbents  are  originally  appointed  for  one  year,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  principals  of  the  schools  from  which  they 
have  been  severally  graduated.  These  appointments  may  be 
annually  renewed,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  faculty  of  the 
scientific  school. 

NORMAL  HALL. 

Mrs.  M.  E.  Gerniiardt,  Matron.     George  E.  Squire,*  Steward. 
The  State  has  erected  and  furnished  for  the  school  a  very  pleas- 
ant and  commodious  boarding-hall  which  is  accurately  represented 

in  the  accompanying  cut.  The  hall  is  under  the  charge  of  the 
principal.  Several  of  the  teachers  board  with  the  students,  and 
no  pains  will  be  spared  to  make  the  hall  a  home  for  the  pupils. 

l'upils  from  abroad  are  required  to  board  in  this  hall,  except  as 
they  may  board  with  relatives  or  work  for  their  board  in  private 
families. 

A  pleasant  reading-room  is  provided  for  the  daily  use  of  the 
students.  This  room  is  furnished  with  daily  papers,  the  leading 
magazines,  and  a   variety  of  other  publications,  scientific,  educa- 

*  Until  December  1. 
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tional,  religious  and  general.  Generous  contributions  of  money 
and  books  by  teachers  and  pupils  have  enabled  us  to  provide  a 
small  library  of  choice  works  for  general  reading  and  for  refer- 
ence. 

Board,  including  fuel,  light  and  washing,  is  furnished  at  cost. 
The  usual  price  of  board  is  $75  per  term  of  twenty  weeks  for 
ladies,  and  $80  for  gentlemen ;  $40  must  be  paid  in  advance  by 
each  student  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  and  $35  at  the  middle  of 
the  term.  The  object  of  this  payment  in  advance  is  to  secure  the 
purchase  of  supplies  at  wholesale  cash  prices,  thereby  saving  to 
each  boarder  much  more  than  the  interest  of  the  money  advanced. 

The  rates  given  above  are  for  those  who  have  room-mates. 
Those  who  desire  to  room  alone  can  generally  be  accommodated 
at  an  additional  charge  of  50  cents  per  week.  Ladies  who,  for 
any  reason,  during  any  half  term,  are  members  of  the  school  for 
less  than  half  a  term,  are  charged  $4  per  week ;  gentlemen,  $4.25. 
Ladies  who  do  not  pay  their  board  during  the  first  two  weeks  of 
any  half  term  are  charged  $4  per  week,  gentlemen  $4.25  per  week, 
for  the  board  in  arrears.  Visitors  can  have  good  accommodations 
at  $1  per  day  or  $5  per  week ;  dinner,  35  cents  ;  supper  or  break- 
fast, 25  cents  ;  lodging,  50  cents.  Former  members  of  the  school 
will  be  allowed  a  discount  of  10  per  cent,  from  prices  charged 
other  visitors. 

Each  boarder  is  required  to  bring  bedding,  towels,  napkins,  a 
napkin  ring  and  two  clothes  bags.  Each  pupil  will  want,  ordi- 
narily, four  pillow  cases  twenty  inches  wide,  three  sheets  and  two 
blankets  of  full  size,  or  their  equivalent.  All  articles  sent  to  the 
laundry  must  be  distinctly  marked  with  the  owner's  name,  to  avoid 
extra  charge  for  ivashing.     Initials  will  not  answer.

All  have  shown  in  a  marked  degree  these  characteristics,  —  a 
cheerful  willing  spirit ;  a  desire  to  cooperate  heartily  with  the 
school  management ;  untiring  energy ;  method  and  system  in  all 
instruction  given  ;  and  a  good  knowledge  of  subjects  to  be  taught.

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WESTFIELD  NORMAL  SCHOOL, 


In  accordance  with  a  vote  passed  by  the  Board  of  Education  in 
December,  1838,  the  first  normal  schools  in  America  were  established 
in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  in  1839.  This  normal  school 
was  opened  at  Barre,  Sept.  4,  1839.  It  was  transferred  to  Westfield 
in  1844.  Three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  four  students  have  been 
admitted  to  the  school  Since  1855,  the  date  of  the  first  formal  gradu- 
ation, one  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-five  students  have  re- 
ceived diplomas  upon  the  completion  of  the  prescribed  course  of  study. 

LOCATION. 

The  school  is  located  in  Westfield,  —  a  beautiful  town  on  the  Boston 
&  Albany  and  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  (Northampton 
division)  railroads.  Horse-cars  run  from  the  stations  past  the  school 
building.  Students  enjoy  the  fine  walks  under  the  stately  elms  with 
which  Westfield  abounds.  The  bold  scenery  bordering  the  town  on 
the  east  and  on  the  west  invites  to  pleasant  and  healthful  excursions 
on  the  weekly  holiday. 

NEW    NORMAL   SCHOOL  BUILDING. 

The  new  normal  school  building  furnishes  large  facilities  in  aid  of 
the  work  of  the  school.  The  physical,  chemical,  mineralogical,  geolog- 
ical and  biological  laboratories  are  fitted  up  in  the  most  approved 
manner.  These  laboratories  will  afford  ample  opportunities  for  class 
work  and  for  individual  experiments  and  study. 

The  large  gymnasium  will,  it  is  believed,  tend  to  promote  the  health 
and  strength  of  the  students,  and  enable  them  better  to  provide  for 
the  physical  development  of  those  who  may  come  under  their  charge. 

The  provisions  for  the  department  of  art  in  the  new  building  are 
very  satisfactory.  A  room  of  ample  dimensions  has  also  been  pro- 
vided for  Sloyd,  or  for  such  manual  training  as  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion may  authorize. 

The  grounds  adjoining  the  school  building  are  ample  for  lawn  tennis 
and  for  other  games. 

TRAINING  SCHOOL. 

The  schools  for  children,  occupying  a  part  of  the  new  normal  school 
building,  furnish  special  opportunities  for  observing  the  applications 
of  the  principles  of  teaching  in  schools  of  the  different  grades.     In  these 
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schools  the  normal  students  receive  that  practical  training  as  teachers 
which  supplements  the  training  received  in  the  classes  of  the  normal 
school.  By  actual  practice  in  teaching  children,  students  will  be  able 
to  test  their  ability  to  teach  before  graduating  from  the  normal  school. 

TIMES    OF   ADMISSION. 

"  Examinations  for  admission  take  place  at  the  close  of  the  school 
year  and  also  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  oftener  at  the  discretion 
of  the  visitors  and  the  principals." 

The  next  examinations  occur  June  25  and  Sept.  11,  1894,  at  9  a.m. 

New  classes  are  admitted  only  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  Term, 
and  as  the  course  of  study  proceeds  regularly  from  that  point,  candi- 
dates are  urged  to  present  themselves  at  that  time.  In  individual 
cases,  where  reasonable  excuse  is  furnished,  exception  may  be  made  to 
this  requirement  so  that  such  pupils  may  be  admitted,  after  due  examina- 
tion, at  the  beginning  of  any  period,*  and  will  be  placed'  in  such  classes 
as  they  are  qualified  to  enter. 

COURSES    OF    STUDY    AND    REQUIREMENTS    FOR 
ADMISSION. 

General  Two  Years1  Course. 

The  general  course  of  study  for  two  years  comprises  the  following 
subjects :  — 

Psychology,  history  of  education,  principles  of  education,  methods  ot 
instruction  and  discipline,  school  organization,  school  laws  of  Massa- 
chusetts, methods  of  teaching  the  following  subjects  :  — 

1.  English,  —  reading,  language,  rhetoric,  composition,  literature, 
history. 

2.  Mathematics,  —  arithmetic,  book-keeping,  algebra,  geometry. 

3.  Science,  —  elementary  physics  and  chemistry,  geography,  physiol- 
ogy, study  of  minerals,  plants  and  animals. 

4.  Drawing,  vocal  music,  physical  culture,  manual  training. 
Observation  and  practice  in  the  training  school,  and  observation  in 

other  public  schools. 

Course  of  One  Year. 

Graduates  of  colleges  and  universities,  and  graduates  of  high  schools 
of  a  high  grade  and  standing,  who  give  evidence  of  maturity,  good 
scholarship  and  of  aptness  to  teach,  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  principal 
of  the  school  and  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  select  from  the  above  curric- 
ulum of  study  a  course  which  may  he  completed  in  one  year,  and  when 
such  course  is  successfully  completed  they  shall  receive  a  certificate  for 
the  same. 

*  See  Calendar. 
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Candidates  for  admission  to  these  courses  must  have  attained  the  age 
of  seventeen  years  complete,  if  males,  and  sixteen  if  females  ;  and  must 
be  free  from  any  disease  or  infirmity  which  would  unfit  them  for  the 
office  of  teacher.  They  must  present  a  certificate  of  good  moral  char- 
acter, give  evidence  of  good  intellectual  capacity,  be  graduates  of  a 
high  school*  whose  courses  of  study  have  been  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Education,  or  have  an  equivalent  education  (to  be  determined  by  an 
examination  by  the  faculty  of  the  school  under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Visitors),  and  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  reading,  spelling, 
writing,  arithmetic,  geography,  English  grammar,  physiology  and 
hygiene,  drawing,  and  the  history  of  the  United  States.  As  an  alter- 
native to  the  above,  candidates  may  present  as  subjects  for  examination 
one  language  other  than  English,  algebra  or  geometry,  one  of  the 
natural  sciences  and  general  history  or  literature. f  In  1895  and 
thereafter,  examinations  for  admission  will  cover  such  high  school 
subjects  as  may  be  determined  later  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

Every  candidate  is  required  to  present  a  certificate  from  a  reliable 
physician  stating  that  he  is  physically  fitted  to  undertake  the  contem- 
plated course  of  study  and  giving  information  as  to  any  physical  weak- 
ness the  candidate  may  have. 

*  Four  Years'  Course. 

There  is  provided  also  a  four  years1  course  for  training  in  advanced 
work.  It  includes  the  following  in  addition  to  the  studies  of  the  two 
years1  co\irse :  — 

Language  and  literature,  —  English  literature  continued;  French 
and  Latin  required,  German  and  Greek  as  the  principal  and  visitors  of 
the  school  shall  decide. 

Mathematics,  —  algebra  and  geometry  continued  ;  trigonometry  and 
surveying. 

Science,  —  chemistry,  physics  and  botany  continued ;  geology ; 
astrononry. 

Drawing  continued. 

General  history. 

Pupils  who  have  successfully  completed  an  approved  high-school 
course,  or  are  otherwise  qualified  for  the  work,  may  materially  shorten 
the  time  required  for  this  course  or  may  take  up  more  advanced  work. 

Students  in  the  four  years1  course  do  not  finish  all  the  studies  of  the 
general  two  years1  course  before  entering  on  the  work  of  the  two 
additional  years.     The  program  will  be  so  arranged  that  they  will  take 

*  For  the  current  year,  examinations  for  admission  to  the  normal  schools  will  be  open  to 
any  graduates  of  high  schools  whose  course  of  study  covers  three  or  more  years,  unless  the 
principals,  from  their  knowledge  of  such  schools  and  their  work,  regard  it  as  unwise  to 
allow  such  admission  to  examination  without  further  special  examination  in  high-school 
subjects.

These  studies  will  be  so  selected  and 
arranged  as  to  give  the  greatest  possible  symmetry  to  the  course. 

Conditions  of  admission  to  this  course  are  the  same  as  for  the  two 
years'  course. 

Intermediate  Course. 
Pupils  who  cannot  take  the  full  four  years'  course  may  profitably  take 
one  or  two  terms  of  this  course  in  addition  to  the  two  years'  course. 
Those  who  take  a  year  of  such  work  will  have  it  recognized  on  their 
diplomas.  Pupils  are  urged  to  take  this  additional  year  of  work,  which 
will  not  only  give  them  better  preparation  for  teaching  in  the  common 
schools  but  open  to  them  higher  positions. 

Advanced  Courses  for  College  Graduates  and  Persons 

of  Equivalent  Quallfications. 

Course  of  Two  Years. 

Psychology,  history  of  education,  science  and  art  of  teaching,  school 
organization,  school  discipline,  school  laws  of  Massachusetts,  methods 
of  teaching  the  following  subjects  :  — 

1.  Language  and  literature,  —  English,  French,  German,  Latin  and 
Greek. 

2.  Mathematics,  —  arithmetic,  algebra,  geometry,  trigonometry  and 
surveying. 

3.  Science,  —  chemistry,  physics,  astronomy,  physical  geography,  ge- 
ology, mineralogy,  botany,  zoology,  physiology. 

History,  economics,  philosophy. 

Drawing,  vocal  music,  physical  culture,  manual  training. 

Preparation  of  specimens  and  apparatus. 

Course  of  One  Year. 

Persons  of  exceptional  maturity,  of  a  high  standing  in  college,  and 
who  give  evidence  of  superior  scholarship  and  special  aptness  to  teach, 
may,  with  the  approval  of  the  principal  of  the  school  and  of  the  Board 
of  Visitors,  select  from  the  above  curriculum  of  study  a  course  which 
may  be  completed  in  one  year,  and  when  such  course  is  successfully 
completed  they  shall  receive  a  certiticate  for  the  same. 

Requirements  for  admission  to  these  courses  are  college  graduation 
or  its  equivalent.  Candidates  must  present  testimonials  as  to  character 
and  a  physician's  certificate  similar  to  that  required  of  other  candidates. 

AIMS  AND    METHODS   OF    STUDY    AND   TRAINING. 

The  ends  to  be  secured  by  a  course  of  study  and  practice  in  this  school 
are  a  knowledge  of  that  which  is  to  be  taught    in  the  public  schools,  the 
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development  of  the  mental  powers,  a  knowledge  of  the  principles  and 
methods  of  teaching,  and  skill  in  the  art  of  teaching. 

All  the  studies  are  pursued  on  the  topical  plan,  and  with  special 
reference  to  the  best  ways  of  teaching  them.  Lessons  are  prepared  not 
merely  for  the  purpose  of  gaining  knowledge,  but  for  the  purpose 
of  presenting  models  of  recitation,  and  for  teaching.  Every  pupil  fre- 
quently takes  charge  of  a  class  and  teaches  topics,  so  that  through- 
out the  course  he  is  under  actual  training  as  a  teacher. 

TOPICS   OF   TWO   YEARS'    COURSE. 

Theory  and  Art  of  Teaching.  —  Psychology  in  its  relation  to 
principles  and  methods  of  teaching.;  school  organization  and  govern- 
ment ;  school  laws  of  Massachusetts ;  several  weeks  of  purely  pro- 
fessional work  in  common  English  branches. 

Reading.  —  Vocal  culture  ;  sight-reading  ;  study  of  pieces ;  methods. 

Composition  (1).  —  Capitals,  punctuation,  letter  writing,  business 
forms,  language  lessons. 

Composition  (2).  —  Paragraphing;  compositions  on  subjects  as- 
signed ;  criticism  in  class  and  by  class ;   spelling ;    etymology. 

Grammar.  —  Outline  of  subject ;  parts  of  expressions  taught  and 
named ;  words  studied  with  reference  to  classification,  properties  and 
construction ;   parsing  and  analysis  of  sentences. 

Rhetoric.  —  Study  of  figurative  language  and  qualities  of  style,  with 
practical  applications,  followed  by  several  weeks  of  composition  writing 
and  criticism ;  study  of  the  mind  and  its  qualities,  including  wit,  humor, 
etc. ;  the  sensibilities,  especially  taste. 

English  Literature.  —  History  of  the  language ;  study  of  the  eigh- 
teenth and  nineteenth  century  authors ;  reading  (in  addition)  "  The 
Merchant  of  Venice  "  and  "  Julius  Caesar." 

United  States  History.  —  Periods  of  discoveries ;  explorations ; 
settlements  and  colonies,  with  the  included  wars ;  revolution  ;  constitu- 
tion ;  civil  war  and  events  following ;  collateral  reading ;  civil  polity. 

Arithmetic  (1).  —  Notation,  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication 
and  division  of  integral  numbers  ;  factors  and  multiples  ;  common  frac- 
tional numbers ;  decimals ;  compound  denominate  numbers ;  metric 
system  taught  by  apparatus ;   practical  work. 

Arithmetic  (2).  —  Percentage,  and  its  application  in  commission, 
taxes,  interest,  banking,  etc. ;  extraction  of  roots,  with  applications ; 
mensuration ;  examples  and  problems  in  all  subjects  taught,  to  apply 
knowledge.  Pupils  are  encouraged  to  seek  information  at  the  post- 
office,  at  lawyers1  offices,  banks,  stores  and  the  teacher's  desk,  and  thus  to 
become  familiar  with  the  practical  applications  of  arithmetic  in  the 
affairs  of  every-day  life. 

Book-keeping  —  Study  of  the  principles  and  forms  of  single  entry 
with  practical  applications. 
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Algebra.  —  Usual  topics  preceding  quadratics. 

Geometry.  —  Geometry  for  Grammar  Grades.  First  three  books  of 
Wentworth's  Geometry,  or  their  equivalent.  Pupils  do  not  use  text- 
books. They  are  required  to  work  out  and  teach  most  of  the  definitions, 
theorems  and  constructions  of  the  course. 

Zoology.  —  General  characteristics  of  animals  ;  resemblances  and  dif- 
ferences ;  uses  of  animals ;  special  study  of  some  group ;  classification. 
The  school  has  a  "  working  cabinet "  unexcelled  by  that  of  any  school 
of  like  rank,  which,  with  fresh  material,  is  in  daily  use  in  classes. 

Botany.  —  Study  of  plants  for  knowledge  of  structure,  habits  and 
uses ;  classification ;  analysis  of  plants  of  the  region.  Pupils  observe, 
draw,  describe,  experiment,  teach. 

Physiology.  —  General  outline  of  subject ;  anatomy,  physiology  and 
hygiene  of  digestive  organs,  including  classification  of  food-stuffs  and 
methods  of  preparing  food  ;  anatomy,  physiology  and  hygiene  of  circu- 
latory and  respiratory  organs  ;  animal  heat,  —  its  nature,  source,  distri- 
bution, regulation,  etc. ;  clothing,  — use,  qualities  desirable  in,  qualities 
of  common  materials,  how  to  dress  hygienically,  etc.  Anatomy  is  taught 
from  anatomical  preparations  of  organs  of  the  human  body ;  and  physi- 
ology, as  far  as  possible,  by  observing  organs  of  other  animals  in  action, 
and  by  simple  experiments. 

Physics.  —  Matter  and  its  properties  ;  motion,  force,  resistance,  work, 
energy  ;  definition  and  enumeration  of  forces ;  effects  of  cohesion  in 
determining  the  condition  of  bodies ;  effects  of  gravitation,  including 
pressures  of  liquids  and  gases,  with  consequences  and  applications  ; 
transference  of  energy;  machines;  electricity,  special  attention  being 
given  to  elementary  phenomena  and  to  practical  applications.  In  this 
subject  everything  is  taught  experimentally,  pupils  being  required,  as 
tar  as  possible,  to  perform  all  important  experiments  lor  themselves. 

Chemistry.  —  Chemical  physics  and  inorganic  chemistry,  with  labora- 
tory practice  by  each  pupil. 

Mineralogy.  —  Lessons  to  show  what  a  mineral  is.  properties, 
varieties  and  uses  of  the;  more  important  minerals:  composition  of 
minerals;  rocks  as  composed  of  minerals  ;  classification  and  means  ol 
determining  the  common  minerals.  Material  and  apparatus  are  pro- 
vided for  each  pupil. 

Geography  (l).  —  Scientific  study  of  the  form,  size  and  motions  oi 
the  earth  ;  configuration  and  relief  of  the  land  masses;  atmospheric  and 
oceanic  movements;  climate;  plant  and  animal  life,  and  especially 
man,  including  distribution  of  races  and  all  conditions  affecting  this 
distribution;  religion,  government  and  whatever  affects  the  civiliza- 
tion of  the  races. 

Geography  (2). —  Philosophic  study  of  the  above  topics. 

DRAWING.  —  Sketching  from  natural  objects  and  a  study  ol  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  appearance  of  objects  ;    form   study;   geometric  drawing: 
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color;  historic  ornament;  principles  o±  arrangement;  study  of  plant- 
form  and  its  use  in  design  ;  management  and  use  of  clay  ;  study  of  the 
outline  course  for  public  schools ;  arrangement  of  separate  lessons. 
Drawing  is  required  for  only  one  year  but  any  who  wish  may  continue 
an  additional  term  or  two,  following  the  plan  of  studio  work  laid  out 
for  the  advanced  course. 

Vocal  Music.  —  Rhythmics,  melodies,  dynamics,  sight-singing, 
methods. 

Sloyd.  —  Constructing  specified  number  of  wooden  models  embody- 
ing a  progressive  series  of  exercises  with  hand  tools.  Making  working 
drawings  from  objects. 

Lessons  on  the  educational  value  of  the  work,  the  principles  gov- 
erning the  progression  of  exercises,  the  sharpening  and  care  of  tools, 
different  varieties  of  wood.    Practice  in  conducting  classes. 

Physical  Culture.  —  Gymnastics  (Ling  System).  —  Practice  (three 
times  a  week)  ;  use  of  Posse  Handbook  of  Gymnastics.  Theory.  —  Phy- 
siology of  bodily  exercise  ;  systematic  classification  of  gymnastic  move- 
ments ;  mechanical  laws  forming  a  basis  for  correct  progression  of 
gymnastic  movements.  Teaching.  —  Conducting  classes  in  gymnasium 
and  practice  schools  ;  constructing  tables  of  exercises. 

TOPICS   OF   THE   FOUR   YEARS'    COURSE. 

Same  as  those  for  the  two  years1  course,  with  the  following  addi- 
tions :  — 

Geometry.  —  Plane  geometry  completed.  The  method  is  the  same 
as  for  the  two  years1  course. 

Algebra.  —  Pupils  have  constant  drill  in  the  application  of  the  prin- 
ciples, and  are  taught  how  to  teach  the  following  topics  to  classes  in 
the  upper  grades  of  school :  Involution,  evolution,  radicals  and  radical 
equations,  imaginary  quantities,  quadratics,  simple  indeterminate 
equations,  inequalities,  ratio,  proportion,  progressive  series,  binominal 
theorem,  logarithms  and  logarithmic  tables. 

Trigonometry  and  Surveying.  —  Functions  of  arcs  and  angles ;  use 
of  tables  ;  trigonometrical  theorems  and  formulae ;  solutions  of  triangles  ; 
measurement  of  heights  and  distances  by  direct  and  indirect  methods  ; 
running  boundaries ;  setting  and  plotting  curves ;  levelling  and  grad- 
ing ;  determination  of  areas  ;  field  work,  with  practical  use  of  surveyor's 
compass  and  transit  instrument. 

English  Literature.  —  Shakespeare  —  "  Hamlet "  or  "  Macbeth  "  and 
one  or  two  comedies.  —  Milton  —  "Paradise  Lost11  (Books  I.  and  II.). 
—  Scott  —  "  Marmion.11  —  Eliot  —  "  Romola.11  —  Tennyson  —  "  Idyls  of 
the  King.11  —  Thackeray  —  "  Henry  Esmond.11  —  Bulwer  —  "  Last  Days 
of  Pompeii.11  In  addition  to  the  above,  selections  from  the  following 
authors  are    read :    Burke,    Washington,    Jefferson,    Webster,   Lincoln, 
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Lamb,  Macaulay,  Coleridge,  Shelley,  Keats,  Byron,  Carlyle  and  others. 
The  course  varies  from  year  to  year. 

Drawing.  —  Advanced  work  in  machine  drawing  ;  building  construc- 
tion ;  historic  ornament ;  drawing  of  plant  form  ;  design  ;  color ;  models 
and  casts  in  outline,  and  shaded  in  charcoal. 

Astronomy.  —  Methods  of  describing  position  of  heavenly  bodies ; 
refraction,  parallax  and  precession ;  classification  of  heavenl}-  bodies ; 
particular  study  of  earth,  sun  and  moon  ;  tides  ;  eclipses  ;  geography  of 
celestial  sphere. 

Geology.  —  General  study  of  the  surrounding  region ;  the  structure 
of  the  earth  and  the  agencies  now  at  work  modifying  the  structure  ;  his- 
torical geology ;  special  study  and  interpretation  of  local  features. 

Physics.  —  Sound,  heat,  light,  electricity  and  magnetism,  with  prac- 
tical applications ;  special  attention  given  to  electrical  measurements 
and  to  the  dynamo  and  its  uses. 

Chemistry.  —  Qualitative  analysis  of  liquids  and  solids ;  chemical 
theories ;  preparation  of  chemicals  and  apparatus ;  a  few  lessons  in 
quantitative  analysis. 

Botany.  —  A  more  minute  and  detailed  study  of  the  structure  of 
plants,  including  the  lower  groups,  than  is  possible  in  elementary 
course,  with  use  of  microscope  ;  composition  and  food  of  plants  ;  growth 
and  development ;  classification.  Special  work,  varying  with  the  indi- 
vidual, for  such  as  show  requisite  ability  and  have  the  necessary  time ; 
collateral  reading. 

Latin.  —  Elementary  work  ;  translation  of  "  Cresar,"  "  Cicero," 
"  Vergil"  (Catullus,  Horace  or  other  authors  as  occasion  may  require)  ; 
sight  translation;  colloquia ;  poetical  form;  study  of  customs,  men, 
times  and  style ;  writing  Latin  (the  more  important  rules  of  construc- 
tion being  developed  inductively). 

Pupils  receive  training  in  the  "natural  method11  (with  modifica- 
tions) and  in  the  application  of  inductive  principles  to  language  study, 
and  they  are  required  to  make  a  practical  application  of  methods  in 
teaching.  Those  who  come  well  prepared  in  the  authors  rend  may 
enter  at  once  on  the  professional  work  ;  they  may  materially  shorten 
the  time  required  for  Latin  and  at  the  same  time  secure  a  wider  ac- 
quaintance with  its  literature,  including  some  college  work. 

French.  —  First  year:  "Methode  Berlitz,  l'r  Livre  ;  "  Massoifs  "  Le 
Reve  de  Noel;"  Masson's  "Une  Vengeance  de  Jeannol  Lapin;11 
Colomb's"!.^  Famille  de  Friquet ;  "  Hercy's  "  La  Langue  Francaise;" 
Sauveur's  "  Contes  Mervei Ileus  ;  "  LamartineV  Jeanne  d1Arc  ;  "  Grand- 
gent's  "  Materials  lor  French  Composition, Part  IV.  j^MarcePs"  Methode 
Kationelle  ;  "  Fdgreifs  "French  Grammar." 

Second  year:  Sand's  "La  Mare  an  Diablo ; "  (Jreville\s  "  Dosia ; " 
Lamartines  "  Graziella ; "  About's  "  Le  Koi  iU^  Montagnes;"  Sauveur's 
"Les  Fables  de   La   Fontaine:11  Grandffentfs  "Materials  for  French 
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Composition,  Part  III. ;  "  Marcel's  "  M6thode  Rationelle  ;  "  Edgren's 
"  French  Grammar ;  "  Languellier  and  Monsanto's  "  French  Grammar." 

The  natural  method  is  used,  and  the  pupils  themselves  are  required 
to  give  lessons.  Those  who  come  well  prepared  are  allowed  to  enter 
at  once  on  professional  work,  and  to  take  a  more  extended  course  in 
the  literature  of  the  language. 

German.  —  First  year:  Work  based  on  Collar's  "Eysenbach"  and 
Whitney's  "  German  by  Practice ; "  Andersen's  or  Grimm's  "  Mahr- 
chen." 

Second  year :  Work  chiefly  in  scientific,  literary  or  linguistic  lines, 
as  elected  by  the  class  ;  Schiller's  "  Wilhelm  Tell." 

General  History.  —  Oriental  Nations :  Brief  survey ;  character  of 
civilization.  Greece  and  Rome :  Peoples  and  migrations ;  geographi- 
cal position  and  consequences ;  inheritances  from  older  nations ;  out- 
line of  history,  including  development  of  characteristic  political,  social 
and  religious  institutions  ;  legacies  to  future  States.  Teutonic  Peoples  : 
Their  movements  and  settlements ;  their  institutions.  Europe  from 
the  beginning  of  the  Middle  Ages  to  the  present  time :  Study  of  Europe 
as  a  whole  by  periods,  giving  a  connected  account  of  the  leading 
events  of  each  period,  but  devoting  special  attention  to  the  main 
forces  at  work,  the  formation  of  new  States,  the  growth  of  nationality 
and  constitutional  government,  and^the  relation  of  Europe  to  Amer- 
ica ;  stud}^  of  Europe  by  parts,  tracing  the  growth  of  each  State  by 
periods. 

Pupils  make  charts  and  write  essays,  illustrating  and  emphasizing 
some  of  the  features  of  the  course.  Instruction  and  training  are 
given  in  the  inductive  method  as  applied  to  history,  with  a  view  to 
the  development  of  the  "  historical  spirit." 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADUATIONS. 

Examinations,  both  oral  and  written,  are  made  each  term,  and  the 
result  in  each  must  be  satisfactory  to  enable  the  pupil  to  advance  to 
the  studies  next  in  order.  Diplomas  are  given  to  those  pupils  who 
have  satisfactorily  completed  all  the  studies  of  the  Two  Years'  Course 
or  of  the  Four  Years'  Course.  Pupils  who  take  a  year  of  the  Advanced 
Course  in  addition  to  the  Two  Years'  Course  have  this  fact  specially 
recognized  on  their  diplomas. 

EMPLOYMENT   OF   GRADUATES,    ETC. 

The  demand  for  graduates  of  this  school  is  steadily  and  rapidly 
increasing.  During  the  past  two  years  it  has  been  greater  than  the 
supply.  A  noteworthy  fact  concerning  this  demand  is  the  large 
increase  in  calls  for  teachers  for  positions  of  high  grade.  Great 
encouragement  is  thus  given   to  the  best  graduates   of  high  schools, 
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desiring  to  teach,  to  take  a  course  of  professional  training  as  the 
shortest  as  well  as  in  every  respect  the  best  way  to  eminence  in  the 
profession. 

LIBRARIES,  APPARATUS,  ETC. 

Pupils  have  free  access  to  valuable  libraries  for  general  reference 
and  reading.  Excellent  apparatus  is  provided  for  the  illustration  of  the 
more  important  principles  in  the  natural  sciences.  Large  and  growing 
cabinets  of  mineral,  geological  and  zoological  specimens  are  con- 
stantly used  in  teaching  natural  history. 

The  chemical  laboratory  furnishes  opportunity  for  the  inductive  study 
of  chemistry.  In  this,  under  competent  supervision,  students  may  per- 
form for  themselves  the  more  important  experiments,  and  thus  acquire 
skill  in  manipulation  and  a  confidence  obtainable  in  no  other  way. 

The  art  room  is  well  fitted  up,  affording  facilities  for  training  in  the 
various  departments  of  drawing.  A  large  number  of  examples  of 
casts,  models  and  flat  copies  is  supplied  for  the  use  of  pupils  in  this 
department. 

LECTURES. 

From  time  to  time  lectures  are  secured  from  prominent  persons  in 
this  and  other  States.  During  the  year  the  following  gentlemen  have 
addressed  the  school :  Mr.  ('has.  F.  Hall,  Mr.  Nathaniel  Collins,  Mr. 
Henry  T.  Bailey,  Mr  L.  Walter  Sargent. 

DISCIPLINE. 

Pupils  are  treated  with  confidence)  and,  as  far  as  may  be,  the  govern 
ment  of  the  school  is  left  in  their  hands.  But  nothing  less  than  regular 
attendance,  good  behavior  and  hearty  allegiance  to  all  the  interests  of 
the  school  is  accepted  as  a  condition  of  membership.  The  work  of  the 
school  cannot  be  acceptably  done  by  those  who  do  not  make  if  their 
only  occupation  during  their  connection  with  the  school. 

Parents  arc  earnestly  advised  not  to  encourage  any  absence  from  the 
school  except  in  vacations. 

EXPENSES,    AID,    ETC. 
Tuition  is  tree  to  those  complying  with   the  condition  of  teaching  in 
the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts,  wherever  they  may  have  resided 

previously. 

Persons  intending  to  teach  in  other  States,  or  in  private  schools  are 
admitted  on  payment  of  fifteen  dollars  a  term  lor  tuition. 

Text-books  required  are  furnished  from  the  school  library  without 
charge. 

For  COSt  of  board  see  under      Normal  Hall." 
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To  assist  those  students  in  the  school  who  find  it  difficult  to  meet  the 
expenses  of  the  course  pecuniary  aid  is  furnished  by  the  State  in  sums 
varying  according  to  the  distance  of  their  homes  from  Westfield,  though . 
never  exceeding  $1.50  per  week.  This  aid  is  not  furnished  for  the  first 
term  of  attendance ;  and  those  who  fail  (through  their  own  fault)  to 
complete  the  course  or  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts 
are  required  to  refund  whatever  they  may  have  received. 

NORMAL   SCHOOL   SCHOLARSHIPS   AT   HARVARD 
UNIVERSITY. 

There  are  eight  scholarships  in  the  scientific  school  at  Harvard  Uni- 
versity for  the  benefit  of  graduates  of  normal  schools.  The  annual  value 
of  each  of  these  scholarships  is  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  which  is 
the  price  of  tuition,  so  that  the  holder  of  the  scholarship  gets  his  tuition 
free. 

The  incumbents  are  originally  appointed  for  one  year,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  principals  of  the  schools  from  which  they  have  been 
severally  graduated.  These  appointments  may  be  annually  renewed, 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  faculty  of  the  scientific  school. 

NORMAL    HALL. 
Mrs.  M.  E.  Gernhardt,  Matron. 

The  State  has  erected  and  furnished  for  the  school  a  very  pleasant 
and  commodious  boarding-hall  which  is  accurately  represented  in  the 
accompanying  cut.  The  hall  is  under  the  charge  of  the  principal. 
Several  of  the  teachers  board  with  the  students,  and  no  pains  will  be 
spared  to  make  the  hall  a  home  for  the  pupils. 

Pupils  from  abroad  are  required  to  board  in  this  hall,  except  as  they 
may  board  with  relatives  or  work  for  their  board  in  private  families. 

A  pleasant  reading-room  is  provided  for  the  daily  use  of  the  students. 
This  room  is  furnished  with  a  daily  paper,  the  leading  magazines  and  a 
variety  of  other  publications.  Generous  contributions  of  money  and 
books  by  teachers  and  pupils  have  enabled  us  to  provide  a  small  library 
of  choice  works  for  general  reading  and  for  reference.  This  library 
has  been  materially  increased  through  efforts  of  the  class  of  1893. 

The  usual  price  of  board  for  the  time  the  school  is  in  session  during 
the  year  is  $150  for  ladies  and  $160  for  gentlemen ;  $40  must  be  paid 
by  each  student  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  in  September; 
$35  by  ladies  and  $40  by  gentlemen  at  the  beginning  of  the  second 
quarter;  and  the  same  sums  at  the  beginning  of  the  third  and  fourth 
quarters,  respectively. 

The  rates  given  above  are  for  those  who  have  room-mates.  Those 
who  desire  to  room  alone  can  generally  be  accommodated  at  an  addi- 
tional charge  of  50  cents  per  week.     Ladies  who,  for  any  reason,  during 
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any  quarter,  are  members  of  the  school  for  less  than  a  quarter,  are 
charged  $4  per  week  ;  gentlemen,  $4.25.  Ladies  who  do  not  pay  their 
)oard  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  any  quarter  are  charged  $4  per 
reek ;  gentlemen,  $4.25  per  week,  for  the  board  in  arrears.  Visitors 
can  have  good  accommodations  at  a  $1  per  day  or  $5  per  week  ;  dinner, 
35  cents;  supper  or .  breakfast,  25  cents;  lodging,  50  cents.  Former 
members  of  the  school  will  be  allowed  a  discount  of  10  per  cent,  from 
prices  charged  other  visitors. 

Each  boarder  is  required  to  bring  bedding,  towels,  napkins,  a  napkin 
ring  and  two  clothes  bags.  Each  pupil  will  want,  ordinarily,  four  pil- 
low cases  twenty  inches  wide,  three  sheets,  and  two  blankets  of  full  size, 
or  their  equivalent.  All  articles  sent  to  the  laundry  must  be  distinctly 
marked  with  the  owners  name,  to  avoid  extra  charge  for  washing.  In- 
itials WILL  NOT  ANSWER. 

EXTRACT  FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
VISITORS. 

Our  training  school,  comprising  a  kindergarten,  primary,  intermediate 
and  lower  grammar  grades,  is  now  fully  organized  and  in  successful 
operation.  As  a  field  for  observation  and  practice  by  the  normal  pupils, 
under  the  direction  of  skilful  and  successful  teachers,  and  as  affording 
an  opportunity  for  the  normal  teachers  to  observe  and  test  the  ability 
and  success  of  their  normal  pupils  in  the  work  of  actual  teaching,  it  is 
an  added  feature  of  our  school  of  great  promise. 
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GENERAL  REMARKS. 


The  Normal  School  is  always  open  to  the  public.  Parents  and  guar- 
dians of  its  pupils  are  especially  invited  to  visit  the  school  often,  and 
learn  by  personal  inspection  what  it  attempts  to  do  for  its  members. 

A  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  teachers  and  school  committees  to 
visit  the  school  at  their  convenience.  They  will  be  welcome  for  a  day, 
a  week  or  a  month.

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Westfield  formal  School. 


In  accordance  with  a  vote  passed  by  the  Board  of  Education  in  Decem- 
ber, 1838,  the  first  normal  schools  in  America  were  established  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  in  1839.  This  normal  school  was  opened 
at  Barrc,  Sept.  4,  1839.  It  was  transferred  to  Westfield  in  1844.  Three 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty-three  students  have  been  admitted  to  the 
school.  Since  1855,  the  date  of  the  first  formal  graduation,  one  thousand 
three  hundred  and  sixty-three  students  have  received  diplomas  upon  the 
completion  of  the  prescribed  course  of  study. 

LOCATION". 

The  school  is  located  in  Westfield,— a  beautiful  town  on  the  Boston  & 
Alban}'  and  tin;  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  (Northampton  division) 
railroads.  Horse-cars  run  from  the  stations  past  the  school  building. 
Students  enjoy  the  line  walks  under  the  stately  elms  with  which  Westfield 
abounds.  The  bold  scenery  bordering  the  town  on  the  east  and  on  tin1 
west  invites  to  pleasant  and  healthful  excursions  on  the  weekly  holiday. 

LIBRARIES,   APPARATUS,   ETC. 

Pupils  have  free  access  to  valuable  libraries  for  general  reference  and 
reading.  Excellent  apparatus  is  provided  for  the  illustration  of  the  more 
important  principles  in  the  natural  sciences. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  furnishes  opportunity  for  the  inductive 
study  of  chemistry.  In  this,  under  competent  supervision,  students  may 
perform  for  themselves  the  more  important  experiments,  and  thus  acquire 
skill  in  manipulation  and  a  confidence  obtainable  in  no  other  way. 

Tho  Physical  Laboratory  is  admirably  fitted  up  lor  class  work  and 
for  individual  work  by  (he  students. 

The  Geological  and  Mineralogical  Laboratory  is  furnished  with 
specimens  for  study  and  with  helpful  apparatus. 

Tho  Biological  Laboratory  is  supplied  with  specimens  and  apparatus 
BO  as  to  afford  many  facilities  for  the  study  of  animals  ami  plants. 

Tho  Art  Room  affords  excellent  facilities  for  training  in  the  various 
departments  of  drawing.  A  large  number  of  examples  of  casts,  models 
and  tint  copies  LS  supplied  for  the  use  Of  students  in  this  department 
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Manual  Training,  comprising  a  course  in  Sloyd,  is  now  included  in 
the  two-years  course  of  the  normal  school.  All  the  tools  and  the  requisite 
material  used  are  furnished  without  cost  to  the  students. 

The  Gymnasium,  well  equipped  with  apparatus,  enables  the  students 
under  a  skilful  teacher  to  gain  such  knowledge  of  a  system  of  gymnastics 
that  they  can  better  promote  their  own  health  and  that  of  their  pupils. 

The  grounds  adjoining  the  school  building  are  ample  for  lawn  tennis  and 
for  Other  games. 

TRAINING    SCHOOL. 

The  schools  for  children,  occupying  a  part  of  the  new  normal  school 
building,  furnish  special  opportunities  for  observing  the  applications  of 
the  principles  of  teaching  in  schools  of  the  different  grades.  In  these 
schools  the  normal  students  receive  that  practical  training  as  teachers 
which  supplements  the  training  received  in  the  classes  of  the  normal  school. 
By  actual  practice  in  teaching  children  students  will  be  able  to  test  their 
ability  to  teach  before  graduating  from  the  normal  school. 


TIMES   OF  ADMISSION. 

Examinations  for  admission  take  place  at  the  close  of  the  school  year 
and  also  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  oftener,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
visitors  and  the  principal. 

The  next  examinations  occur  June  22,  1895,  beginning  at  8.30  a.m.,  and 
Sejrt.  10,  1895,  beginning  at  9  a.m. 

New  classes  are  admitted  only  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term,  and  as 
the  course  of  study  proceeds  regularly  from  that  point,  candidates  are 
urged  to  present  themselves  at  that  time.  In  individual  cases,  where 
reasonable  excuse  is  furnished,  exception  may  be  made  to  this  requirement, 
so  that  such  pupils  may  be  admitted,  after  due  examination,  at  the  beginning 
of  any  period,*  and  will  be  placed  in  such  classes  as  they  are  qualified  to 
enter. 

COURSES   OP   STUDY  AND   REQUIREMENTS  FOR 
ADMISSION. 

General  Two-years  Course. 

The  general  course  of  study  for  two  years  comprises  the  following  sub- 
jects :  — 

Psychology,  history  of  education,  principles  of  education,  methods  of 
instruction  and  discipline,  school  organization,  school  laws  of  Massachusetts, 
methods  of  teaching  the  following  subjects  :  — 

*  See  Calendar. 
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1.  English,  —  reading-,  language,  rhetoric,  composition,  literature,  history. 

2.  Mathematics,  —  arithmetic,  book-keepiug,  algebra,  geometry. 

3.  Science,  —  elementary  physics  and  chemistry,  geography,  physiology, 
study  of  minerals,  plants  and  animals. 

4.  Drawing,  vocal  music,  physical  culture,  manual  training. 
Observation  and  practice  in  the  training  school,  and  observation  in  other 

public  schools. 

Course  of  One  Year. 

Graduates  of  colleges  and  universities,  and  graduates  of  high  schools  of 
a  high  grade  and  standing  who  give  evidence  of  maturity,  good  scholarship 
and  of  aptness  to  teach,  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  principal  of  the 
school  and  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  select  from  the  above  curriculum  of 
study  a  course  which  may  be  completed  in  one  year,  and  when  such  course 
is  successfully  completed  they  shall  receive  a  certificate  for  the  same. 


Requirements  for  Admission. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  any  one  of  the  normal  schools  must  have 
attained  the  age  of  seventeen  years  complete,  if  males,  and  sixteen  3-ears, 
if  females;  and  must  be  free  from  any  disease  or  infirmity  which  would 
unfit  them  for  the  office  of  teacher.  They  must  present  certificates  of  good 
moral  standing,  give  evidence  of  good  intellectual  capacity  and  be  grad- 
uates of  high  schools  whose  courses  of  study  have  been  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Education,  or  they  must  have  received,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
principal  and  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  school,  the  equivalent  of  a  good 
high-school  education;  and  they  must  pass  a  satisfactory  written  examina- 
tion in  reading,  spelling,  writing,  arithmetic,  geography,  English  grammar, 
physiology  and  hygiene,  drawing,  and  the  history  of  the  United  States.  As 
an  alternative  to  the  above,  candidates  may  present  as  subjects  for  exam- 
ination one  language  other  than  English,  algebra  or  geometry,  one  of  the 
natural  sciences  and  general  history  or  literature.*  Candidates  who  have 
successfully  taught  several  terms,  but  who  have  not  completed  a  course  at 
a  high  school,  should,  if  qualified  for  it,  avail  themselves  of  the  course  of 
professional  training  afforded  by  the  normal  school.  In  considering  the 
"  equivalent  education  "  of  such  candidates,  experience  in  teaching  and  the 
study  involved  will  be  duly  regarded.  Any  evidences  of  the  success  of 
the  candidate  in  teaching,  any  plans  of  school  work  done,  as  shown  by  note- 
books, and  any  lists  of  books  or  periodicals  read  or  studied  will  be  helpful 
in  determining;  the  candidate's  knowledge  and  enthusiasm. 

For  1896  and  thereafter  the  written  examination  will  embrace  the  follow- 
ing groups:  — 


'  IliLili-Bchool  graduates  are  no  longer  admitted  without  examination. 
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1.  Languages.  —  (a)  English,  with  its  grammar  and  literature,  and 
(6)  one  of  the  three  languages,  Latin,  French  and  German. 

2.  Mathematics.  —  (a)  Arithmetic,  (6)  the  elements  of  algebra  and 
(c)  the  elements  of  plane  geometiy. 

3.  History  and  Geography.  —  The  history  and  civil  government  of  Massa- 
chusetts and  the  United  States,  with  related  geography  and  so  much  of 
English  history  as  is  directly  contributory  to  a  knowledge  of  United  States 
history. 

4.  Sciences.  —  (a)  Physical  geography,  (6)  physiology  and  hygiene, 
(c)  physics,  (d)  botany  and  (e)  chemistry. 

5.  Drawing  and  Music.  —  (a)  Elementary,  mechanical  and  freehand 
drawing,  with  any  one  of  the  topics,  —  form,  color  and  arrangement,  and 
(b)  musical  notation,  with  ability  to  sing  if  practicable. 


Oral  Examinations. 

The  candidate  will  be  questioned  orally  either  upon  some  of  the  fore- 
going subjects  or  upon  matters  of  common  interest  to  him  and  the  school, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  examiners.  In  this  interview,  the  object  is  to  gain 
some  impression  about  the  candidate's  personal  characteristics  and  his  use 
of  language,  as  well  as  to  give  him  an  opportunity  to  furnish  any  evidences 
of  qualification  that  might  not  otherwise  become  known  to  his  examiners. 
Any  work  of  a  personal,  genuine  and  legitimate  character  that  the  candi- 
date has  done  in  connection  with  any  of  the  groups  that  are  set  for  exam- 
ination, and  that  is  susceptible  of  visible  or  tangible  presentation,  may  be 
offered,  and  such  work  will  be  duly  weighed  in  the  final  estimate,  and  may 
even  determine  it.  To  indicate  the  scope  of  this  feature,  the  following 
kinds  of  possible  presentation  are  suggested,  but  the  candidate  may  readily 
extend  the  list :  — 

1.  A  book  of  drawing  exercises,  —  particularly  such  a  book  of  exercises 
as  one  might  prepare  in  following  the  directions  in  "  An  Outline  of  Lessons 
in  Drawing  for  Ungraded  Schools,'1  prepared  under  the  direction  of  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Education,  or  in  developing  any  branch  of  that 
scheme. 

-2.  Any  laboratory  note-book  that  is  a  genuine  record  of  experiments 
performed,  data  gathered  or  work  done,  with  the  usual  accompaniments  of 
diagrams,  observations  and  conclusions. 

3.  Any  essay  or  article  that  presents  the  nature,  successive  steps  and 
conclusion  of  any  simple,  personally  conducted  investigation  of  a  scientific 
character,  with  such  diagrams,  sketches,  tables  and  other  helps  as  the 
character  of  the  work  may  suggest. 

4.  Any  exercise  book  containing  compositions,  abstracts,  analyses  or 
other  written  work  that  involves  study  in  connection  with  the  literature 
requirements  of  the  examination.

Special  Directions. 
I.    Languages. 

(a)  English.  —  The  importance  of  a  good  foundation  in  English  cannot 
be  overrated.  The  plan  and  the  subjects  for  the  examination  will  be  the 
same  as  those  generally  agreed  upon  by  the  colleges  and  high  technical 
schools  of  New  England.  While  it  is  hoped  that  candidates  may  be  able 
to  study  all  the  works  given  in  this  plan,  the  topics  and  questions  will  be 
so  prepared  for  1896,  and  thereafter  until  further  announcement,  that  any 
candidate  may  expect  to  meet  them  who  has  mastered  half  of  the  works 
assigned  for  reading  (or  a  bare  majority  of  them)  and  half  of  the  works 
assigned  for  study  and  practice,  the  selection  to  be  at  the  candidate's  option. 

No  candidate  will  be  accepted  in  English  whose  work  is  notably  deficient  in 
point  of  spelling,  punctuation,  idiom  or  division  of  paragraphs. 

1.  Reading  and  Practice.  —  A  limited  number  of  books  will  be  set  for 
reading.  The  candidate  will  be  required  to  present  evidence  of  a  general 
knowledge  of  the  subject-matter,  and  to  answer  simple  questions  on  the 
lives  of  the  authors.  The  form  of  examination  will  usually  be  the  writing  of 
a  paragraph  or  two  on  each  of  several  topics,  to  be  chosen  by  the  candidate 
from  a  considerable  number  —  perhaps  ten  or  fifteen  —  set  before  him  in 
the  examination  paper.  The  treatment  of  these  topics  is  designed  to  test 
the  candidate's  power  of  clear  and  accurate  expression,  and  will  call  for 
only  a  general  knowledge  of  the  substance  of  the  books.  In  place  of  a 
part  or  the  whole  of  this  test,  the  candidate  may  present  an  exercise  book, 
properly  certified  by  his  instructor,  containing  compositions  or  other 
written  work  done  in  connection  with  the  reading  of  the  books.  The  books 
set  for  this  part  of  the  examination  will  be :  — 

1896.  —  Shakespeare's  Midsummer  Nighfs  Dream;  Defoe's  History  of  the 
Plague  in  London;  Irving's  Talcs  of  a  Traveller;  Scott's  Woodstock; 
Macaulay's  Essay  on  Milton  ;  Longfellow's  Evangeline ;  George  Eliot's  Silas 
Marner. 

1897. —  Shakespeare's  As  You  Lite  It;  Defoe's  History  of  the  Plague  in 
London;  Irving's  Talcs  of  a  Traveller;  Hawthorne's  Twice  Told  Talcs; 
Longfellow's  Evangeline  ;  George  Eliot's  Silas  Marner. 

1898.—  Milton's  Paradise  Lost,  Books  I  and  II ;  Pope's  Iliad,  I  and  XXII ; 
The  Sir  Roger  de  ('overley  Papers  in  The  Si^ectalor ;  Goldsmith's  Vicar  oj 
Wakefield;  Coleridge's  Ancient  Mariner;  Southcy's  Life  of  Nelson;  Car- 
lyle's  Essay  on  Bums ;  Lowell's  Vision  of  Sir  Launfal ;  Hawthorne's  The 
House  of  /he  Seven  Gables. 

2.  Study  and  Practice.  —  This  part  of  the  examination  presupposes  a 
more  careful  study  of  each  of  the  works  named  below.  The  examination 
will  be  upon  subject-matter,  form  and  structure,  and  will  also  test  the 
candidate's  ability  to  express  his  knowledge  with  clearness  and  accuracy. 
The  books  set  for  this  part  of  the  examination  will  be  :  — 
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1896.  —  Shakespeare's  Merchant  of  Venice ;  Milton's  V Allegro,  II  Pense- 
roso,  Comus  and  Lycidas ;  Webster's  First  Bunker  Hill  Oration. 

1897.  —  Shakespeare's  Merchant  of  Venice ;  Burke's  Speech  on  Conciliation 
with  America ;  Scott's  Marmion ;  Macaulay's  Life  of  Samuel  Johnson. 

1898.  —  Shakespeare's  Macbeth;  Burke's  Speech  on  Conciliation  with 
America;  De  Quincey's  Flight  of  a  Tartar  Tribe;  Tennyson's  The  Princess. 

(b)  One  only  of  the  three  languages,  Latin,  French  and  German. — 
The  translation  at  sight  of  simple  prose,  with  questions  on  the  usual  forms 
and  ordinary  constructions  of  the  lano-ua^e. 


//.     Mathematics. 

(a)  Arithmetic.  —  Such  an  acquaintance  with  the  subject  as  may  be 
gained  in  a  good  grammar  school. 

(b)  Algebra.  —  The  mastery  of  any  text-book  suitable  for  the  youngest 
class  in  a  high  school,  through  cases  of  affected  quadratic  equations  involv- 
ing one  unknown  quantity. 

(c)  Geometry.  —  The  elements  of  plane  geometry  as  presented  in  any 
high-school  text-book.  While  a  fair  acquaintance  with  ordinary  book  work 
in  geometry  will  be  accepted,  candidates  are  advised,  so  far  as  practicable, 
to  train  themselves  to  do  original  wrork  both  with  theorems  and  problems, 
and  an  opportunity  will  be  offered  them,  by  means  of  alternative  questions, 
to  test  their  ability  in  such  work. 


ILL     History  and  Geography. 

Any  school  text-book  on  United  States  history  will  enable  the  candidate 
to  meet  this  requirement,  provided  he  studies  enough  of  geography  to 
illumine  the  history,  and  makes  himself  familiar  with  the  grander  features 
of  government  in  Massachusetts  and  the  United  States. 

IV.     Sciences. 

.  (a)  Physical  Geography.  —  The  mastery  of  the  elements  of  this  subject 
as  presented  in  the  study  of  geography  in  a  good  grammar  school.  If  the 
grammar-school  work  is  supplemented  by  the  study  of  some  elementary 
text-book  on  physical  geography,  better  preparation  still  is  assured. 

(b)  Physiology  and  Hygiene.  —  The  chief  elementary  facts  of  anatomy, 
the  general  functions  of  the  various  organs,  the  more  obvious  rules  of 
health,  and  the  more  striking  effects  of  alcoholic  drinks,  narcotics  and  stim- 
ulants upon  those  addicted  to  their  use. 

(c),  (d)  and  (e)  Physics,  Chemistry  and  Botany.  —  The  elementary 
principles  of  these  subjects  so  far  as  they  may  be  presented  in  the  courses 
usually  devoted  to  them  in  high  schools. 
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V.    Drawing  and  Music. 

(a)  Drawing. — Mechanical  and  freehand  drawing, —  enough  to  enable 
the  candidate  to  draw  a  simple  object,  like  a  box  or  a  pyramid  or  a  cylinder, 
with  plan  and  elevation,  to  scale,  and  to  make  a  freehand  sketch  of  the 
same  in  perspective.  Also  any  one  of  the  three  topics,  —  form,  color  and 
arrangement. 

(&)  Music.  —  The  elementary  principles  of  musical  notation,  such  as  an 
instructor  should  know  in  teaching  singing  in  the  schools.  Ability  to  sing, 
while  not  required,  will  be  prized  as  an  additional  qualification. 

It  may  be  said,  in  general,  that  if  the  ordinary  work  of  a  statutory  high 
school,  even  if  it  is  of  the  second  or  lower  grade,  is  well  done,  the  candidate 
should  have  no  difficulty  in  meeting  any  of  the  academic  tests  to  which  he 
may  be  subjected.  He  cannot  be  too  earnestly  urged,  however,  to  avail 
himself  of  the  best  high-school  facilities  attainable  in  a  four-years  course, 
even  though  he  should  pursue  studies  to  an  extent  not  insisted  on,  or  take 
studies  not  prescribed  in,  the  admission  requirements. 

The  importance  of  a  good  record  in  the  high  school  cannot  be  over-esti- 
mated. The  stronger  the  evidence  of  character,  scholarship  and  promise, 
of  whatever  kind,  he  brings  from  his  school  and  his  teachers,  especially 
from  schools  of  high  reinitation  and  from  teachers  of  good  judgment  and 
fearless  expression,  the  greater  confidence  he  may  have  in  guarding  himself 
against  the  contingencies  of  an  examination  and  of  satisfying  the  examiners 
of  his  fitness. 

Reasonable  allowance  in  equivalents  will  be  made  in  case  the  candidate, 
for  satisfactory  reasons,  has  not  taken  a  study  named  for  examination. 

The  following  approximate  time  allowances  will  indicate  the  brevity  of 
the  papers  that  may  be  set  for  examination  :  — 

I.  Language,  two  hours. 

IL  Mathematics,  two  hours. 

III.  History  and  geography,  one  hour. 

IV.  Sciences,  two  hours. 

V.     Drawing  and  music,  one  hour. 

Every  candidate  is  required  to  present  a  certificate  from  a  reliable  physi- 
cian stating  thai  he  is  physically  fitted  t<>  undertake  the  contemplated  course 
of  study  and  giving  information  as  to  any  physical  weakness  the  candidate 
may  have. 

Four-tears  Coukse. 

There  is  provided,  also,  a  four-years  course,  for  training  in  advanced  work. 
It  includes  the  following  in  addition  to  the  studies  of  the  two-years  course  :  — 

Language  and  literature,  —  English  literature  continued;  French  and 
Latin  required,  German  and  Greek  as  the  principal  and  visitors  of  the  school 
shall  decide. 
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Mathematics,  —  algebra  and  geometry  continued;  trigonometry  and 
surveying. 

Science,  —  chemistry,  physics  and  botany  continued  ;  geology ;  astronomy. 

Drawing  continued. 

General  history. 

Pupils  who  have  successfully  completed  an  approved  high-school  course, 
or  are  otherwise  qualified  for  the  work,  may  materially  shorten  the  time 
required  for  this  course  or  may  take  up  more  advanced  work. 

Students  in  the  four-years  course  do  not  finish  all  the  studies  of  the 
general  two-years  course  before  entering  on  the  work  of  the  two  additional 
years.  The  program  will  be  so  arranged  that  they  will  take  some  studies 
of  the  two-years  course  and  some  studies  of  these  two  advanced  years  each 
term.  These  studies  will  be  so  selected  and  arranged  as  to  give  the  greatest 
possible  symmetry  to  the  course. 

Conditions  of  admission  to  this  course  are  the  same  as  for  the  two-years 
course. 

Intermediate  Course. 

Pupils  who  cannot  take  the  full  four-years  course  may  profitably  take 
one  or  two  terms  of  this  course  in  addition  to  the  two-years  course.  Those 
who  take  a  year  of  such  work  will  have  it  recognized  on  their  diplomas. 
Pupils  are  urged  to  take  this  additional  year  of  work,  which  will  not  only 
give  them  better  preparation  for  teaching  in  the  common  schools  but  open 
to  them  higher  positions. 

Advanced  Courses  for  College  Graduates  and  Persons 
of  Equivalent  Qualifications. 

Course  of  Two  Years. 

Psychology,  history  of  education,  science  and  art  of  teaching,  school 
organization,  school  discipline,  school  laws  of  Massachusetts,  methods  of 
teaching  the  following  subjects  :  — 

1.  Language  and  literature,  —  English,  French,  German,  Latin  and 
Greek. 

2.  Mathematics,  —  arithmetic,  algebra,  geometry,  trigonometry  and  sur- 
veying. 

3.  Science,  —  chemistry,  physics,  astronomy,  physical  geography,  ge- 
ology, mineralogy,  botany,  zoology,  physiology. 

4.  History,  economics,  philosophy. 

5.  Drawing,  vocal  music,  physical  culture,  manual  training. 

6.  Preparation  of  specimens  and  apparatus. 

Course  of  One  Year. 

Persons  of  exceptional  maturity,  of  a  high  standing  in  college,  and  who 
give  evidence  of  superior  scholarship  and  special  aptness  to  teach,  may.

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with  the  approval  of  the  principal  of  the  school  and  of  the  Board  of  Visitors, 
select  from  the  above  curriculum  of  study  a  course  which  may  be  completed 
in  one  year,  and  when  such  course  is  successfully  completed  they  shall 
receive  a  certificate  for  the  same. 

Requirements  for  admission  to  these  courses  are  college  graduation  or  its 
equivalent.  Candidates  must  present  testimonials  as  to  character  and  a 
physician's  certificate  similar  to  that  required  of  other  candidates. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  courses,  special  courses  are  available  for  college 
and  normal  school  graduates  and  others  of  special  qualifications. 

KINDERGARTEN. 

The  kindergarten  course  requires  two  years  for  its  completion, —one 
year  of  practical  work  with  the  children  and  the  theory  and  history  of 
kindergarten,  and  one  year  of  study  and  training  in  mental  science  and 
didactics  and  in  the  elements  of  the  natural  sciences.  No  tuition  is  charged 
those  who  complete  the  course. 

AIMS  AND   METHODS   OF   STUDY  AND   TRAINING. 

The  ends  to  be  secured  by  a  course  of  study  and  practice  in  this  school 
are  a  knowledge  of  that  which  is  to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools,  the 
development  of  the  mental  powers,  a  knowledge  of  the  principles  and 
methods  of  teaching,  and  skill  in  the  art  of  teaching. 

All  the  studies  are  pursued  on  the  topical  plan,  and  with  special  reference 
to  the  best  ways  of  teaching  them.  Lessons  are  prepared  not  merely  for 
the  purpose  of  gaining  knowledge,  but  for  the  purpose  of  presenting 
models  of  recitation,  and  for  teaching.  Every  pupil  frequently  takes  charge 
of  a  class  and  teaches  topics,  so  that  throughout  the  course  he  is  under 
actual  training  as  a  teacher. 

TOPICS   OP  TWO- YEARS   COURSE. 

Theory  and  Art  ok  Teaching.  —  Psychology  in  its  relation  to  princi- 
ples and  methods  of  teaching  ;  school  organization  and  government ;  school 
laws  of  Massachusetts;  several  weeks  of  purely  professional  work  in 
common  English  branches. 

READING. — Vocal  culture  ;  sight  reading;  study  of  pieces  ;  methods. 

Composition  (1)-—  Capitals,  punctuation,  letter  writing,  business  forms, 
language  lessons. 

Composition  (2). —  Paragraphing;  compositions  on  subjects  assigned; 
criticism  in  class  and  by  class;  spelling;   etymology. 

Grammar, —  Outline  of  subject  ;  parts  of  expressions  taught  and  named  ; 
words  studied  with  reference  to  classification,  properties  and  construction: 
parsing  and  analysis  of  sentences. 
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Rhetoric.  —  Study  of  figurative  language  and  qualities  of  style,  with 
practical  applications,  followed  by  several  weeks  of  composition  writing 
and  criticism ;  study  of  the  mind  and  its  qualities,  including  wit,  humor, 
etc. ;  the  sensibilities,  especially  taste. 

English  Literature.  —  A  study  of  the  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  century 
authors  ;  reading  (in  addition)  The  Merchant  of  Venice  and  Julius  Ccesar. 

United  States  History.  —  Periods  of  discoveries ;  explorations ;  settle- 
ments and  colonies,  with  the  included  wars  ;  revolution  ;  constitution  ;  civil 
war  and  events  following ;  collateral  reading ;  civil  polity. 

Arithmetic  (1).  —  Notation,  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication  and 
division  of  integral  numbers ;  factors  and  multiples ;  common  fractional 
numbers  ;  decimals  ;  compound  denominate  numbers  ;  metric  system  taught 
by  apparatus  ;  practical  work. 

Arithmetic  (2).—  Percentage,  and  its  application  in  commission,  taxes, 
interest,  banking,  etc. ;  extraction  of  roots,  with  applications  ;  mensuration  ; 
examples  and  problems  in  all  subjects  taught,  to  apply  knowledge.  Pupils 
are  encouraged  to  seek  information  at  the  post-office,  at  lawyers7  offices, 
banks,  stores  and  the  teacher's  desk,  and  thus  to  become  familiar  with  the 
practical  applications  of  arithmetic  in  the  affairs  of  every-day  life. 

Book-keeping.  —  Study  of  the  principles  and  forms  of  single  entry,  with 
practical  applications. 

Algebra.  —  Usual  topics  preceding  quadratics. 

Geometry.  —  Geometry  for  grammar  grades.  First  three  books  of 
Wentworth's  Geometry,  or  their  equivalent.  Pupils  do  not  use  text-books. 
They  are  required  to  work  out  and  teach  most  of  the  definitions,  theorems 
and  constructions  of  the  course. 

Animals.  —  General  characteristics  of  animals;  resemblances  and  differ- 
ences ;  uses  of  animals  ;  special  study  of  some  group  ;  classification  ;  adap- 
tation of  this  subject  to  elementary  instruction, —  zoological  phase  of  nature 
study.  The  school  has  a  "working  cabinet"  unexcelled  by  that  of  any 
school  of  like  rank,  which,  with  fresh  material,  is  in  daily  use  in  classes. 

Plants.  —  Study  of  plants  for  knowledge  of  structure,  habits  and  uses; 
classification ;  analysis  of  plants  of  the  region.  Nature  study  from  the 
botanical  side.     Pupils  observe,  draw,  describe,  experiment,  teach. 

Physiology.  —  General  outline  of  subject;  anatomy,  physiology  and 
hygiene  of  digestive  organs,  including  classification  of  food-stuffs  and 
methods  of  preparing  food  ;  anatomy,  physiology  and  hygiene  of  circulatoiy 
and  respiratary  organs  ;  animal  heat,  —  its  nature,  source,  distribution,  reg- 
ulation, etc.;  clothing,  —  use,  qualities  desirable  in,  qualities  of  common 
materials,  how  to  dress  hygienically,  etc.  Anatomy  is  taught  from  anatomi- 
cal preparations  of  organs  of  the  human  body ;  and  physiology,  as  far  as 
possible,  by  observing  organs  of  other  animals  in  action,  and  by  simple 
experiments. 

Physics.  —  Matter  and  its  properties;  motion,  force,  resistance,  work, 
energy  ;  definition  and  enumeration  of  forces  ;  effects  of  cohesion  in  deter- 
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mining  the  condition  of  bodies ;  effects  of  gravitation,  including  pressures 
of  liquids  and  gases,  with  consequences  and  applications ;  transference  of 
energy  ;  machines ;  electricity,  special  attention  being  given  to  elementary 
phenomena  and  to  practical  applications.  In  this  subject  everything  is 
taught  experimentally,  pupils  being  required,  as  far  as  possible,  to  per- 
form all  important  experiments  for  themselves. 

Chemistry.  —  Chemical  physics  and  inorganic  chemistry,  with  labora- 
tory practice  by  each  pupil. 

Minerals.  —  Lessons  to  show  what  a  mineral  is;  properties,  varieties 
and  uses  of  the  more  important  minerals;  composition  of  minerals;  rocks 
as  composed  of  minerals ;  classification  and  means  of  determining  the 
common  minerals.     Material  and  apparatus  are  provided  for  each  pupil. 

Geography  (1).  —  Scientific  study  of  the  form,  size  and  motions  of  the 
earth  ;  configuration  and  relief  of  the  land  masses  ;  atmospheric  and  oceanic 
movements  ;  climate  ;  plant  and  animal  life,  and  especially  man,  including 
distribution  of  races  and  all  conditions  affecting  this  distribution ;  religion, 
government  and  whatever  affects  the  civilization  of  the  races. 

Geography  (2).  —  Elementary  lessons  in  geography. 

Drawing.  —  Sketching  from  natural  objects  and  a  study  of  the  principles 
of  the  appearance  of  objects  ;  form  study  ;  geometric  drawing ;  color ;  his- 
toric ornament;  principles  of  arrangement;  study  of  plant  form  and  its 
use  in  design;  management  and  use  of  clay;  study  of  the  outline  course 
for  public  schools  ;  arrangement  of  separate  lessons.  Drawing  is  required 
for  only  one  year  but  any  who  wish  may  continue  an  additional  term  or 
two,  following  the  plan  of  studio  work  laid  out  for  the  advanced  course. 

Vocal  Music.  —  Rhythmics,  melodies,  dynamics,  sight-singing,  methods. 

Sloyd.  —  Constructing  specified  number  of  wooden  models  embodying  a 
progressive  series  of  exercises  with  hand  tools.  Making  working  drawings 
from  objects. 

Lessons  on  the  educational  value  of  the  work,  the  principles  governing 
the  progression  of  exercises,  the  sharpening  and  care  of  tools,  different 
varieties  of  wood.     Practice  in  conducting  classes. 

PHYSICAL  CULTURE.  —  (Jymnastics  (Ling  System).  —  Practice  (three  times 
a  week);  use  of  Posse  Handbook  of  Gymnastics.  Theory.  —  Physiology 
of  bodily  exercise;  systematic  classification  of  gymnastic  movements; 
mechanical  laws  forming  a  basis  for  correct  progression  of  gymnastic 
movements.  Teaching.  —  Conducting  classes  in  gymnasium  and  practice 
schools;  constructing  tables  of  exercises, 


TOPICS  OF  THE  FOUR-YEARS  COURSE. 

Same  as  those  for  (lie  two-years  course,  willi  flic   following  additions:  — 

Geometry.  —  Plane  geometry  completed.    The  method  is  the  same  as 
for  the  two-years  course. 
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Algebra.  —  Pupils  have  constant  drill  in  the  application  of  the  prin- 
ciples, and  are  taught  how  to  teach  the  following  topics  to  classes  in  the 
upper  grades  of  school:  Involution,  evolution,  radicals  and  radical  equa- 
tions, imaginary  quantities,  quadratics,  simple  indeterminate  equations, 
inequalities,  ratio,  proportion,  progressive  series,  binominal  theorem,  loga- 
rithms and  logarithmic  tables. 

Trigonometry  and  Surveying.  —  Functions  of  arcs  and  angles ;  use  of 
tables ;  trigonometrical  theorems  and  formulae ;  solutions  of  triangles ; 
measurement  of  heights  and  distances  by  direct  and  indirect  methods ; 
running  boundaries;  setting  and  plotting  curves;  levelling  and  grading; 
determination  of  areas ;  field  work,  with  practical  use  of  surveyor's  com- 
pass and  transit  instrument. 

English  Literature.  —  A  study  of  Shakespeare's  Merchant  of  Venice ; 
Milton's  IS Allegro,  II  Penseroso,  Comas  and  Lyciclas ;  Webster's  First 
Bunker  Hill  Oration.  Reading,  in  addition,  A  Midsummer  Night1  s  Bream  ; 
Irving's  Tales  of  a  Traveller;  Scott's  Woodstock;  Macaulay's  Essay  on  Mil- 
ton; Longfellow's  Evangeline ;  George  Eliot's  Silas  Marner. 

Drawing.  —  Advanced  work  in  machine  drawing ;  building  construction  ; 
historic  ornament ;  drawing  of  plant  form ;  design ;  color ;  models  and 
casts  in  outline,  and  shaded  in  charcoal. 

Astronomy.  —  Methods  of  describing  position  of  heavenly  bodies ; 
refraction,  parallax  and  precession ;  classification  'of  heavenly  bodies ; 
particular  stud}^  of  earth,  sun  and  moon  ;  tides ;  eclipses ;  geography  of 
celestial  sphere. 

Geology.  —  General  study  of  the  surrounding  region;  the  structure  of 
the  earth  and  the  agencies  now  at  work  modifying  the  structure ;  historical 
geology ;  special  study  and  interpretation  of  local  features. 

Physics. — Sound,  heat,  light,  electricity  and  magnetism,  with  practical 
applications ;  special  attention  given  to  electrical  measurements  and  to  the 
dynamo  and  its  uses. 

Chemistry.  —  Qualitative  analysis  of  liquids  and  solids ;  chemical 
theories ;  preparation  of  chemicals  and  apparatus ;  a  few  lessons  in  quanti- 
tative analysis. 

Botany.  —  A  more  minute  and  detailed  study  of  the  structure  of  plants, 
including  the  lower  groups,  than  is  possible  in  elementary  course,  with  use 
of  microscope  ;  composition  and  food  of  plants  ;  growth  and  development; 
classification.  Special  work,  varying  with  the  individual,  for  such  as  show 
requisite  ability  and  have  the  necessary  time ;  collateral  reading. 

Latin.  —  Elementary  work ;  Caesar,  Cicero,  Vergil  (Catullus,  Horace  or 
other  authors,  as  occasion  may  require)  ;  sight  translation ;  colloquia ; 
poetical  form  ;  study  of  customs,  men,  times  and  style;  writing  and  talk- 
ing simple  Latin  as  a  helpful  means  of  mastering  the  language ;  recita- 
tions conducted  in  Latin. 

Training  is  given  in  a  "  language  "  method  involving  the  application  of 
inductive  principles  to  language  study.     Pupils  will  be  taught  to  conduct 
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classes  with  a  view  to  making  work  in  Latin  of  distinct  literary  value  and 
developing  real  language  power.  They  will  be  required  to  make  a  practical 
application  of  their  knowledge  in  teaching. 

Those  who  come  well  prepared  in  the  authors  read  may  enter  at  once  on 
the  professional  work ;  they  may  materially  shorten  the  time  required  for 
Latin  and  at  the  same  time  secure  a  wider  acquaintance  with  its  literature, 
including  some  college  work. 

French.  —  First  year:  Methode  Berlitz,  Ier  Livre ;  Masson's  Le  Rive  de 
Noel ;  Masson's  Une  Vengeance  de  Jeannot  Lapin ;  Colomb's  La  Famille 
de  Friquet ;  Bercy's  La  Langue  Francaise  ;  Sauveur's  Contes  Merveilleux  : 
Lamartine's  Jeanne  d'Arc ;  Grandgent's  Materials  for  French  Composition, 
Part  IV. ;  Marcel's  Methode  Ralionelle  ;  Edgren's  French  Grammar. 

Second  year  :  Sand's  La  Mare  au  Liable  ;  Greville's  Dosia  ;  Lamartine's 
Graziella ;  About's  Le  Roi  des  Montagues ;  Sauveur's  Les  Fables  de  La 
Fontaine ;  Grandgent's  Materials  for  French  Composition,  Fart  III. ; 
Marcel's  Methode  Ralionelle  ;  Edgren's  French  Grammar;  Languellier  and 
Monsanto's  French  Grammar. 

The  natural  method  is  used,  and  the  pupils  themselves  are  required  to 
give  lessons.  Those  who  come  well  prepared  are  allowed  to  enter  at  once 
on  professional  work,  and  to  take  a  more  extended  course  in  the  literature 
of  the  language. 

General  History.  —  Oriental  Nations :  Brief  survey  ;  character  of  civil- 
ization. Greece  and.  Rome  :  Peoples  and  migrations  ;  geographical  position 
and  consequences ;  inheritances  from  older  nations ;  outline  of  history, 
including  development  of  characteristic  political,  social  and  religious  insti- 
tutions ;  legacies  to  future  States.  Teutonic  Peoples  :  Their  movements  and 
settlements ;  their  institutions.  Europe  from  the  beginning  of  the  Middle 
Ages  to  the  present  lime:  Study  of  Europe  as  a  whole  by  periods,  giving  a 
connected  account  of  the  leading  events  of  each  period,  but  devoting  special 
attention  to  the  main  forces  at  work,  the  formation  of  new  States,  the  growth 
of  nationality  and  constitutional  government,  and  the  relation  of  Europe  to 
America;  study  of  Europe  by  parts,  tracing  the  growth  of  each  State  by 
periods. 

I'upils  make  charts  and  write  essays,  illustrating  and  emphasizing  some 
of  the  features  of  the  course.  Instruction  and  training  are  given  in  the 
inductive  method  as  applied  to  history,  with  a  view  to  the  development  of 
the  "  historical  spirit." 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADUATIONS. 

Examinations,  both  oral  and  written,  are  made  each  term,  and  the  result 
in  each  must,  be  satisfactory  to  enable  the  pupil  to  advance  to  the  studies 
next  in  order.  Diplomas  are  given  to  those  pupils  who  have  satisfactorily 
completed  all  the  studies  of  the  two-years  course  or  <•!'  Hie  four-yeai'S 
course.  Pupils  who  take  a  year  of  the  advanced  course  in  addition  to  the 
two-years  course  have  this  fact  specially  recognized,  on  their  diplomas. 
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EMPLOYMENT   OP   GRADUATES,  ETC. 

The  demand  for  graduates  of  this  school  is  steadily  and  rapidly  increas- 
ing. During  the  past  two  years  it  has  been  greater  than  the  supply.  A 
noteworthy  fact  concerning  this  demand  is  the  large  increase  in  calls  for 
teachers  for  positions  of  high  grade.  Great  encouragement  is  thus  given 
to  the  best  graduates  of  high  schools,  desiring  to  teach,  to  take  a  course  of 
professional  training  as  the  shortest  as  well  as  in  every  respect  the  best 
way  to  eminence  in  the  profession. 


LECTURES. 

From  time  to  time  lectures  are  secured  from  prominent  persons  in  this 
and  other  States.  During  the  year  the  following  gentlemen  have  addressed 
the  school :  Secretary  Frank  A.  Hill,  Mr.  Henry  T.  Bailey,  Mr.  W.  W.  Col- 
burn,  Prof.  Fred  W.  Atkinson,  Prof.  Wm.  Orr,  Jr.,  and  Capt.  E.  L.  Peck. 


DISCIPLINE. 

Pupils  are  treated  with  confidence,  and,  as  far  as  may  be,  the  government 
of  the  school  is  left  in  their  hands.  But  nothing  less  than  regular  attend- 
ance, good  behavior  and  hearty  allegiance  to  all  the  interests  of  the  school 
are  accepted  as  a  condition  of  membership.  The  work  of  the  school  cannot 
be  acceptably  done  by  those  who  do  not  make  it  their  only  occupation  during 
their  connection  with  the  school. 


EXPENSES,    AID,    ETC. 

Tuition  is  free  to  those  complying  with  the  condition  of  teaching  in  the 
public  schools  of  Massachusetts,  wherever  they  may  have  resided  previously. 

Persons  intending  to  teach  in  other  States,  or  in  private  schools,  are 
admitted  on  payment  of  fifteen  dollars  for  each  half  year. 

For  those  who  take  a  special  course  in  kindergarten  the  tuition  is  fifty 
dollars  per  year. 

Text-books  required  are  furnished  from  the  school  library  without  charge. 

For  cost  of  board  see  under  "  Normal  Hall.11 

To  assist  those  students  in  the  school  who  find  it  difficult  to  meet  the  ex- 
penses of  the  course  pecuniary  aid  is  furnished  by  the  State  in  sums  varying 
according  to  the  distance  of  their  homes  from  Westfield,  though  never 
exceeding  $1.50  per  week.  This  aid  is  not  furnished  for  the  first  term  of 
attendance ;  and  those  who  fail  (through  their  own  fault)  to  complete  the 
course  or  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts  are  required  to 
refund  whatever  they  may  have  received. 
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NORMAL   SCHOOL   SCHOLARSHIPS  AT  HARVARD 
UNIVERSITY. 

There  are  eight  scholarships  in  the  scientific  school  at  Harvard  University 
for  the  benefit  of  graduates  of  normal  schools.  The  annual  value  of  each 
of  these  scholarships  is  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  which  is  the  price  of 
tuition,  so  that  the  holder  of  the  scholarship  gets  his  tuition  free. 

The  incumbents  are  originally  appointed  for  one  year,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  principals  of  the  schools  from  which  they  have  been 
severally  graduated.  These  appointments  may  be  annually  renewed,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  faculty  of  the  scientific  school. 


NORMAL  HALL. 

Mrs.  M.  E.  Gernhardt,  Matron. 

The  State  has  erected  and  furnished  for  the  school  a  very  pleasant  and 
commodious  boarding-hall,  which  is  accurately  represented  in  the  accom- 
panying cut.  The  hall  is  under  the  charge  of  the  principal.  Several  of 
the  teachers  board  with  the  students,  and  no  pains  will  be  spared  to  make 
the  hall  a  home  for  the  pupils. 

Pupils  from  abroad  are  required  to  board  in  this  hall,  except  as  they  may 
board  with  relatives  or  work  for  their  board  in  private  families. 

A  pleasant  reading-room  is  provided  for  the  daily  use  of  the  students. 
This  room  is  furnished  with  a  daily  paper,  the  leading  magazines  and  a 
variety  of  other  publications.  Through  the  efforts  and  contributions  of 
teachers  and  pupils  there  has  been  provided  a  library  of  choice  works  for 
general  reading  and  for  reference.  This  library  has  been  materially 
increased  through  efforts  of  the  class  of  189:]. 

The  usual  price  of  board  for  the  time  the  school  is  in  session  during  the 
year  is  $150  for  ladies  and  $100  for  gentlemen;  $40  must  be  paid  by  each 
student  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  in  September,  $35  by  ladies  and 
$10  by  gentlemen  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  quarter,  and  the  same 
sums  at  the  beginning  of  the  third  and  fourth  quarters,  respectively. 

The  rates  given  above  are  for  those  who  have  room-mates.  Those  who 
desire  to  room  alone  can  generally  be  accommodated  at  an  additional 
charge  of  50  cents  per  week.  Ladies  who,  for  any  reason,  during  any 
quarter,  are  members  of  the  school  for  less  than  a  quarter,  are  charged  $4 
per  week;  gentlemen,  $4.25.  Ladies  who  do  not  pay  their  board  during 
the  first  two  weeks  of  any  quarter  are  charged  $4  per  week,  gentlemen, 
$4.25  per  week,  for  the  board  in  arrears.  Visitors  can  have  good  accom- 
modations at  $1  per  day  or  $5  per  week;  dinner,  35  cents;  supper  or 
breakfast,  25  cents  ;  lodging,  50  cents.  Former  members  of  the  school  will 
be  allowed  a  discount  of  10  per  cent,  from  prices  charged  other  visitors. 
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Each  boarder  is  required  to  bring  bedding,  towels,  napkins,  a  napkin  ring 
and  two  clothes  bags.  Each  pupil  will  want,  ordinarily,  four  pillow  cases 
twenty  inches  wide,  three  sheets  and  two  blankets  or  their  equivalent.  All 
bedding  should  be  suitable  for  single  beds  three  feet  wide.  All  articles 
sent  to  the  laundry  must  be  distinctly  marked  with  the  owner's  name,  to 
avoid  extra  charge  for  washing.    Initials  will  not  answer. 
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General  Remarks. 


The  normal  school  is  always  open  to  the  public.  Parents  and  guardians 
of  its  pupils  are  especially  invited  to  visit  the  school  often,  and  learn  by 
personal  inspection  what  it  attempts  to  do  for  its  members. 

A  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  teachers  and  school  committees  to  visit 
the  school  at  their  convenience.  They  will  be  welcome  for  a  day,  a  week 
or  a  month.

In  accordance  with  a  vote  passed  by  the  Board  of  Education  in  Decem- 
ber, 1838,  the  first  normal  schools  in  America  were  established  in  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  in  1839.  This  normal  school  was  opened  at 
Barre,  Sept.  4,  1839.  It  was  transferred  to  Westfield  in  1844.  Three  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  eighty-five  students  have  been  admitted  to  the 
school.  Since  1855,  the  date  of  the  first  formal  graduation,  one  thousand 
four  hundred  and  eleven  students  have  received  diplomas  upon  the  comple- 
tion of  the  prescribed  course  of  study. 

LOCATION. 

The  school  is  located  in  Westfield,  —  a  beautiful  town  on  the  Boston  & 
Albany  and  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  (Northampton  division) 
railroads.  Electric  cars  run  from  the  stations  past  the  school  building. 
Students  enjoy  the  fine  walks  under  the  stately  elms  with  which  Westfield 
abounds.  The  bold  scenery  bordering  the  town  on  the  east  and  on  the  west 
invites  to  pleasant  and  healthful  excursions  on  the  weekly  holiday. 

LIBRARIES,  APPARATUS,   ETC. 

Pupils  have  free  access  to  valuable  libraries  for  general  reference  and 
reading.  Excellent  apparatus  is  provided  for  the  illustration  of  the  more 
important  principles  in  the  natural  sciences. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  furnishes  opportunity  for  the  inductive 
study  of  chemistry.  In  this,  under  competent  supervision,  students  may 
perform  for  themselves  the  more  important  experiments,  and  thus  acquire 
skill  in  manipulation  and  a  confidence  obtainable  in  no  other  way. 

The  Physical  Laboratory  is  admirably  fitted  up  for  class  work  and 
for  individual  work  by  the  students. 

The  Geological  and  Mineralogical  Laboratory  is  furnished  with 
specimens  for  study  and  with  helpful  apparatus. 

The  Biological  Laboratory  is  supplied  with  specimens  and  apparatus 
so  as  to  afford  many  facilities  for  the  study  of  animals  and  plants. 

The  Art  Room  affords  excellent  facilities  for  training  in  the  various 
departments  of  drawing.  A  Large  number  of  examples  of  casts,  models 
and  Hat  copies  is  supplied  for  the  use  of  students  in  this  department. 
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Manual  Training,  compiling  a  course  in  Sloyd,  is  now  included  in 
the  two-years  course  of  the  normal  school.  All  the  tools  and  the  requisite 
material  used  are  furnished  without  cost  to  the  students. 

The  Gymnasium,  well  equipped  with  apparatus,  enables  the  students 
under  a  skilful  teacher  to  gain  such  knowledge  of  a  system  of  gymnastics 
that  they  can  better  promote  their  own  health  and  that  of  their  pupils. 

The  grounds  adjoining  the  school  building  are  ample  for  lawn  tennis  and 
for  other  games. 

TRAINING    SCHOOL. 

The  schools  for  children,  occupying  a  part  of  the  new  normal  school 
building,  furnish  special  opportunities  for  observing  the  applications  of 
the  principles  of  teaching  in  schools  of  the  different  grades.  In  these 
schools  the  normal  students  receive  that  practical  training  as  teachers 
which  supplements  the  training  received  in  the  classes  of  the  normal 
school.  By  actual  practice  in  teaching  children  students  will  be  able  to 
test  their  ability  to  teach  before  graduating  from  the  normal  school. 


COURSES    OF    STUDY. 

The  school  offers  a  general  two-years  course,  advanced  courses,  special 
courses  for  college  graduates,  and  a  kindergarten  course. 

I.    General  Two-years  Course. 

The  general  course  of  study  for  two  years  comprises  the  following  sub- 
jects :  — 

1  Psychology,  history  of  education,  principles  of  education,  methods  of 
instruction  and  discipline,  school  organization,  school  laws  of  Massachusetts. 

2.     Methods  of  teaching  the  following  subjects  :  — 

English,  —  reading,  language,  rhetoric,  composition,  literature,  history. 

Mathematics,  —  arithmetic,  book-keeping,  elementary  algebra  and  ge- 
ometry. 

Science,  —  elementary  physics  and  chemistry,  geograph}7,  physiology  and 
hygiene,  study  of  minerals,  plants  and  animals. 

Drawing,  vocal  music,  physical  culture,  manual  training. 

Observation  aud  practice  in  the  training  school,  and  observation  in  other 
public  schools. 

Course  of  One  Year. 
Graduates  of  colleges  and  universities,  and  graduates  of  high  schools  of 
a  high  grade  and  standing  who  give  evidence  of  maturity,  good  scholarship 
and  of  aptness  to  teach,  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  principal  of  the  school 
and  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  select  from  the  above  curriculum  of  study  a 
course  which  may  be  completed  in  one  year,  and  when  such  course  is  suc- 
cessfully completed  they  shall  receive  a  certificate  for  the  same. 
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IT.    Four-years  Course. 

There  is  provided,  also,  a  four-years  course,  for  training  in  advanced  work. 
It  includes  the  following  in  addition  to  the  studies  of  the  two-years  course  :  — 

Language, —  English  language  and  literature  continued;  French  and 
Latin  required,  German  and  Greek  as  the  principal  and  visitors  of  the 
school  shall  decide. 

Mathematics,  —  algebra  and  geometry  continued;  trigonometry  and  sur- 
veying 

Science,  —  chemistry,  physics,  zoology,  botany  and  mineralogy  continued  ; 
geology,  astronomy. 

Drawing  continued  ;  vocal  music. 

General  history. 

Pupils  who  have  successfully  completed  an  approved  high-school  course, 
or  are  otherwise  qualified  for  the  work,  may  materially  shorten  the  time 
required  for  this  course  or  may  take  up  more  advanced  work. 

Students  in  the  four-years  course  do  not  finish  all  the  studies  of  the  gen- 
eral two-years  course  before  entering  on  the  work  of  the  two  additional 
years.  The  program  will  be  so  arranged  that  they  will  take  some  studies 
of  the  two-years  course  and  some  studies  of  these  two  advanced  years  each 
term.  These  studies  will  be  so  selected  and  arranged  as  to  give  the  great- 
est possible  symmetry  to  the  course. 

III.  Intermediate  Course. 
Pupils  who  cannot  take  the  full  four-years  course  may  profitably  take 
one  or  two  terms  of  this  course  in  addition  to  the  two-years  course.  Those 
who  take  a  year  of  such  work  will  have  it  recognized  on  their  diplomas. 
Pupils  are  urged  to  take  this  additional  year  of  work,  which  will  not  only 
give  them  better  preparation  for  teaching  in  the  common  schools  but  open 
to  them  higher  positions 

IV.    Advanced  Course. 

(For  college  graduates  and  those  of  equivalent  qualifications,  including  promising  graduates 
from  the  general  two-years  course.) 

This  course  was  established  because  of  the  desire  to  secure  persons  of 
wide  scholarship,  practically  trained  in  the  principles  and  methods  of  cor- 
rect teaching,  who  as  principals  can  supervise  the  work  of  grammar  and 
lower  grades,  or  can  take  charge  of  high  schools,  or  who  as  superintendents 
can  arrange  courses  of  study  and  direct  the  work  of  the  schools  of  a  town, 
city  or  district      It  includes  the  following  subjects  :  — 

Course  of  Two  Years. 

1.  Psychology,  history  of  education,  science  and  art  of  teaching,  school 
organization,  sohool  discipline,  school  laws  of  Massachusetts. 

2.  Professional  training  in  the  following  subjects:  — 

Language  and  literature, —  English,  French,  German,  Latin  and  Greek. 
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Mathematics,  —  arithmetic,  algebra,  geometry,  trigonometry  and  sur- 
veying. 

Science,  —  chemistry,  physics,  astronomy,  physical  geography,  geology, 
mineralogy,  botany,  zoology,  physiology  and  hygiene,  preparation  of  speci- 
mens and  apparatus. 

History,  economics,  philosophy. 

Drawing,  vocal  music,  physical  culture,  manual  training. 

Oourse  of  One  Year. 
Persons  of  unexceptional  maturity,  of  a  high  standing  in  college,  and  who 
give  evidence  of  superior  scholarship  and  special  aptness  to  teach,  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  principal  of  the  school  and  of  the  Board  of  Visitors, 
select  from  the  above  curriculum  of  study  a  course  which  may  be  com- 
pleted in  one  year,  and  when  such  course  is  successfully  completed  they 
shall  receive  a  certificate  for  the  same. 

KINDERGARTEN. 

The  kindergarten  course  requires  two  years  for  its  completion,  —  one 
year  of  practical  work  with  the  children  and  the  theory  and  history  of 
kindergarten,  and  one  year  of  study  and  training  in  mental  science  and 
didactics  and  in  the  elements  of  the  natural  sciences.  No  tuition  is  charged 
those  who  complete  the  course. 

SPECIAL    WORK. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  courses,  special  courses  are  available  for  col- 
lege and  normal  school  graduates  and  others  of  special  qualifications. 

TIMES    OP    ADMISSION. 

Examinations  for  admission  take  place  at  the  close  of  the  school  year 
and  also  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  oftener,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
visitors  and  the  principal. 

The  next  examinations  begin  June  25,  1896,  at  9  a.m  ,  and  Sept.  8,  1896, 
at  9  a.m. 

'  New  classes  will  be  admitted  only  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term,  and, 
as  the  studies  of  the  course  are  arranged  progressively  from  that  time,  it  is 
important  that  students  shall  present  themselves  then  for  duty.  In  indi- 
vidual cases  and  for  strong  reasons  exceptions  to  this  requirement  are 
permissible,  but  only  after  due  examination,  and  upon  the  understanding 
that  the  admission  shall  be  at  a  time  convenient  to  the  school  and  to  such 
classes  only  as  the  candidate  is  qualified  to  join. 

REQUIREMENTS    FOR    ADMISSION. 

All  candidates  for  admission  to  the  school  must  have  attained  the  age 
of  seventeen  years  complete,  if  joung  men,  and  sixteen  years,  if  young 
women ;  and  must  be  free  from  any  disease  or  infirmity  which  would  unfit 
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them  for  the  office  of  teacher.  They  must  present  certificates  of  good 
moral  standing,  and  give  evidence  of  good  intellectual  capacity  (records  of 
scholarship  standing  are  desired) . 

Conditions  for  entering  the  advanced  course  are  graduation  from  college 
or  its  equivalent.  Promising  graduates  from  the  general  two-years  course 
are  also  permitted  to  take  it.     No  admission  examinations  are  required. 

Those  who  wish  to  enter  other  courses  must  be  graduates  of  high  schools 
whose  courses  of  study  have  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Education, 
or  they  must  have  received,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  principal  and  the 
Board  of  Visitors  of  the  school,  the  equivalent  of  a  good  high-school 
education  ;  and  they  must,  unless  college  graduates,  pass  satisfactory  written 
and  oral  examinations.  The  examinations  shall  cover  such  elementary  and 
high-school  subjects  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Board. 

For  1896  and  thereafter,  until  further  notice,  the  examinations  will  em- 
brace papers  on  the  following  groups,  a  single  paper  with  a  maximum  time 
allowance  of  two  hours  to  cover  each  of  groups  1,  2  and  4,  and  a  single 
paper  with  a  maximum  time  allowance  of  one  hour  to  cover  each  of  groups 
3  and  5  (five  papers  with  a  maximum  time  allowance  of  eight  hours). 

1.  Languages.  —  (a)  English,  with  its  grammar  and  literature,  and 
(6)  one  of  the  three  languages,  Latin,  French  and  German. 

2.  Mathematics  —  (a)  Arithmetic,  (6)  the  elements  of  algebra  and  (c) 
the  elements  of  plane  geometry. 

3.  History  and  Geography.  —  The  history  and  civil  government  of  Mas- 
sachusetts and  the  United  States,  with  related  geography  and  so  much  of 
English  history  as  is  directly  contributory  to  a  knowledge  of  United  States 
history. 

4.  Sciences.  —  (a)  Physical  geography,  (b)  physiology  and  hygiene,  (c) 
physics,  (d)  botany  and  (e)  chemistry. 

5.  Drawing  and  Music. —  (a)  Elementary,  mechanical  and  freehand 
drawing,  with  anyone  of  the  topics,  —  form,  color  and  arrangement,  and 
(b)  musical  notation. 

A  reasonable  allowance  for  equivalents  will  be  made  in  case  a  candidate, 
for  satisfactory  reasons,  has  not  taken  a  study  named  for  examination. 

Oral  Examinations. 
Candidates  will  be  questioned  orally  either  upon  some  of  the  fore- 
going subjects  or  upon  matters  of  common  interest  to  them  and  the  school, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  examiners.  In  this  interview,  the  object  is  to  gain 
some  impression  about  the  candidates1  personal  characteristics  and  their  use 
of  language,  as  well  as  to  give  them  an  opportunity  to  furnish  an\  evidences 
of  qualification  that  might  not  otherwise  become  known  to  the  examiners. 
Any  work  of  a  personal,  genuine  and  legitimate  character  that  the  candi- 
dates have  done  in  connection  with  any  of  the  groups  that  are  set  for  exam- 
ination, and  thai  is  susceptible  of  visible  or  tangible  presentation,  may  be 
offered  at  this  time,  and  such  work  will  be  duly  weighed  in  the  final  esti- 
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mate,  and  may  even  determine  it.  To  indicate  the  scope  of  this  feature, 
the  following  kinds  of  possible  presentation  are  suggested,  but  the  candi- 
dates may  readity  extend  the  list :  — 

1.  A  book  of  drawing  exercises,  —  particularly  such  a  book  of  exercises 
as  one  might  prepare  in  following  the  directions  in  "An  Outline  of  Lessons 
in  Drawing  for  Ungraded  Schools,11  prepared  under  the  direction  of  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Education,  or  in  developing  any  branch  of  that 
scheme. 

2.  Any  laboratory  note-book  that  is  a  genuine  record  of  experiments 
performed,  data  gathered  or  work  done,  with  the  usual  accompaniments  of 
diagrams,  observations  and  conclusions. 

3.  Any  essay  or  article  that  presents  the  nature,  successive  steps  and 
conclusion  of  any  simple,  personally  conducted  investigation  of  a  scientific 
character,  with  such  diagrams,  sketches,  tables  and  other  helps  as  the  char- 
acter of  the  work  may  suggest. 

4.  Any  exercise  book  containing  compositions,  abstracts,  analyses  or 
other  written  work  that  involves  study  in  connection  with  the  literature 
requirements  of  the  examination. 

Special  Directions. 
I.    Languages. 

(a)  English.  —  The  importance  of  a  good  foundation  in  English  cannot 
be  overrated.  The  plan  and  the  subjects  for  the  examination  will  be  the 
same  as  those  generally  agreed  upon  by  the  colleges  and  high  technical 
schools  of  New  England.  While  candidates  are  strongly  advised  to  study, 
either  in  school  or  out,  all  the  works  given  in  this  plan,  the  topics  and  ques- 
tions will  be  so  prepared  for  1896,  and  thereafter  until  further  announce- 
ment, that  candidates  may  expect  to  meet  them  who  have  mastered  half 
of  the  works  assigned  for  reading  (or  a  bare  majority  of  them)  and  half 
of  the  works  assigned  for  study  and  practice,  the  selection  to  be  at  the  can- 
didates1 option,  or  that  of  the  schools  which  they  attend. 

No  candidate  will  be  accepted  in  English  whose  work  is  notably  deficient  in 
point  of  spelling,  punctuation,  idiom  or  division  of  paragraphs. 

1.  Beading  and  Practice.  —  A  limited  number  of  books  will  be  set  for 
reading.  The  candidates  will  be  required  to  present  evidence  of  a  general 
knowledge  of  the  subject-matter,  and  to  answer  simple  questions  on  the 
lives  of  the  authors.  The  form  of  examination  will  usually  be  the  writing 
of  a  paragraph  or  two  on  each  of  several  topics,  to  be  chosen  by  the  candi- 
dates from  a  considerable  number  —  perhaps  ten  or  fifteen  —  set  before  them 
.  in  the  examination  paper.  The  treatment  of  these  topics  is  designed  to 
test  the  candidates'  power  of  clear  and  accurate  expression,  and  will  call 
for  only  a  general  knowledge  of  the  substance  of  the  books  In  place  of  a 
part  or  the  whole  of  this  test,  candidates  may  present  exercise  books,  prop- 
erly certified  by  their  instructors,  containing  compositions  or  other  written 
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work  done  in  connection  with  the  reading  of  the  books.    The  books  set  for 
this  part  of  the  examination  will  be  :  — 

1896.  —  Shakespeare's  Midsummer  Night's  Dream;  Defoe's  History  of  the 
Plague  in  London;  Irving's  Tales  of  a  Traveller;  Scott's  Woodstock; 
Macaulay's  Essay  on  Milton ;  Longfellow's  Evangeline ;  George  Eliot's 
Silas  Manier. 

1897.  —  Shakespeare's  As  You  Like  It ;  Defoe's  History  of  the  Plague  in 
London;  Irving's  Tales  of  a  Traveller;  Hawthorne's  Tivice  Told  Tales; 
Longfellow's  Evangeline ;  George  Eliot's  Silas  Marner. 

1898.  —  Milton's  Paradise  Lost,  Books  I  and  II ;  Pope's  Iliad,  I  and  XXII ; 
The  Sir  Roger  de  Coverley  Papers  in  The  Spectator ;  Goldsmith's  Vicar  of 
Wakefield ;  Coleridge's  Ancient  Mariner ;  Southey's  Life  of  Nelson ;  Car- 
lyle's  Essay  on  Bums ;  Lowell's  Vision  of  Sir  Launfal ;  Hawthorne's  The 
House  of  the  Seven  Gables. 

2.  Study  and  Practice.  —  This  part  of  the  examination  presupposes  a 
more  careful  study  of  each  of  the  works  named  below.  The  examination 
will  be  upon  subject-matter,  form  and  structure,  and  will  also  test  the 
candidates'  ability  to  express  their  knowledge  with  clearness  and  accuracy. 
The  books  set  for  this  part  of  the  examination  will  be :  — 

1896.  —  Shakespeare's  Merchant  of  Venice;  Milton's  V Allegro,  II  Pense- 
roso,  Comus  and  Lycidas ;  Webster's  First  Bunker  Hill  Oration. 

1897. —  Shakespeare's  Merchant  of  Venice ;  Burke's  Speech  on  Conciliation 
with  America;  Scott's  Marmion;  Macaulay's  Life  of  Samuel  Johnson. 

1898.  —  Shakespeare's  Macbeth;  Burke's  Speech  on  Conciliation  with 
America ;  De  Quincey's  Flight  of  a  Tartar  Tribe ;  Tennyson's  The 
Princess. 

(b)  One  only  of  the  three  languages,  Latin,  French  and  German.  —  The 
translation  at  sight  of  simple  prose,  with  questions  on  the  usual  forms  and 
ordinary  constructions  of  the  language.  Candidates  are  earnestly  advised 
to  study  Latin  and  either  French  or  German. 


//.    Mathematics. 

(«)  Arithmetic.  —  Such  an  acquaintance  with  the  subject  as  may  be  gained 
in  a  good  grammar  school. 

(b)  Algebra.  —  The  mastery  of  any  text-book  suitable  for  the  youngest 
class  in  a  high  school,  through  cases  of  affected  quadratic  equations  involv- 
ing one  unknown  quantity. 

(c)  Geometry. —  The  elements  of  plane  geometry  as  presented  in  any 
high-school  text-book.  While  a  fair  acquaintance  with  ordinary  book  work 
in  geometry  will  for  the  present  be  accepted,  candidates  are  advised,  so  far 
as  practicable,  to  do  original  work  both  with  theorems  and  problems,  and 
an  opportunity  will  be  offered  them,  by  means  of  alternative  questions,  to 
test  their  ability  in  such  work. 
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III.    History  and  Geography. 

Any  school  text-book  on  United  States  history  will  enable  the  candidates 
to  meet  this  requirement,  provided  they  study  enough  of  geography  to 
illumine  the  history,  and  make  themselves  familiar  with  the  grander 
features  of  government  in  Massachusetts  and  the  United  States.  Collateral 
reading  in  United  States  history  is  strongly  advised. 

IV.     Sciences. 

(a)  Physical  Geography.  —  The  mastery  of  the  elements  of  this  subject 
as  presented  in  the  study  of  geography  in  a  good  grammar  school  If  the 
grammar-school  work  is  supplemented  by  the  study  of  some  elementary 
text-book  on  physical  geography,  better  preparation  still  is  assured. 

(b)  Physiology  and  Hygiene.  —  The  chief  elementary  facts  of  anatomy, 
the  general  functions  of  the  various  organs,  the  more  obvious  rules  of 
health,  and  the  more  striking  effects  of  alcoholic  drinks,  narcotics  and  stim- 
ulants upon  those  addicted  to  their  use. 

(c),  (d)  and  (e)  Physics,  Chemistry  and  Botany.  —  The  elementary  prin- 
ciples of  these  subjects  so  far  as  they  may  be  presented  in  the  courses 
usually  devoted  to  them  in  good  high  schools.  Study  of  the  foregoing 
sciences,  or  of  some  of  them,  with  the  aid  of  laboratory  methods,  is 
earnestly  recommended. 

V.    Drawing  and  Music. 

(a)  Drawing.  —  Mechanical  and  freehand  drawing, —  enough  to  enable 
the  candidate  to  draw  a  simple  object,  like  a  box  or  a  pyramid  or  a  c}7linder, 
with  plan  and  elevation,  to  scale,  and  to  make  a  freehand  sketch  of  the 
same  in  perspective.  Also  any  one  of  the  three  topics,  —  form,  color  and 
arrangement. 

(6)  Music.  —  The  elementary  principles  of  musical  notation,  such  as  an 
instructor  should  know  in  teaching  singing  in  the  schools.  Ability  to  sing, 
while  not  required,  will  be  prized  as  an  additional  qualification. 

NOTE. 

It  may  be  said,  in  general,  that  if  the  ordinary  work  of  a  good  statutory 
high  school,  even  if  it  is  of  the  second  or  lower  grade,  is  well  done,  the 
candidates  should  have  no  difficulty  in  meeting  any  of  the  academic  tests  to 
which  they  may  be  subjected.  They  cannot  be  too  earnestly  urged,  how- 
ever, to  avail  themselves  of  the  best  high-school  facilities  attainable  in  a 
four-years  course,  even  though  they  should  pursue  studies  to  an  extent  not 
insisted  on,  or  take  studies  not  prescribed  in,  the  admission  requirements. 

The  importance  of  a  good  record  in  the  high  school  cannot  be  over-esti- 
mated. The  stronger  the  evidence  of  character,  scholarship  and  promise, 
of  whatever  kind,  candidates  bring,  especially  from  schools  of  high  repu-

tation  and  from  teachers  of  good  judgment  and  fearless  expression,  the 
greater  confidence  they  may  have  in  guarding  themselves  against  the  con- 
tingencies of  an  examination  and  of  satisfying  the  examiners  with  their 
fitness. 

SPECIAL    STUDENTS. 

The  conditions  of  admission  described  above  are  for  those  who  regularly 
enter  the  several  courses  with  the  idea  of  taking  the  diplomas  of  the  school 
on  the  completion  of  those  courses.  Special  students,  however,  may  be 
admitted  under  such  regulations  as  the  Board  of  Visitors  may  prescribe. 
To  such  students  certificates  may  be  awarded  showing  the  amount  of  work 
completed  by  them. 

PHYSICIAN'S   CERTIFICATE. 

Every  candidate  is  required  to  present  a  certificate  from  a  reliable  physi- 
cian stating  that  he  is  physically  fitted  to  undertake  the  contemplated 
course  of  study  and  giving  information  as  to  any  physical  weakness  the 
candidate  may  have. 

AIMS    AND    METHODS    OP    STUDY    AND    TRAINING. 

The  ends  to  be  secured  by  a  course  of  study  and  practice  in  this  school 
are  a  know] edge  of  that  which  is  to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools,  the 
development  of  the  mental  powers,  a  knowledge  of  the  principles  and 
methods  of  teaching,  and  skill  in  the  art  of  teaching. 

All  the  studies  are  pursued  on  the  topical  plan,  and  with  special  reference 
to  the  best  ways  of  teaching  them.  Lessons  are  prepared  not  merely  for 
the  purpose  of  gaining  knowledge,  but  for  the  purpose  of  presenting 
models  of  recitation,  and  for  teaching.  Every  pupil  frequently  takes 
charge  of  a  class  and  teaches  topics,  so  that  throughout  the  course  he  is 
under  actual  training  as  a  teacher. 

TOPICS    OP    TWO-YEARS    COURSE. 

Theory  and  Art  of  Teaching.  —  Psychology  in  its  relation  to  princi- 
ples and  methods  of  teaching;  school  organization  and  government;  school 
laws  of  Massachusetts ;  several  weeks  of  purely  professional  work  in  com- 
mon English  branches. 

Reading.  — Vocal  culture;  sight  reading;  study  of  pieces;  methods. 

Composition  (1). —  Capitals,  punctuation,  letter  writing,  business  forms, 
language  lessons. 

Composition  (2).  —  Paragraphing;  compositions  on  subjects  assigned; 
criticism  in  class  and  by  class;  spelling;  etymology. 

Grammar.  —  Outline  of  subject ;  parts  of  expressions  taught  and  named  ; 
words  studied  with  reference  to  classification,  properties  and  construction  ; 
parsing  and  analysis  of  sentences. 
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Rhetoric.  —  Study  of  figurative  language  and  qualities  of  style,  with 
practical  applications,  followed  by  several  weeks  of  composition  writing 
and  criticism ;  study  of  the  mind  and  its  qualities,  including  wit,  humor, 
etc. ;  the  sensibilities,  especially  taste. 

English  Literature.  —  A  study  of  the  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  century 
authors ;  reading  (in  addition)  The  Merchant  of  Venice  and  Julius  Ccesar. 

United  States  History.  —  Periods  of  discoveries  ;  explorations ;  settle- 
ments and  colonies,  with  the  included  wars  ;  revolution  ;  constitution  ;  civil 
war  and  events  following ;  collateral  reading  ;  civil  polity. 

Arithmetic  (1).  —  Notation,  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication  and 
division  of  integral  numbers ;  factors  and  multiples ;  common  fractional 
numbers  ;  decimals  ;  compound  denominate  numbers  ;  metric  system  taught 
by  apparatus ;  practical  work. 

Arithmetic  (2).  —  Percentage,  and  its  application  in  commission,  taxes, 
interest,  banking,  etc. ;  extraction  of  roots,  with  applications  ;  mensuration  ; 
examples  and  problems  in  all  subjects  taught,  to  apply  knowledge.  Pupils 
are  encouraged  to  seek  information  at  the  post-office,  at  lawyers'  offices, 
banks,  stores  and  the  teacher's  desk,  and  thus  to  become  familiar  with  the 
practical  applications  of  arithmetic  in  the  affairs  of  every-day  life. 

Book-keeping  —  Study  of  the  principles  and  forms  of  single  entry,  with 
practical  applications. 

Algebra.  —  Usual  topics  preceding  quadratics. 

Geometry.  —  Geometry  for  grammar  grades.  First  three  books  of 
Wentworth's  Geometry,  or  their  equivalent.  Pupils  do  not  use  text-books. 
They  are  required  to  work  out  and  teach  most  of  the  definitions,  theorems 
and  constructions  of  the  course. 

Animals.  —  General  characteristics  of  animals  ;  resemblances  and  differ- 
ences ;  uses  of  animals  ;  special  study  of  some  group  ;  classification  ;  adap- 
tation of  this  subject  to  elementary  instruction,  —  zoological  phase  of  nature 
study.  The  school  has  a  "working  cabinet"  unexcelled  by  that  of  any 
school  of  like  rank,  which,  with  fresh  material,  is  in  daily  use  in  classes. 

Plants.  —  Study  of  plants  for  knowledge  of  structure,  habits  and  uses ; 
classification ;  analysis  of  plants  of  the  region.  Nature  study  from  the 
botanical  side.     Pupils  observe,  draw,  describe,  experiment,  teach. 

Physiology.  —  General  outline  of  subject;  anatomy,  physiology  and 
hygiene  of  digestive  organs,  including  classification  of  food-stuffs  and 
methods  of  preparing  food  ;  anatomy,  physiology  and  hygiene  of  circulatory 
and  respiratory  organs  ;  animal  heat,  —  its  nature,  source,  distribution,  reg- 
ulation, etc.;  clothing, — use,  qualities  desirable  in,  qualities  of  common 
materials,  how  to  dress  hygienically,  etc  Anatomy  is  taught  from  anatomi- 
cal preparations  of  organs  of  the  human  body ;  and  physiology,  as  far  as 
possible,  by  observing  organs  of  other  animals  in  action,  and  by  simple 
experiments. 

Physics.  —  Matter  and  its  properties;  motion,  force,  resistance,  work, 
energy ;  definition  and  enumeration  of  forces  ;  effects  of  cohesion  in  deter- 
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mining  the  condition  of  bodies ;  effects  of  gravitation,  including  pressures 
of  liquids  and  gases,  with  consequences  and  applications ;  transference  of 
energy ;  machines ;  electricity,  special  attention  being  given  to  elementary 
phenomena  and  to  practical  applications.  In  this  subject  everything  is 
taught  experimentally,  pupils  being  required,  as  far  as  possible,  to  per- 
form all  important  experiments  for  themselves. 

Chemistry.  —  Chemical  physics  and  inorganic  chemistry,  with  laboratory 
practice  by  each  pupil. 

Minerals.  —  Lessons  to  show  what  a  mineral  is;  properties,  varieties 
and  uses  of  the  more  important  minerals  ;  composition  of  minerals  ;  rocks 
as  composed  of  minerals  ;  classification  and  means  of  determining  the  com- 
mon minerals.     Material  and  apparatus  are  provided  for  each  pupil. 

Geography  (1).  —  Scientific  study  of  the  form,  size  and  motions  of  the 
earth  ;  configuration  and  relief  of  the  land  masses  ;  atmospheric  and  oceanic 
movements  ;  climate ;  plant  and  animal  life,  and  especially  man,  including 
distribution  of  races  and  all  conditions  affecting  this  distribution  ;  religion, 
government  and  whatever  affects  the  civilization  of  the  races. 

Geography  (2).  —  Elementary  lessons  in  geography. 

Drawing.  —  Sketching  from  natural  objects  and  a  study  of  the  principles 
of  the  appearance  of  objects  ;  form  study ;  geometric  drawing  ;  color  ;  his- 
toric ornament;  principles  of  arrangement;  study  of  plant  form  and  its 
use  in  design ;  management  and  use  of  clay ;  study  of  the  outline  course 
for  public  schools  ;  arrangement  of  separate  lessons.  Drawing  is  required 
for  only  one  year,  but  any  who  wish  may  continue  an  additional  term  or 
two,  following  the  plan  of  studio  work  laid  out  for  the  advanced  course. 

Vocal  Music.  —  Rhythmics,  melodies,  dynamics,  sight-singing,  methods. 

Sloyd  — Constructing  specified  number  of  wooden  models  embodying  a 
progressive  series  of  exercises  with  hand  tools.  Making  working  drawings 
from  objects. 

Lessons  on  the  educational  value  of  the  work,  the  principles  governing 
the  progression  of  exercises,  the  sharpening  and  care  of  tools,  different 
varieties  of  wood.     Practice  in  conducting  classes. 

Physical  Culture  — Gymnastics  (Ling  System).  —  Practice  (three 
times  a  week)  ;  use  of  Posse  Handbook  of  Gymnastics.  Theory.  —  Physi- 
ology of  bodily  exercise  ;  systematic  classilication  of  gymnastic  movements  ; 
mechanical  laws  forming  a  basis  for  correct  progression  of  gymnastic 
movements.  Teaching.  —  Conducting  classes  in  gymnasium  and  practice 
schools;  constructing  tables  of  exercises. 

TOPICS  OP  THE  FOUR- YEARS  COURSE. 

Same  as  those  for  the  two-years  course,  with  the  following  additions:  — 
GEOMETRY. —  Plane  geometry  completed.     The  method  is  the  same  as 
for  the  two-years  course. 

ALGEBRA.  —  Pupils  have  constant  drill  in  the  application  of  the  princi- 
ple?, and  are  taught  how  to  teach  the  following  topics  to  classes  in  the 
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upper  grades  of  school :  Involution,  evolution,  radicals  and  radical  equa- 
tions, imaginary  quantities,  quadratics,  simple  indeterminate  equations, 
inequalities,  ratio,  proportion,  progressive  series,  binominal  theorem,  loga- 
rithms and  logarithmic  tables 

Trigonometry  and  Surveying.  —  Functions  of  arcs  and  angles;  use 
of  tables ;  trigonometrical  theorems  and  formulae;  solutions  of  triangles; 
measurement  of  heights  and  distances  by  direct  and  indirect  methods ;  run- 
ning boundaries ;  setting  and  plotting  curves ;  levelling  and  grading ; 
determination  of  areas ;  field  work,  with  practical  use  of  surveyor's  com- 
pass and  transit  instrument. 

English  Literature.  —  The  history  of  the  language  and  the  develop- 
ment of  English  literature ;  followed  by  a  critical  study  of  the  writings  of 
the  leading  authors,  prior  to  the  eighteenth  century. 

There  are  some  variations  from  term  to  term. 

Drawing.  —  Advanced  work  in  machine  drawing;  building  construc- 
tion ;  historic  ornament ;  drawing  of  plant  form ;  design  ;  color ;  models 
and  casts  in  outline,  and  shaded  in  charcoal. 

Astronomy.  —  Methods  of  describing  position  of  heavenly  bodies; 
refraction,  parallax  and  precession;  classification  of  heavenly  bodies; 
particular  study  of  earth,  sun  and  moon ;  tides ;  eclipses ;  geography  of 
celestial  sphere. 

Physics.  —Sound,  heat,  light,  electricity  and  magnetism,  with  practical 
applications ;  special  attention  given  to  electrical  measurements  and  to  the 
dynamo  and  its  uses. 

Chemistry.  —  Qualitative  analysis  of  liquids  and  solids;  chemical  theo- 
ries ;  preparation  of  chemicals  and  apparatus ;  a  few  lessons  in  quantita- 
tive analysis. 

Botany.  —  A  more  minute  and  detailed  study  of  the  structure  of  plants, 
including  the  lower  groups,  than  is  possible  in  the  elementary  course,  with 
use  of  microscope ;  composition  and  food  of  plants ;  growth  and  develop- 
ment; classification.  Special  work,  varying  with  the  individual,  for  such 
as  show  requisite  ability  and  have  the  necessary  time ;  collateral  reading. 

Zoology.  —  The  types  of  animal  life  are  taken  up  with  such  dissection 
as  is  practicable,  and  some  group,  varying  from  year  to  year,  is  studied  in 
detail,  as  far  as  time  admits,  for  its  relations  and  inter-relations  and  for  the 
history  of  its  development.  The  student's  work  is  individual  as  much  as 
possible. 

Geology.  —  General  study  of  the  surrounding  region;  the  structure  of 
the  earth  and  the  agencies  now  at  work  modifying  the  structure ;  historical 
geology.  In  the  historical  portion,  the  mesozoic  strata  being  well  shown  in 
the  vicinity,  that  period  will  be  a  subject  for  detailed  study. 

Mineralogy.  —  In  mineralogy  the  elementary  course  will  be  amplified 
and  the  elements  of  crystallography  and  microscopical  petrography  intro- 
duced 

As  in  all  the  science  work  in  this  school  for  more  than  twenty  years  past, 
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the  facts  ivill  be  learned  at  first  hand  in  the  field  or  laboratory,  and  especial 
emphasis  be  given  to  their  pedagogical  aspect  and  the  methods  of  imparting 
them. 

Latin.  —  Elementary  work ;  Csesar,  Cicero,  Vergil  (Catullus,  Horace  or 
other  authors,  as  occasion  may  require)  ;  sight  translation ;  colloquia ; 
poetical  form  ;  study  of  customs,  men,  times  and  style ;  writing  and  talk- 
ing simple  Latin  as  a  helpful  means  of  mastering  the  language  ;  recitations 
conducted  in  Latin. 

The  professional  training  includes  a  study  of  the  pedagogical  principles 
involved  in  language  work  and  of  teaching  based  on  these  principles. 
Training  is  given  in  a  language  method  involving  the  application  of 
inductive  principles  to  language  study.  Pupils  will  be  taught  to  conduct 
classes  with  a  view  to  making  work  in  Latin  of  distinct  literary  value  and 
developing  real  language  power.  They  will  be  required  to  make  a  practi- 
cal application  of  their  knowledge  in  class  exercises. 

High-school  graduates  who  come  well  prepared  in  the  authors  read  may 
enter  at  once  on  the  professional  work;  they  may  materially  shorten  the 
time  required  for  Latin  and  at  the  same  time  secure  a  wider  acquaintance 
with  its  literature,  including  some  college  work. 

College  graduates  will  give  attention  chiefly  to  professional  training  as 
applied  to  high  school  and  college  subjects.  They  may  also,  if  time  allows, 
gain  a  wider  acquaintance  with  Latin  literature  than  they  have  attained  in 
their  college  course. 

Greek.  —  The  main  features  of  the  course  will  be  similar  to  those  men- 
tioned under  Latin. 

French.  —  First  year:  Methode  Berlitz,  Icr  Livre ;  Masson's  Le  Hive  de 
Noel;  Masson's  Une  Vengeance  de  Jeannol  Lapin ;  Bercy's  La  Langue 
Franraise  ;  Le  Voyage  de  M.  Perrichon,  Eugene  Labiche  et  Edouard  Martin  ; 
Lamartinc's  Jeanne  d'Arc;  Grandgent's  Materials  for  French  Composition, 
Part  IV. ;  ChardenaPs  Complete  French  Course. 

Second  year:  Sand's  La  Mare  au  Diable ;  Greville's  Dosia ;  Lamartinc's 
Oraziella ;  Sandeau's  Mile,  de  la  Scigliere;  MelltVs  Contemporary  French 
Writers ;  About's  Le  Roi  des  Montagues ;  Sauveur's  Les  Fables  de  la  Fon- 
taine ;  ChardenaPs  Complete  French  Course;  Languellier  and  Monsanto's 
French  Grammar. 

The  natural  method  is  used,  and  the  pupils  themselves  are  required  to 
give  lessons.  Those  who  conic  well  prepared  are  allowed  to  enter  at  once 
on  professional  work,  and  to  take  a  more  extended  course  in  the  literature 
of  the  language. 

General  History. —  Ancient  History,—  Oriental  Nations,  Greece  and 
Rome:  Peoples  and  migrations;  geographical  position  and  consequences ; 
inheritances  from  older  nations;  social,  political,  intellectual,  aesthetic, 
moral,  religious  and  industrial  development;  characteristic  institutions; 
legacies  fco  future  States;  outline  of  political  history.  Teutonic  Peoples: 
Their  movements  and  settlements;   their  institutions.     Europe  from  the 
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beginning  of  the  Middle  Ages  to  the  present  time :  Study  of  Europe  as  a  whole 
by  periods,  giving  a  connected  account  of  the  leading  events  of  each  period, 
but  devoting  special  attention  to  the  main  forces  at  work,  the  formation  of 
new  States,  the  growth  of  nationality  and  constitutional  government,  and 
the  relation  of  Europe  to  America ;  study  of  Europe  by  parts,  tracing  the 
growth  of  each  State  by  periods. 

Pupils  make  charts  and  write  essays,  illustrating  and  emphasizing  some 
of  the  features  of  the  course.  Instruction  and  training  are  given  in  the 
inductive  method  as  applied  to  history,  with  a  view  to  the  development  of 
the  "  historical  spirit."  The  method  will  be  illustrated  by  the  careful  study 
of  a  few  countries.  The  rest  of  the  work,  owing  to  limitations  of  time, 
will  be  done  in  outline.     Pupils  are  required  to  teach. 

SCOPE  OP  THE  ADVANCED  COURSE. 

The  aim  will  be  to  strengthen  the  students1  grasp  of  each  subject  from  a 
pedagogical  point  of  view,  to  give  them  careful  professional  training  in 
each  part  of  the  course,  to  familiarize  them  with  the  principles  of  criticism 
as  applied  to  courses  of  study  and  programs,  and  to  train  them  in  observing 
work  in  the  public  schools  as  an  aid  to  the  study  and  discussion  of  methods 
and  general  school  economy.  Special  training  will  be  offered  those  whose 
ability  and  previous  education  fit  them  to  prepare  for  the  work  of  super- 
intendents. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADUATIONS. 

Examinations,  both  oral  and  written,  are  made  each  term,  and  the  result 
in  each  must  be  satisfactory  to  enable  the  pupil  to  advance  to  the  studies 
next  in  order.  Diplomas  are  given  to  those  pupils  who  have  satisfactorily 
completed  all  the  studies  of  the  two-years  course,  of  the  four-years  course, 
or  of  the  advanced  course.  Pupils  who  take  a  year's  work  in  addition  to  the 
two-years  course  have  this  fact  specially  recognized  on  their  diplomas. 

EMPLOYMENT  OP  GRADUATES,  ETC. 

The  demand  for  graduates  of  this  school  is  steadily  increasing.  During 
the  past  two  years  it  has  been  greater  than  the  supply.  A  noteworthy 
fact  concerning  this  demand  is  the  large  increase  in  calls  for  teachers  for 
positions  of  high  grade.  Great  encouragement  is  thus  given  to  the  gradu- 
uates  of  high  schools  and  colleges,  desiring  to  teach,  to  take  a  course  of 
professional  training  as  the  shortest  as  well  as  in  every  respect  the  best 
way  to  eminence  in  the  profession. 

LECTURES. 

From  time  to  time  lectures  are  secured  from  prominent  persons  in  this 
and  other  States.  During  the  year  the  following  gentlemen  have  ad- 
dressed the  school :  Mr.  Henry  T.  Bailey,  Rev.  L.  H.  Dorchester,  Dr.  S. 
L.  Gracey  and  Mr.  John  F.  Howard. 
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DISCIPLINE. 

Pupils  are  treated  with  confidence,  and,  as  far  as  may  be,  the  government 
of  the  school  is  left  in  their  hands.  But  nothing  less  than  regular  attend- 
ance, good  behavior  and  hearty  allegiance  to  all  the  interests  of  the  school 
are  accepted  as  a  condition  of  membership.  The  work  of  the  school  cannot 
be  acceptably  done  by  those  who  do  not  make  it  their  only  occupation  dur- 
ing their  connection  with  the  school. 

EXPENSES,   AID,   ETC. 

Tuition  is  free  to  those  complying  with  the  condition  of  teaching  in  the 
public  schools  of  Massachusetts,  wherever  they  may  have  resided  previously. 

Persons  intending  to  teach  in  other  States,  or  in  private  schools,  are  ad- 
mitted on  payment  of  fifteen  dollars  for  each  half  year. 

For  those  who  take  a  special  course  in  kindergarten  the  tuition  is  fifty 
dollars  per  year. 

Text-books  and  supplies  are  free,  as  in  the  public  schools. 

For  cost  of  board  see  under  "  Normal  Hall.'" 

To  assist  those  students  in  the  school  who  find  it  difficult  to  meet  the  ex- 
penses of  the  course  pecuniary  aid  is  furnished  by  the  State  in  sums  vary- 
ing according  to  the  distance  of  their  homes  from  Westfield,  though  never 
exceeding  $1  50  per  week.  This  aid  is  not  furnished  for  the  first  half  year 
of  attendance  ;  and  those  who  fail  (through  their  own  fault)  to  complete  the 
course  or  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts  are  required  to 
refund  whatever  they  may  have  received. 

NORMAL    SCHOOL    SCHOLARSHIPS    AT    HARVARD 
UNIVERSITY. 

There  arc  eight  scholarships  in  the  scientific  school  at  Harvard  University 
for  the  benefit  of  graduates  of  normal  schools.  The  annual  value  of  each 
of  these  scholarships  is  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  which  is  the  jirice  of 
tuition,  so  that  the  holder  of  the  scholarship  gets  his  tuition  free. 

The  incumbents  are  originally  appointed  for  one  year,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  principals  of  the  schools  from  which  they  have  been 
severally  graduated.  These  appointments  may  be  annually  renewed,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  faculty  of  the  scientific  school. 

NORMAL    HALL. 

Mrs.  M.  E.  GERNHARDT,  Matron. 

The  State  has  erected  and  furnished  for  the  school  a  very  pleasant  and 
commodious  boarding-hall,  wliich  is  accurately  represented  in  the  accom- 
panying cut.  The  hall  is  under  the  charge  of  the  principal.  Several  of 
the,  teachers  board  with  the  students,  and  no  pains  will  be  spared  to  make 
the  hall  a  home  for  the  pupils. 
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Pupils  from  abroad  are  required  to  board  in  this  hall,  except  as  they  may 
board  with  relatives  or  work  for  their  board  in  private  families. 

A  pleasant  reading-room  is  provided  for  the  daily  use  of  the  students. 
This  room  is  furnished  with  a  daily  paper,  the  leading  magazines  and  a 
variety  of  other  publications.  Through  the  efforts  and  contributions  of 
teachers  and  pupils  there  has  been  provided  a  library  of  choice  works  for 
general  reading  and  for  reference.  This  library  has  been  materially  in- 
creased through  efforts  of  the  class  of  1893. 

The  usual  price  of  board  for  the  time  the  school  is  in  session  during  the 
year  is  $150  for  ladies  and  $160  for  gentlemen;  $40  must  be  paid  by  each 
student  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  in  September,  $35  by  ladies  and 
$40  by  gentlemen  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  quarter,  and  the  same 
sums  at  the  beginning  of  the  third  and  fourth  quarters,  respectively. 

The  rates  given  above  are  for  those  who  have  room-mates.  Those  who 
desire  to  room  alone  can  generally  be  accommodated  at  an  additional 
charge  of  50  cents  per  week.  Ladies  who,  for  any  reason,  during  any 
quarter,  are  members  of  the  school  for  less  than  a  quarter,  are  charged  $4 
per  week;  gentlemen,  f 4. 25.  Ladies  who  do  not  pay  their  board  during 
the  first  two  weeks  of  any  quarter  are  charged  $4  per  week,  gentlemen, 
$4.25  per  week,  for  the  board  in  arrears.  Visitors  can  have  good  accom- 
modations at  f  1  per  day  or  $5  per  week ;  dinner,  35  cents  ;  supper  or  break- 
fast, 25  cents ;  lodging,  50  cents.  Former  members  of  the  school  will  be 
allowed  a  discount  of  10  per  cent,  from  prices  charged  other  visitors. 

Each  boarder  is  required  to  bring  bedding,  towels,  napkins,  a  napkin 
ring  and  two  clothes  bags.  Each  pupil  will  want,  ordinarily,  four  pillow 
cases  twenty  inches  wide,  three  sheets  and  two  blankets  or  their  equivalent. 
All  bedding  should  be  suitable  for  single  beds  three  feet  wide.  All  articles 
sent  to  the  laundry  must  be  distinctly  marked  with  the  owner's  name,  to  avoid 
extra  charge  for  washing.    Initials  will  not  answer. 
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General  Remarks. 


The  normal  school  is  always  open  to  the  public.  Parents  and  guardians 
of  its  pupils  are  especially  invited  to  visit  the  school  often,  and  learn  by 
personal  inspection  what  it  attempts  to  do  for  its  members. 

A  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  teachers  and  school  committees  to  visit 
the  school  at  their  convenience.  They  will  be  welcome  for  a  day,  a  week 
or  a  month.

Graduating  exercises  of  the  class  of  1896. 

Entrance  examinations  begin  (9  a.m.).
